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PREFACE. 



The English Version of the New Testament here pre- 
sented to the reader is a Revision of the Translation 
published in the year of Our Lord 1611, and commonly 
known by the name of the Authorised Version. 

That Translation was the work of many hands and of 
several generations. The foundation was laid by Will- 
iam Tyndale. His translation of the New Testament 
was the true primary Version. The Versions that fol- 
lowed were either substantially reproductions of Tyn- 
dale's translation in its final shape, or revisions of Ver- 
sions that had been themselves almost entirely based on 
it. Three successive stages may be recognised in this 
continuous work of authoritative revision : first, the pub- 
lication of the Great Bible of 1539-41 in the reign of 
Henry VIII. ; next, the publication of the Bishops' Bible 
of 1568 and 1572 in the reign of Elizabeth; and lastly, 
the publication of the King's Bible of 1611 in the reign 
of James L Besides these, the Genevan Version of 
1560, itself founded on Tyndale's translation, must here 
be named; which, though not put forth by authority, 
was widely circulated in this country, and largely used 
by King James' Translators. Thus the form in which 
the English New Testament has now been read for 270 
years was the result of various revisions made between 
1525 and 1611 ; and the present Revision is an attempt, 
after a long interval, to follow the example set by a suc- 
cession of honoured predecessors. 
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L Of the many points of interest connected with the 
Translation of 1611, two_ require special notice: first, the 
Greek Text which it appears to have represented ; and 
secondly, the character of the Translation itself. 

1. With regard to the Greek Text, it would appear 
that, if to some extent the Translators exercised an inde- 
pendent jadgement, it was mainly in choosing amongst 
readings contained in the principal editions of the Greek 
Text that had appeared in the sixteenth century. Wher- 
ever they seem to have followed a reading which is not 
found in any of those editions, their rendering may prob- 
ably be traced to the Latin Vulgate. Their chief guides 
appear to have been the later editions of Stephanus and 
of Eeza, and also, to a certain extent, the Complutensian 
Polyglott. All these were founded for the most part on 
manuscripts of late date, few in number, and used with 
little critical skill. But in those days it could hardly 
have been otherwise. Nearly all the more ancient of 
the documentary authorities have become known only 
within the last two centuries ; some of the most impor- 
tant of them, indeed, within the last few years. Their 
publication has called forth not only improved editions 
of the Greek Text, but a succession of instructive dis- 
cussions on the variations which have been brought to 
light, and on the best modes of distinguishing original 
readings from changes introduced in the course of tran- 
scription. While therefore it has long been the opinion 
of all scholars that the commonly received text needed 
thorough revision, it is but recently that materials have 
been acquired for executing such a work with even ap- 
proximate completeness. 

2. The character of the Translation itself will be best 
estimated by considering the leading rules under which 
it was made, and the extent to which these rules appear 
to have been observed. 

The primary and fundamental rule was expressed in 
the following terms : — * The ordinary Bible read in the 
Church, commonly called the Bishops' Bible, to be fol- 
lowed, and as little altered as the truth of the Original 
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will permit.' There was, however, this subsequent pro- 
vision : — * These translations to be used, when they agree 
better with the text than the Bishops' Bible : Tindale's, 
Matthew's, Coverdale's, Whitchurch's, Geneva.' The first 
of these rules, which was substantially the same as that 
laid down at the revision of the Great Bible in the reign 
of Elizabeth, was strictly observed. The other rule was 
but partially followed. The Translators made much use 
of the Genevan Version. They do not, however, appear 
to have frequently returned to the renderings of the other 
Versions named in the rule, where those Versions dif- 
fered from the Bishops' Bible. On the other hand, their 
work shews evident traces of the influence of a Version 
not specified in the rules, the Rhemish, made from the 
Latin Vulgate, but by scholars conversant with the Greek 
Original. 

Another rule, on which it is stated that those in au- 
thority laid great stress, related to the rendering of words 
that admitted of different interpretations. It was as fol- 
lows : — * When a word hath divers significations, that to 
be kept which hath been most commonly used by the 
most of the ancient fathers, being agreeable to the pro- 
priety of the place and the analogy of the faith.' With 
this rule was associated the following, on which equal 
stress appears to have been laid : — * The old ecclesiastical 
words to be kept, viz. the word Church not to be trans- 
lated Congregation, &c.' This latter rule was for the 
most part carefully observed; but it may be doubted 
whether, in the case of words that admitted of different 
meanings, the instructions were at all closely followed. 
In dealing with the more diflScult words of this class, the 
Translators appear to have paid much regard to tradi- 
tional interpretations, and especially to the authority of 
the Vulgate ; but, as to the laige residue of words which 
might properly fall under the rule, they used considera- 
ble freedom. Moreover they profess in their Preface to 
have studiously adopted a variety of expression which 
would now be deemed hardly consistent with the re- 
quirements of faithful translation. They seem to have 
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been guided by the feeling that their Version would 
secure for the words they used a lasting place in the lan- 
guage; and they express a fear lest they should *be 
charged (by scoffers) with some unequal dealing towards 
a gi*eat number of good English words,' which, without 
this liberty on their part, would not have a place in the 
pages of the English Bible. Still it cannot be doubted 
that they carried this liberty too far, and that the studied 
avoidance of uniformity in the rendering of the same 
words, even when occurring in the same context, is one 
of the blemishes in their work. 

A third leading rule was of a negative character, but 
was rendered necessary by the experience derived iFrom 
former Versions. The words of the rule are as fol- 
lows : — ' No mai^inal notes at all to be affixed, but only 
for the explanation of the Hebrew or Greek words which 
cannot without some circumlocution so briefly and fitly 
be expressed in the text.' Here again the Translators 
used some liberty in their application of the rule. Out 
of more than 760 marginal notes originally appended to 
the Authorised Version of the New Testament, only a 
seventh part consists of explanations or literal render- 
ings ; the great majority of the notes being devoted to 
the useful and indeed necessary purpose of placing before 
the reader alternative renderings which it was judged 
that the passage or the words would fairly admit The 
notes referring to variations in the Greek Text amount 
to about thirty-five. 

Of the remaining rules it may be sufficient to notice 
one, which was for the most part consistently followed : — 
*The names of the prophets and the holy writers, with 
the other names of the text, to be retained, as nigh as 
may be, accordingly as thoy were vulgarly used.' The 
Translators had also the liberty, in * any place of special 
obscurity,' to consult those who might be qualified to 
give an opinion. 

Passing from these fundamental rules, which should 
be borne in mind by any one who would rightly under 
stand the nature and character of the Authorised Version^ 
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we must call attention to the manner in which the actaal 
work of the translation was carried on. The Now Testa- 
ment was assigned to two separate Companies, the one 
consisting of eight members, sitting at Oxford, the other 
consisting of seven members, sitting at Westminster. 
There is no reason to believe that these Companies ever 
sat together. They communicated to each other, and 
likewise to the four Companies to which the Old Testa- 
ment and the Apocrypha had been committed, the results 
of their labours; and perhaps afterwards reconsidered 
them : but the fact that the New Testament was divided 
between two separate bodies of men involved a grave 
inconvenience, and was beyond all doubt the cause of 
many inconsistencies. These probably would have been 
much more serious, had it not been provided that there 
should be a final supervision of the whole Bible, by se- 
lected members from Oxford, Cambridge, and Westmin- 
ster, the three centres at which the work had been carried 
on. These supervisors are said by one authority to have 
been six in number, and by another twelve. When it is 
remembered that this supervision was completed in nine 
months, we may wonder that the incongruities which 
remain are not more numerous. 

The Companies appear to have been occupied in the 
actual business of revision about two years and three 
quarters. 

Such, so far as can be gathered from the rules and 
modes of procedure, is the character of the time-honoured 
Version which we have been called upon to revise. We 
have had to study this great Version carefully and mi- 
nutely, line by line ; and the longer we have been engaged 
upon it the more we have learned to admire its simplicity, 
its dignity, its power, its happy turns of expression, its 
general accuracy, and, we must not fail to add, the music 
of its cadences, and the felicities of its rhythm. To ren- 
der a work that had reached this high standard of excel- 
lence still more excellent, to increase its fidelity without 
destroying its charm, was the task committed to us. Of 
that task, and of the conditions under which we have 
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attempted its fulfilment, it will now be necessary for us 
to speak. 

II. The present Revision had its origin in action taken 
by the Convocation of the Province of Canterbuiy in 
February, 1870, and it has been conducted throughout 
on the plan laid down in Resolutions of both Houses of 
the Province, and, more particularly, in accordance with 
Principles and Rules drawn up by a special Committee 
of Convocation in the following May. Two Companies, 
the one for the revision of the Authorised Version of the 
Old Testament, and the other for the revision of the 
same Version of the New Testament, were formed in the 
manner specified in the Resolutions, and the work was 
commenced on the twenty-second day of June, IS'?©. 
Shortly afterwards, steps were taken, under a resolution 
passed by both Houses of Convocation, for inviting tbo 
co-operation of American scholars; and eventually two 
Committees were formed in America, for the purpose of 
acting with the two English Companies, on the basis of 
the Principles and Rules drawn up by the Committee of 
Convocation. 

The fundamental Resolutions adopted by the Convo- 
cation of Canterbury on the third and fifth days of May, 
1870, were as follows : — 

*1. That it is desirable that a revisioii of the Author- 
ised Version of the Holy Scriptures be undertaken. 

* 2. That the revision be so conducted as to comprise 
both marginal renderings and such emendations as it 
may be found necessary to insert in the text of the Au- 
thorised Version, 

* 3. That in the above resolutions we do not contem- 
plate any new translation of the Bible, or any alteration 
of the language, except where in the judgement of the 
most competent scholars such change is necessary. 

* 4. That in such necessary changes, the style of the 
language employed in the existing Version be closely 
followed. 

' 5. That it is desirable that Convocation should nomi- 
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nate a body of its own members to undertake the work 
of revision, who shall be at liberty to invite the co-opera- 
tion of any eminent for scholarship, to whatever nation 
or religions body they may belong.' 

The Principles and Rules agreed to by the Commit- 
tee of Convocation on the twenty-fifth day of May, 1870, 
were as follows : — 

' 1. To introduce as few alterations as possible into 
the Text of the Authorised Version consistently with 
faithfulness. 

' 2. To limit, as far as possible, the expression of such 
alterations to the language of the Authorised and earlier 
English Versions. 

* 3. Each Company to go twice over the portion to be 
revised, once provisionally, the second time finally, and 
on principles of voting as hereinafter is provided, 

* 4. That the Text to be adopted be that for which 
the evidence is decidedly preponderating ; and that when 
the Text so adopted differs from that from which the 
Authorised Version was made, the alteration be indicated 
in the margin. 

* 5. To make or retain no change in the Text on the 
second final revision by each Company, except two thirds 
of those present approve of the same, but on the first 
revision to decide by simple majorities. 

* 6. In every case of proposed alteration that may have 
given rise to discussion, to defer the voting thereupon 
till the next Meeting, whensoever the same shall be re- 
quired by one third of those present at the Meeting, 
such intended vote to be announced in the notice for the 
next Meeting. 

' 7. To revise the headings of chapters and pages, para- 
graphs, italics, and punctuation. 

* 8. To refer, on the part of each Company, when con- 
sidered desirable, to Divines, Scholars, and Literary Men, 
whether at home or abroad, for their opinions.' 

These rules it has been our endeavour faithfully and 
consistently to follow. One only of them we found our- 
selves unable to observe in all particulars. In accordance 
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with tbe seventh rule, we haye carefully revised the par- 
agraphs, italics, and punctuation. But the revision of 
the headings of chapters and pages would have involved 
so much of indirect, and indeed frequently of direct 
interpretation, that we judged it best to omit them alto- 
gether. 

Our communications with the American Committee 
have been of the following nature. We transmitted to 
them from time to time each several portion of our 
First Revision, and received from them in return their 
criticisms and suggestions. These we considered with 
much care and attention during the time we were en- 
gaged on our Second Revision. "We then sent over to 
them the various portions of the Second Revision as 
they were completed, and received further suggestions, 
which, like the former, were closely and carefully consid- 
ered. Last of all, we forwarded to them the Revised Ver- 
sion in its final form; and a list of those passages in 
which they desire to place on record their preference of 
other readings and renderings will be found at the end of 
the volume.* Wo gratefully acknowledge their care, 
vigilance, and accuracy; and we humbly pray that their 
labours and our own, thus happily united, may be per- 
mitted to bear a blessing to both countries, and to all 
English-speaking people throughout the world. 

The whole time devoted to the work has been ten years 
and a half. The First Revision occupied about six years ; 
the Second, about two years and a half. The remaining 
time has been spent in the consideration of the sugges- 
tions from America on the Second Revision, and of many 
details and reserved questions arising out of our own 
labours. As a rule, a session of four days has been held 
every month (with the exception of August and Sep- 
tember) in each year from the commencement of the 
work in June, 1870. The average attendance for the 
whole time has been sixteen each day : the whole Com-

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pany consisting at first of twenty-seven, but for the 
greater part of the time of twenty-four members, many 
of them residing at great distances from London. Of 
the original number, four have been removed from us 
by death. 

At an early stage in our labours, we entered into an 
agreement with the Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge for the conveyance to them of our copyright in 
the work. This arrangement provided for the neces- 
sary expenses of the undertaking ; and procured for the 
Revised Version the advantage of being published by 
Bodies long connected with the publication of the Au- 
thorised Version. 

III. We now pass onward to give a brief account of 
tho particulars of the present work. This we propose 
to do under the four heads of Text, Translation, Lan- 
guage, and Marginal Notes. 

1. A revision of the Greek text was the necessary foun- 
dation of our work ; but it did not fall within our prov- 
ince to construct a continuous and complete Greek text. 
In many cases the English rendering was considered to 
represent correctly either of two competing readings in 
the Greek, and then the question of the text was usually 
not raised. A sufficiently laborious task remained in de- 
ciding between the rival claims of various readings which 
might properly affect the translation. When these were 
adjusted, our deviations from the text presumed to un- 
derlie the Authorised Version had next to be indicated, 
in accordance with the fourth rule ; but it proved incon- 
venient to record them in the margin, A better mode, 
however, of giving them publicity has been found, as the 
University Presses have undertaken to print them in con- 
nexion with complete Greek texts of the New Testament. 

In regard of the readings thus approved, it may be 
observed that the fourth rule, by requiring that * the text 
to be adopted ' should be * that for which the evidence 
is decidedly preponderating,' was in effect an instruction 
to follow the authority of documentary evidence without 
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deference to any printed text of modern timesiand there- 
fore to employ the best resources of criticism for esti- 
mating the value of evidence. Textual criticism, as ap- 
plied to the Greek New Testament, forms a special study 
of much intricacy and difficulty, and even now leaves 
room for considerable variety of opinion among compe- 
tent critics. Different schools of criticism have been 
represented among us, and have together contributed to 
the final result In the early part of the work every va- 
rious reading requiring consideration was discussed and 
voted on by the Company. After a time the precedents 
thus established enabled the process to be safely short- 
ened ; but it was still at the option of every one to raise 
a full discussion on any particular reading, and the option 
was freely used. On the First Revision, in accordance 
with the fifth rule, the decisions were arrived at by sim- 
ple majorities. On the Second Revision, at which a ma- 
jority of two thirds was required to retain or introduce a 
reading at variance with the reading presumed to under- 
lie the Authorised Version, many readings previously 
adopted were brought again into debate, and either re- 
affirmed or set aside. 

Many places still remain in which, for the present, it 
would not be safe to accept one reading to the absolute 
exclusion of others. In these cases we have given alter- 
native readings in the margin, wherever they seem to be 
of sufficient importance or interest to deserve notice. In 
the introductory formula, the phrases * many ancient au- 
thorities,' ' some ancient authorities,' are used with some 
latitude to denote a greater or lesser proportion of those 
authorities which have a distinctive right to be called an- 
cient. These ancient authorities compiise not only Greek 
manuscripts, some of which were written in the fourth 
and fifth centuries, but versions of a still earlier date in 
different languages, and also quotations by Christian 
writers of the second and following centuries. 

2. We pass now from the Text to the Translation. 
The character of the Revision was determined for us from 
the outset by the first rule, * to introduce as few alter- 
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ations as possible, consistently with faithfulness.' Oar 
task was revision, not retranslation. 

In the application however of this principle to the 
many and intricate details of our work, we have found 
ourselves constrained by faithfulness to introduce changes 
which might not at first sight appear to be included un- 
der the rule. 

The alterations which we have made in the Authorised 
Version may be roughly grouped in five principal classes. 
First, alterations positively required by change of reading 
in the Greek Text. Secondly, alterations made where the 
Authorised Version appeared either to be incorrect, or to 
have chosen the less probable of two possible renderings. 
Thirdly, alterations of obscure or ambiguous renderings 
into such as are clear and express in their import. For 
it has been our principle not to leave any translation, or 
any arrangement of words, which could adapt itself to 
one or other of two interpretations, but rather to ex- 
press as plainly as was possible that interpretation which 
seemed best to deserve a place in the text, and to put the 
other in the margin. 

There remain yet two other classes of alterations which 
we have felt to be required by the same principle of faith- 
fulness. These are, — Fourthly, alterations of the Au- 
thorised Version in cases where it was inconsistent with 
itself in the rendering of two or more passages confessed- 
ly alike or parallel. Fifthly, alterations rendered neces- 
sary by consequence^ that is, arising out of changes already 
made, though not in themselves required by the general 
rule of faithfulness. Both these classes of alterations 
call for some farther explanation. 

The frequent inconsistencies in the Authorised Version 
have caused us much embarrassment from the fact already 
referred to, namely, that a studied variety of rendering, 
even in the same chapter and context, was a kind of prin- 
ciple with our predecessors, and was defended by them on 
grounds that have been mentioned above. The problem 
we had to solve was to discriminate between varieties of 
rendering which were compatible with fidelity to the tnie

meaning of tho text, and varieties which involyed incon- 
sistency, and were suggestive of differences that had no 
existence in the GreeL This problem we have solved 
to the best of onr power, and for the most part in the 
following way. 

Where there was a doubt as to the exact shade of 
meaning, we have looked to the context for guidance. 
If the meaning was fairly expressed by the word or 
phrase that was before us in the Authorised Version, 
we made no change, even where rigid adherence to tho 
rale of translating, as far as possible, the same Greek 
word by the same English word might have prescribed 
some modification. 

There are however numerous passages in the Author- 
ised Version in which, whether regard be had to the re- 
currence (as in the first three Gospels) of identical clauses 
and sentences, to the repetition of the same word in the 
same passage, or to the characteristic use of particular 
words by the same writer, the studied variety adopted by 
the Translators of 1611 has produced a degree of incon- 
sistency that cannot be reconciled with the principle of 
faithfulness. In such cases we have not hesitated to in- 
troduce alterations, even though the sense might not seem 
to the general reader to be materially affected. 

The last class of alterations is that which we have de- 
scribed as rendered necessary by consequence; that is, by 
reason of some foregoing alteration. The cases in which 
these consequential changes have been found necessary 
are numerous and of very different kinds. Sometimes 
the change has been made to avoid tautology ; sometimes 
to obviate an unpleasing alliteration or some other infe- 
licity of sound; sometimes, in the case of smaller words, 
to preserve the familiar rhythm ; sometimes for a conver- 
gence of reasons which, when explained, would at once be 
accepted, but until so explained might never be surmised 
even by intelligent readers. 

This may be made plain by an example. When a par- 
ticular word is found to recur with characteristic fre- 
quency in any one of the Sadred Writers, it is obviously 
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desirable to adopt for it some nnif orm rendering. Again, 
where, as in the case of the first three Evangelbts, pre- 
cisely the same clauses or sentences are found in more 
than one of the Gospels, it is no less necessary to trans- 
late them in every place in the same way. These two 
principles may be illustrated by reference to a word that 
perpetually recurs in St. Mark's Gospel, and that may be 
translated either * straightway,' * forthwith,' or * immedi- 
ately.' Let it be supposed that the first rendering is 
chosen, and that the word, in accordance with the first of 
the above principles, is in that Gospel uniformly trans- 
lated ^ straightway.' Let it be f ui:ther supposed that one 
of the passages of St Mark in which it is so translated 
is found, word for word, in one of the other Gospels, but 
that there the rendering of the Authorised Version hap- 
pens to be * forthwith ' or ' immediately.' That rendering 
must be changed on the second of the above principles; 
and yet such a change would not have been made but for 
this concurrence of two sound principles, and the conse- 
quent necessity of making a change on grounds extrane- 
ous to the passage itself. 

This is but one of many instances of consequential al- 
terations which might at first sight appear unnecessary, 
but which nevertheless have been deliberately made, and 
are not at variance with the rule of introducing as few 
changes in the Authorised Version asr faithfulness would 
allow. , 

There are some other points of detail which it may be 
here convenient to notice. One of these, and perhaps 
the most important, is the rendering of the Greek aorist. 
There are numerous cases, especially in connexion with 
particles ordinarily expressive of present time, in which 
the use of the indefinite past tense in Greek and English 
is altogether different; and in such instances we have 
not attempted to violate the idiom of our language by 
forms of expression which it could not bear. But we 
have often ventured to represent the Greek aorist by 
the English preterite, even where the reader may find 
some passing difiiculty in such a rendering, because we

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bare felt convinced that the trae meaning of the origina] 
was obscured by the presence of the familiar auiiliary. 
A remarkable illnstration may be found in the seven- 
teenth chapter of St John's Gospel, wliere the combina- 
tion of the aorist and the perfect shews, beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt, that diiferent relations of time were in- 
tended to be expressed. 

Changes of translation will also be found in connexion 
with the aorist participle, arising from the fact that the 
usual periphrasis of this participle in the Vulgate, which 
was rendered necessary by Latin idiom, has been largely 
reproduced in the Authorised Version by ' when ' with 
the past tense (as for example in the second chapter of 
St. Matthew's Gospel), even where the ordinary particip- 
ial rendering would have been easier and more natural in 
£nglish. 

In reference to the perfect and the imperfect tenses 
but little needs to be said. The correct translation of 
the former has been for the most part, though with some 
striking exceptions, maintained in the Authorised Ver- 
sion : while with regard to the imperfect, clear as its 
meaning may be in the Greek, the power of expressing 
it is so limited in English, that we have been frequently 
compelled to leave the force of the tense to be inferred 
from the context. In a few instances, where faithful- 
ness imperatively required it, and especially where, in 
the Greek, the significance of the imperfect tense seemed 
to be additionally marked by the use of the participle 
with the auxiliary verb, we have introduced the corre- 
sponding form in English. Still, in the great majority 
of cases we have been obliged to retain the English pre- 
terite, and to rely either on slight changes in the order 
of the words, or on prominence given to the accompany- 
ing temporal particles, for the indication of the meaning 
which, in the Greek, the imperfect tense was designed to 
convey. 

On other points of grammar it may be sufficient to 
speak more briefly. 

Many changes, as might be anticipated, have been 
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made in the case of the definite article. Here again it 
was necessary to consider the peculiarities of English id- 
iom, as well as the general tenor of each passage. Some- 
times we have felt it enough to prefix the article to tho 
first of a series of words to all of which it is prefixed in 
the Greek, and thus, as it were, to impart the idea of def- 
initeness to the whole series, without running tho risk of 
overloading the sentence. Sometimes, conversely, we have 
had to tolerate the presence of the definite article in our 
Version, when it is absent from the Greek, and perhaps 
not even grammaticaUy latent ; simply because English 
idiom would not allow the noun to stand alone, and be- 
cause the introduction of the indefinite article might 
have introduced an idea of oneness or individuality, 
which was not in any degree traceable in the original. 
In a word, we have been careful to observe the use of 
the article wherever it seemed to be idiomatically possi- 
ble : where it did not seem to be possible, we have yielded 
to necessity. 

As to the pronouns and the place they occupy in the 
sentence, a subject often overlooked by our predecessors, 
we have been particularly careful; but here again we 
have frequently been bafiSed by structural or idiomatical 
peculiarities of the English language which precluded 
changes otherwise desirable. 

In the case of the particles we have root with less 
difficultv, and have been able to maintain a reasonable 
amount of connstency. The particles in the Greek Tes- 
tament are, as is well known, comparatively few, and 
they are commonly used with precision. It has there- 
fore been the more necessary here to preserve a general 
uniformity of rendering, especially in the case of the 
particles of causality and inference, so far as English 
idiom would allow. 

Lastly, many changes have been introduced in the ren- 
dering of the prepositions, especially where ideas of in- 
strumentality or of mediate agency, distinctly marked in 
the original, had been confused or obscured in the trans- 
lation. We have however borne in mind the compre- 
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hcosive character of such prepositions as ' of ' and ' by,' 
the one in reference to agency and the other in reference 
to means, especially in the English of the seventeenth 
centary; and have rarely made any change where the 
true meaning of the original as expressed in the An* 
thorised Version would be apparent to a reader of or- 
dinary intelligence. 

3. We now come to the subject of Language. 

The second of the rules, by which the work has been 
governed, prescribed that the alterations to be introduced 
should be expressed, as far as possible, in the language 
of the Authorised Version or of the Versions that pre- 
ceded it 

To this rule we have faithfully adhered. We have 
habitually consulted the earlier Versions; and in our 
sparing introduction of words not found in them or in 
the Authorised Version we have usnallv satisfied our* 
selves that such words were employed by standard writ- 
ers of nearly the same date, and had also that general 
hue which justified their introduction into a Version 
which has held the highest place in the classical litera- 
ture of our language. We have never removed any ar- 
chaisms, whether in stnicture or in words, except where 
we were persuaded either that the meaning of the words 
was not generally understood, or that the nature of the 
expi*ession led to some misconception of the true sense 
of the passage. The frequent inversions of the strict 
order of the words, which add much to the strength 
and variety of the Authorised Version, and give an ar- 
chaic colour to many felicities of diction, have been sel- 
dom modified. Indeed, we have often adopted the same 
arrangement in our own alterations ; and in this, as in 
other particulars, we have sought to assimilate the new 
work to the old. 

In a few exceptional cases we have failed to find any 
word in the older stratum of our language that appeared 
to convey the precise meaning of the original. There, 
and there only, we have used words of a later date; but 
not witliout having first assured oui^lves that they aro 
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to be found in the writings of tho best authon of the 
period to which they belong. 

In regard of Proper Names no rule was prescribed 
to us. In the case of names of frequent occnrrencc we 
have deemed it best to follow generally the rule laid 
down for our predecessors. That rule, it may be re- 
membered, was to this efiEect, ' The names of the proph- 
ets and the holy writers, with the other names of the 
text, to be retained, as nigh as may be, accordingly as 
they were vulgarly nsed.' Some difficulty has been felt 
in dealing with names less familiarly known. Here our 
general practice has been to follow the Greek form of 
names, except in the case of persons and places men- 
tioned in the Old Testament: in this ease we have fol- 
lowed the Hebrew. 

4. The subject of the Marginal Notes deserves special 
attention. They represent the results of a large amount 
of careful and elaborate discussion, and will, perhaps, by 
their very presence, indicate to some extent the intri- 
cacy of many of the. questions that have almost daily 
come before us for decision. These Notes fall into four 
main groups: first, notes specifying such differences of 
reading as 'were judged to be of sufficient importance to 
require a particular notice ; secondly, notes indicating the 
exact rendering of words to which, for the sake of Eng- 
lish idiom, we were obliged to give a less exact render- 
ing in the text ; thirdly, notes, very few in number, af- 
fording some explanation which the original appeared 
to require ; fourthly, alternative renderings in difficult or 
debateable passages. The notes of this last group are 
numerous, and largely in excess of those which were ad- 
mitted by our predecessors. In the 270 years that have 
passed away since their labours were concluded, the Sa- 
cred Text has been minutely examined, discussed in ev- 
ery detail, and analysed with a grammatical precision un- 
known in the days of the last Revision. There has thus 
been accumulated a large amount of materials that have 
prepared the way for different renderings, which neces- 
sarily came under discussion. We have therefore placed 
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before the reader in the margin other renderings than 
those which were adopted in the text, wherever such ren- 
derings seemed to deserve consideration. The rendering 
in the text, where it agrees with the Aathorised Version, 
was supported by at least one third, and, where it differs 
from the Authorised Version, by at least two thirds of 
those who were present at the second revision of the 
passage in qncstion. 

A few supplementary matters have yet to bo men- 
tioned. These may be thns enumerated, — the nse of 
Italics, the arrangement in Paragraphs, the mode of 
printing Quotations from the Poetical Books of the Old 
Testament, the Punctuation, and, last of all, the Titles 
of the different Books that make up the New Testa- 
ment, — all of them particulars on which it seems desira- 
ble to add a few explanatory remarks. 

(a) The determination, in each place, of the words to 
be printed in italics has not been by any means easy; 
nor can we hope to bo found in all cases perfectly con- 
sistent. In the earliest editions of the Authorised Ver- 
sion the use of a different type to indicate supplement- 
ary words not contained in the original was not very fre- 
quent, and canuot easily be reconciled with any settled 
principle. A review of the words so printed was made, 
after a lapse of some years, for the editions of the Au- 
thorised Vewion published at Cambridge in 1629 and 
1638. Further, though slight, modifications were intro- 
duced at intervals between 1638 and the more systematic 
revisions undertaken respectively by Dr. Paris in the 
Cambridge Edition of 1762, and by Dr. Blayney in the 
Oxford Edition of 1769. None of them however rest 
on any higher authority than that of the persons who 
from time to time superintended the publication. The 
last attempt to bring the use of italics into uniformity 
and consistency was made by Dr. Scrivener in the Para- 
graph Bible published at Cambridge in 1870-73. In 
succeeding to these labours, we have acted on the gen- 
eral principle of printing in italics words which did not 
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appear to bo necessarily involved in the Greek. Oar 
tendency has been to diminish rather than to increase 
the amount of italic printing ; though, in the case of dif- 
ference of readings, we have usually marked the absence 
of any words in the original which the sense might 
nevertheless require to be present in the Version ; and 
again, in the case of inserted pronouns, where the refer- 
ence did not appear to be perfectly certain, we have sim- 
ilarly had recourse to italics. Some of these cases, es- 
pecially when there are slight differences of reading, are 
of singular intricacy, and make it impossible to maintain 
rigid uniformity. 

(b) We have arranged the Sacred Text in paragraphs, 
after the precedent of the earliest English Versions, so 
as to assist the general reader in following the current 
of narrative or argument. The present arrangement will 
be found, we trust, to have preserved the due mean be- 
tween a system of long portions which must often in- 
clude several separate topics, and a system of frequent 
breaks which, though they may correctly indicate the 
separate movements of thought in the writer, often seri- 
ously impede a jnst perception of the true continuity of 
the passage. The traditional division into chapters, which 
the Authorised Version inherited from Latin Bibles of 
the later middle ages, is an illustration of the former 
method. These paragraphs, for such in fact they arc, 
frequently include several distinct subjects. Moreover 
they sometimes, though rarely, end where there is no suf- 
ficient break in the sense. The division of chapters into 
verses, which was introduced into the New Testament 
for the first time in 1551, is an exaggeration of the lat- 
ter method, with its accompanying inconveniences. The 
serious obstacles to the right understanding of Holy 
Scripture, which are interposed by minute subdivision, 
are often overlooked ; but if any one will consider for a 
moment the injurious effect that would be produced by 
breaking up a portion of some great standard work into 
separate verses, he will at once perceive how necessary 
has been an alteration in this particular. The arrange- 
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ment by chapters and verses undoabtedly affords facili- 
ties for reference : but tbis advantage we have been able 
to retain by placing the namerals on the inside margin 
of each page. 

(c) A few words will suffice as to the mode of printing 
quotations from the Poetical Books of the Old Testa- 
ment. "Wherever the Quotation extends to two or more 
lines, our practice has oeen to recognise the parallelism 
of their structure by arranging the lines in a manner 
that appears to agree with the metrical divisions of the 
Hebrew original. Such an arrangement will be found 
helpful to the reader; not only as directing his attention 
to the poetical character of the quotation, but as also 
tending to make its force and pertinence more fully felt. 
We have treated in the same way the hymns in the first 
two chapters of the Gospel according to St. Luke. 

{d) Great care has been bestowed on the punctuation. 
Otir practice has been to maintain what is sometimes 
called the heavier system of stopping, or, in other words, 
that system which, especially for convenience in reading 
aloud, suggests such pauses as will best ensure a clear 
and intelligent setting forth of the true meaning of the 
words. This course has rendered necessary, especially in 
the Epistles, a larger use of colons and semicolons than 
is customary in modern English printing. 

(e) We may in the last place notice one particular to 
which we were not expressly directed to extend our re- 
vision, namely, the titles of the Books of the New Testa- 
ment These titles are no part of the original text ; and 
the titles found in the most ancient manuscripts are of 
too short a form to be convenient for use. Under these 
circumstances, we have deemed it best to leave unchanged 
the titles which are given in the Authorised Version as 
printed in 1611. 

We now conclude, humbly commending our labours 
to Almighty God, and praying that his favour and bless- 
ing may be vouchsafed to that which has been done in 
his name. We recognised from the first the responsi- 
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bility of the undertaking ; and through our manifold ex- 
perience of its abounding diflSculties we have felt more 
and more, as we went onward, that such a work can never 
be accomplished by organised efforts of scholarship and 
criticism, unless assisted by Divine help. 

We know full well that defects must have their place 
in a work so long and so arduous as this which has now 
come to an end. Blemishes and imperfections there are 
in the noble Translation which we have been called upon 
to revise ; blemishes and imperfections will assuredly be 
found in our own Revision. All endeavours to translate 
the Holy Scriptures into another tongue must fall short 
of their aim, when the obligation is imposed of produc- 
ing a Version that shall be alike literal and idiomatic, 
faithful to each thought of the original, and yet, in the 
expression of it, harmonious and free. While we dare 
to hope that in places not a few of the New Testament 
the introduction of slight changes has cast a new light 
upon much that was difficult and obscure, we cannot for- 
get how often we have failed in expressing some finer 
shade of meaning which we recognised in the original, 
how often idiom has stood in the way of a perfect ren- 
dering, and how often the attempt to preserve a familiar 
form of words, or even a familiar cadence, has only add- 
ed another perplexity to those which already beset us. 

Thus, in the review of the work which we have been 
permitted to complete, our closing words must be words 
of mingled thanksgiving, humility, and prayer. Of thanks- 
giving, for the many blessings vouchsafed to us through- 
out the unbroken progress of our corporate labours; of 
humility, for our failings and imperfections in the fulfil- 
ment of our task ; and of prayer to Almighty God, that 
the Gospel of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ may be 
more clearly and more freshly shewn forth to all who 
shall be readers of this Book.

And seeing the multitudes, he went up into the 9 
mountain: and when he had sat down, his disciples

Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt have 13 
lost its savour, wherewith shall it be salted? it is 
thenceforth good for nothing, but to be cast out 
and trodden under foot of men. Ye are the light 14 
of the world. A city set on a hill cannot be hid. 
Neither do men light a lamp, and put it under the 15 
bushel, but on the stand ; ana it shineth unto all that 
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16 are in the house. Even so let your li^ht shine be- 
fore men, that they ma^ see your gooa works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven. 

17 TMnk not that I came to destroy the law or the 

18 prophets: I came not to destroy, but to fulfil. For 
venly I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass 
away, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass away 

19 from the law, till all things be accomplished. Who* 
soever therefore shall break one of these least com- 
mandments, and shall teach men so, shall be called 
least in the kingdom of heaven : but whosoever shall 
do and teach them, he shall be called great in the

And 
if thy right eye causeth thee to stumble, pluck it 
out, and cast it from thee : for it is profitable for thee 
that one of thy members should perish, and not thy 

80 whole body be cast into Tiell. And if thy right t Gr. ©rfain* 
hand causeth tiiee to stumble, cut it off, and cast it 

from thee: for it is profitable for thee that one of 
thy members should perish, and not thy whole body

away his wife, let him give her a writing of divorce- 
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ment: but I say unto you, that every one that put- 83 
teth away his wife, saving for the cause of fornica- 
tion, maketh her an adulteress: and whosoever shall 
marry her when she is put away committeth adultery.

Ye have heard that it was said, An eye for an eye, 88

Ye have heard that it was said. Thou shalt love 43 
thy neighbour, and hate thine enemy : but I say unto 44 
you.

their trespasses, your heavenly Father will also for- ]»ri*«9n»» . *<jd 

15 give you. But if ye forgive not men their trespasses, kSgd<S!^and JJl 
neither will your Father forgive your trespasses. SST'/S^'wr* 

16 Moreover when ye fast, be not, as the hypocrites, ^mei, " 
of a sad countenance: for they disfigure their faces, 

that they may be seen of men to fast. Verihr I say 

17 unto you, They have received their reward. But 
thoUj when thou fastest, anoint thy head, and wash 

18 thy face; that thou be not seen of men to fast, but 
of thy Father which is in secret: and thy Father, 
whicn seeth in secret, shall recompense thee. 

19 Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon the 
earth, where moth and rust doth consume, and where 

20 thieves "break through and steal: but lay up forsGr.AVrtwiijA. 
yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth consume, and where thieves do not 

21 *break through nor steab for where thy treasure is, 

22 there will thy heart be aJso. The lamp of the body- 
is the eye : if therefore tiine eye be single, thy whole 

23 body shall be full of Ught. But if thine eye be evil, 
thy whole body shall be full of darkness. If there- 
fore the light that is in thee be darkness, how great 

24 is the darkness ! No man can serve two masters: 
for either he will hate the one, and love the other ; 
or else he will hold to one, and despise the other.

Judge not;, that ye be not judged. For with 7 
what Judgement ye Judge, ye shall be judged: and 9 
with what measure ye mete, it shall be measured 
unto yoiL And why beholdest thou the mote that 8 
is in thy brother's eye, but considerest not the beam 
that is m thine own eye ? Or how wilt thou say to 4 
thy brother, Let me cast out the mote out of thine 
eye; and lo, the beam is in thine own eve ? Thou 5 
hypHOcrite, cast out first the beam out of thine own 
eye; and then shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother's eye. 

Give not that which is holy unto the dogs, neither 6 
cast your pearls before the 6¥rine, lest haply they 
trample them under their feet, and turn and rend you.

15 Beware of false prophets, which come to you in 
sheep's clothing, but inwardly are ravening wolves. 

16 By their fruits ye shaU know them. Do men gather 

17 grapes of thorns, or figs of thistles? Even so every 
good tree bringeth forth good fruit; but the corrupt 

18 tree bringeth forth evil fruit. A good tree cannot 
bring form evil fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 

19 forth good fruit. Every tree that bringeth not forth 
oA good fruit is hewn down, and cast mto the fire.

But when 
he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compas- 
sion for them, because the^ were distressed and 

87 scattered, as sheep not havmg a shepherd. Then 
saith he unto his disciples. The harvest truly is plen- 

88 teous, but the labourers are few. Pri^ ye therefore 

the Lord of the harvest, that he send forth labourers 
X into his harvest. And he called unto him his twelve 

disciples, and gave them authority over unclean 

spirits, to cast mem out, and to heal all manner of 

disease and all manner of sickness. 
2 Now the names of the twelve apostles are these: 

The first, Simon, who is called Peter, and Andrew 

his brother; James the son of Zebedee, and John his 
8 brother; Philip, and Bartholomew; Thomas, and 

Matthew the publican; James the son of Alphaeus, ® jJie^'Ji** S* 
4 and Thaddseus ; Simon the ''Canansean, and Judas acu i. is.' 
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J2''.*£j^*JjIflcariot, who also strayed him. These twelve 6 
wlyc^ ' Jesus sent forth, and chai^ged them* sayinff, 

Qo not into any way of me Gtentiles, ana enter not 
into any city of the Samaritans: but go rather to the 6 
lost sheep of the house of Israel. And as ye go, 7 
preach, saying, The kingdom of heaven is at nand. 
Heal the sick, raise the aead, cleanse the lepers, cast 8

And whosoever shall not receive you, 14 
nor hear your words, as ye go forth out of that house 
or that city, shake off the dust of your feet. Verily 15 
I say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for the 
land of Sodom and Gk)morrah in the day of judge- 
ment, than for that city. 
Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of 16

less as doves. But beware of men: for they will 17 
deliver you up to councils, and in their synagogues 
they wiU scourge you; yea and before governors and 18 
kings shall ye be brought for my sake, for a testi- 
mony to them and to the Gentiles. But when thev 19 
deliver you up, be not anxious how or what ye sbaU 
speak: for it diall be ^ven you in that hour what 
ye shall speak. For it is not ye that speak, but the 20

What I tell yon in the dark- 
ness, speak ye in the light: and what ye hear in the 

28 ear, proclaim upon the housetops. And be not afraid 
of them which kill the body, bnt are not able to kill 
the soul : but rather fear him which is able to destroy

sold for a farthing? and not one of them fdiall fall 

80 on the ground without your Father: but the very

fore; ye are of more value than many sparrows. 

33 Every one therefore who shall confess "me before « Q'- »'» «w- 
men, 'him will I also confess before mv Father which a Gr. m jum. 

33 is in heaven. But whosoever shall deny me before 
men, him will I also deny before my Father which 
is in heaven. 

84 Think not that I came to *send peace on the earth : 4 Gr. eut. 

35 1 came not to *Bend peace, but a sword. For I came 
to set a man at variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and the daughter in 

36 law agcdnst her mother in law: and a man's foes 

37 Shan be they of his own household. He that loveth 
father or mother more than me is not worthy of me : 
and he that loveth son or daughter more than me is 

38 not worthy of me. And he mat doth not take his 

39 cross and follow after me, is not worthy of me. He s or^/mmd 
that 'findeth his *life* shail lose it; and he that ^os- %or,mmi 
eth his 'lif e for my sake shall find it. ' 0'» ^ 

40 He that receiveth you receiveth me, and he that 

41 receiveth me receiveth him that sent me. He that re- 
ceiveth a prophet in the name of a prophet shall re- 
ceive a prophet's reward; and he that receiveth a 
righteous man in the name of a righteous man shall 

42 receive a righteous man's reward. And whosoever 
shall give to drink unto one of these little ones a cup 
of cold water only, in the name of a disciple, verily 
I say unto you, he shall in no wise lose his reward. 

1 X ^^ i^ came to pass, when Jesus had made an 
end of commanding his twelve disciples, he departed 

thence to teach and preach in their cities. 
2 Now when John heard in the prison the works of

Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto 21 
thee, Bethsaidal for if the "^ghty works had been 
done in IVre and Sidon whi<£ were done in you, 
they would have repented long a^ in sadLcloth and 
ashes. Howbeit I say unto you, it shall be more tol- ^ 
erable for Tyre and Sidon in the day of judgement, 
iiMuTuic!diitaa.than f or vou. And thou, Cax)emaum, shalt thou 23 
SSfetoS? **^ exalted imto heaven? thou shalt "go down imto 
Hades: for if the '•mighty works had been done in 
Sodom which were done in. thee, it would have re- 
mained until this day. Howbeit I say imto you, 24 
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that it shall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom 
in the day of judgement, than for thee.

But if ye had * ^;^ • ^'^*' 
known what this meaneth, I desire mercy, and not 
sacrifice, ye would not have condenmed the guilt- 

8 less. For the Son of man is lord of the sabbaUi. 

9 And he departed thence, and went into their syna- 

10 gogue: and behold, a man having a withered hand. 
And they asked him, saying, Is it lawful to heal aa 

11 the sabbath day ? that they might accuse him. And 
he said unto them. What man shall there be of you, 
that shall have one sheep, and if this fall into a pit 
on the sabbath day, will he not lay hold on it, and 

12 lift it out? How much then is a man of more value 
than a sheep! Wherefore it is lawful to do good 

13 on the sabbath day. Then saith he to the man. 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he stretched it forth; 

14 and it was restored whole, as the other. But the 
Pharisees went out, and took counsel against him, 

15 how they might destroy him. And Jesua perceiving 
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a withdrew from thence: and many followed him; 
and he healed them all, and charged them that thev 19 
should not make him known: that it might be ful- 17 
1 Or, tknm^ filled which was spoken 'by Isaiah the prophet, say- 
ing, 

Behold, my servant whom I have chosen; 18 

My beloved in whom my soul is well pleased: 
I will xmt my Spirit upon him.

Neither shall any one hear his voice in the

s or,« demomiM Thcu was brought unto him *one possessed with 22 
a devil, blind and dumb: and he healed him, inso- 
much that the dumb man spake and saw. Ajnd aQ 28 
the multitudes were amazed, and said. Is this the 
son of David*? But when the Pharisees heard it, 24 
8 Or. tUmnu. they ssld, This man doth not cast out Mevils, but 
4 Or, <» *by Beelzebub the prince of the Mevils. And know- 25 

ing their thoughts he said unto them. Every king- 
dom divided against itself is brought to desolation; 
and every city or house divided against itself shall 
not stand : and if Satan casteth out Satan, he is di- 26 
vided against himself; how then sludl his kingdom 
stand? And if I ♦by Beelzebub cast out 'devils, •by 27 
whom do your sons cast them out? therefore shau 
they be your judges. But if I ♦by the Spirit of God 28 
cast out 'devils, then is the kingdom of Gk)d come 
upon you. Or how can one enter into the house of 29 
the strong man, and spoil his goods, except he first 
bind the strong man't and then he will spoil his 
house. He that is not with me is against me; and SO 
he that gathereth not with me scattereth. There- 31 
fore I say tmto you, Every sin and blasphemy

And I say 
unto you, that every idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give account thereof in the day of Judge- 

37 ment For by thy words thou shalt be iustified, 
and by thy words thou shalt be condemned. 

38 Then certain of the scribes and Pharisees answer- 
ed him, saying, 'Master, we would see a sign from i or, tmcw 

89 thee. But he answered and said imto them. An 
evil and adulterous generation seeketh after a si^;

last state of that man becometh worse than the first 
Even so shall it be also unto this evil generation.

And he an- 11 
swered and said unto them. Unto you it is giren to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but 
to them it is not given. Tor whosoever hath, to 13 
him shall be given, and he shall have abundance: 
but whosoever hath not, fjrom him shall be taken 
away even that which he hath. Therefore speak 1 13 
to them in parables; because seeing they see not, 
and hearing they hear not, neither do they under- 
stand. And unto them is fulfilled the prophecy of 14 
Isaiah, which saith, 

By hearing ye shall hear, and shall in no wise 
understand; 

And seeing ye shall see, and shall in no wise 
perceive : 

For this people's heart is waxed gross, 15 

And their ears are dull of hearing. 

And their eyes they have closed; 

Lest haply they should perceive with their eyes. 

And hear with their ears. 

And understand with their heart, 

And should turn again. 

And I should heal them. 
But blessed are your eyes, for they see; and your 16 
ears, for they hear. For verily I say imto you, that 17 
many prophets and righteous men desired to see the 
things which ve see, and saw them not; and to hear 
the tilings which ye hear, and heard them not. Hear 18 
then ye the parable of the sower. When any one 19 
heareth the word of the kingdom, and understandeth 
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it not, then cometh the evil 07i£, and snatcheth away 
that which hath been sown in his heart. This is he 

20 that was sown by the way side. And he that was 
sown upon the rocky places, this is he that heareth 

21 the word, and straightway with joy receiveth it; yet 
hath he not root in himself, but endureth for a while ; 
and when tribulation or persecution ariseth because 

22 of the word, straightway he stumbleth. And he that 
was sown among the thorns, this is he that heareth 

the word; and me care of the 'world, and the de-i or,a/« 
ceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and he be- 

23 cometh unfruitful And he that was sown upon 
the good ground, this is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth it; who verily beareth fruit, and 
bringeth forth, some a hundredfold, some sixty, some 
thirty. 

24 Another parable set he before them> saying, The 
kingdom of heaven is likened unto a man that sowed 

25 good seed in his field: but while men slept, his ene- 
my came and sowed "tares also among the wheat, s or, damti 

26 and went away. But when the blade sprang up, and 
brought forth fruit, then appeared the tares also. 

27 And the 'servants of the householder came and said s Qr.hmamrMMU. 
unto him, Sir, didst thou not sow good seed in thy 

28 field? whence then hath it tares? And he said unto . « . ^. 
them, ♦An enemy hath done this. And the "servants !««« «IS!5. 
say unto him. Wilt thou then that we go and gather 

29 them up? But he saith, Nay; lest haply whUe ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up the wheat with them. 

80 Let both grow togetner until the harvest : and in the 
time of the harvest I will say to the reapers, Gather 
up first the tares, and bind them in bundles to bum 
them: but gather the wheat into my bam. 

81 Another parable set he before them, saying, The 
kin^om of heaven is like unto a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed in his field: 

82 which indeed is less than all seeds; but when it is 
grown, it is greater than the herbs, and becometh a 
tree, so that the birds of the heaven come and lodge 
in the branches tJiereof . 

83 Another parable spake he unto them; The king- «• i «, 
dom of heaven is like unto leaven, which a woman QnoT denote!

84 AU these things spake Jesus in parables unto the p«**°<»*^'- 
multitudes; and without a parable spake he noth- 

85 ing imto them: that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken *by the prophet, saying, 6 or, orMpi 
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I will open my mouth In parables; 

I will utter tlungs hidden from the foundation

lit world. Then he left the multitudes, and went into the 86 

house: and his disciples came unto him, saying, £x- 
plun imto us the parable of the tares of the field. 
And he answered and said, He that soweth the good 87 
seed is the Son of man; and the field is the world; 88 
and the good seed, these are the sons of the kingdom; 
and the tares are the sons of the evil one ; and the 89 
enemy that sowed them is the devil : and the harvest 
matSitfa!!^ is *the end of the world; and the reapers are angels. 

As therefore the tares are gathered up and burned 40 
with fire; so shall it be in *the end of the world. 
The Son of man shall send forth his angels, and they 41 
shall gather out of his kingdom all things that cause 
stumbling, and them that do iniquity, and shall cast 43 
them into the furnace of fire: there shall be the 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. Then shall the 48 
righteous shine forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. He that hath ears, let him hear. 

The kingdom of heaven is like unto a treasure 44 
hidden in the field; which a man found, and hid; 

zor jorjofiktr^ and "in his joy he goeth and selleth all that ho hath, 
and buyeth that field. 

A^ain, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a man 45 
that is a merchant seeking goodly pearls: and hav-46 
ing found one x)earl of great price, he went and sold 
alTthat he had, and bought it. 

4 Gr. ifra^HM«. Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a ^et, 47 
that was cast into the sea, and gathered of every 
kind: which, when it was filled, they drew up on 48 
the beach; and they sat down, and gathered the 
good into vessels, but the bad they cast away. So 49 
shall it be in 'the end of the world : the angels shall 
come forth, and sever the wicked from among the 
righteous, and shall cast them into the furnace of 50 
fire: there shall be the weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

Have ye understood all these things? They say 51 
unto him.

And It came to pass, when Jesus had finished 53 
these parables, he departed thence. And coming 54

said, Whence hath this man this Tvisdom, and these 

55 ^mighty works? Is not this the carpenter's son? is i Qr,pe»tn. 
not lus mother called Mary? and his brethren, 

56 James, and Joseph, and Simon, and Judas? And 
his sisters, are they not all with us? Whence then 

57 hath this man all these things? And they were 
'offended in him. But Jesus said unto them, A ' ^^tT***** ** 
prophet is not without honour, save in his own 

58 country, and in his own house. And he did not 
many Wghty works there because of their unbe- 

14 At that season Herod the tetrarch heard the re- 

2 port concerning Jesus, and said unto his servants. 

This is John the Baptist; he is risen from the dead; 

8 and therefore do these powers work in him. For 

Herod had laid hold on John, and boimd him, and 

put him in prison for the sake of Herodias, his 

4 brother Philip's wife. For John said unto him, It 

5 is not lawful for thee to have her. And when he 
would have put him to death, he feared the multi- 

6 tude, because they counted him as a prophet. But 
when Herod's birthday came, the daughter of He- 
rodias danced in the midst, and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised with an oath to ^ve her 

8 whatsoever she should ask. And she, bemg put 
forward by her mother, saith. Give me here in a 

9 charger the head of John the Baptist. And the 
king was grieved; but for the sake of his oaths, and 
of them which sat at meat with him, he commanded 

10 it to be given; and he sent, and beheaded John in 

1 1 the prison. And his head was brought in a charger, 
and given to the damsel: and she brought it to her 

12 mother. And his disciples came, and took up the 
corpse, and buried him; and they went and told 
Jesus. 

13 Now when Jesus heard it, he withdrew from 
thence in a boat, to a desert place apart: and when 

the multitudes heard thereof, they followed him 'on s or, fty urA 

14 foot from the cities. And he came forth, and saw ' 
a great multitude, and he had compassion on them, 

15 and healed their sick. And when even was come, 
the disciples came to him, saying, The place is des- 
ert, and the time is already past; send the multi- 
tudes away, that they may go into the villages, and 

16 buy themselves food. But Jesus said unto them. 
They have no need to go away; give ye them to 

17 eat. And they say unto him, We have here but 
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five loaves, and two fishes. And he said, Brinp^lS 
them hither to me. And he commanded the multi- 19 

1 flr.miiiu. tudes to 'sit down on the ffrass; and he took the 
five loaves, and the two fishes, and lookmg up to 
heaven, he blessed, and brake and gave the loaves 
to the disGiples, and the disciples to the moltitades. 
And they dud all eat, and were filled : and they took 20 
up that which remained over of the broken pieces, 
twelve baskets full. And they that did eat were 21 
about five thousand men, bedae women and chil- 
dren. 

And straightway he constrained the disciples to 22 
enter into the boat, and to go before him unto the 
other side, till he should send the multitudes away. 
And after he had sent the multitudes away, he went 23

And 82 
when thev were gone up into the boat, the wind 
ceased. And they that were in the boat worshipped 83 
him, saying. Of a truth thou art the Son of Goa. 

And when they had crossed over, they came to 34 
the land, unto Gennesaret. And when the men of 85 
that place knew him, they sent into aU that region ' 
round about, and brought unto him all that were 
sick; and they besought him that thev might only 36 
toudi the border of his garment: ana as many as 
touched were made whole. 

Then there come to Jesus from Jerusalem Phari-15 
sees and scribes, saying, Why do thy disciples trans- 2 
gress the tradition of me elders? for they wash not 
their hands when they eat bread. And he answered 3 
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. and said unto them, Wliy do ye also transgress the 
commandment of God because of your todition? 

4 For God said, Honour thy father and thy mother: 
and, He that speaketh evil of father or mother, let 

5 him 'die the death. But ye say. Whosoever shidl i ot.twayiu 
sav to his father or his mother, That wherewith thou 
mightest have been profited by me is given to Qod ; s soin«uid«ntaa- 

6 he shall not honour his father^ And ye have made £?'2!Sur!**'* ** 
void the Vord of God because of your traditicm. % 8oin«aiid«itra- 

7 Ye hypocrites, well did Isaiah xxrophesy of you, ^^^ "** 
saying, 

8 This i)eople hononreth me with their lips; 
But their heart is far from me. 

9 But in vain do they worsdiip me. 

Teaching (m thm doctrines Uie precepts of men. 

10 And he called to him the multitude, and said unto 

11 them. Hear, and understand: Not that which enter- 
eth into the mouth defileth the man; but that which 
proceedeth out of the mouth, this defileth the man. 

12 Then came liie disciples, and said unto him, Knowest 

thou that the Pharisees were *Qflfended, when they * ^L^T^^ *" 

13 heard this saying? But he answered and said, Everv ''*"*^* 
^lant which my heavenly Father planted not, shall s or. p/miKiv. 

14 be rooted up. Let them alone : they are Uind guides. 
And if the blind guide the blind, both shall fall into 

15 a pit. And Peter answered and said unto him, 

16 Declare unto us the parable. And he said. Are ye 

17 also even yet without understanding? Perceive ye 
not, that whatsoever goeth into the mouth passeth 

18 into the belly, and is cast out into the draught? But 
the things which proceed out of the mouth come 

19 forth out of the heart ; and the^ defile the man. For 
out of the heart come forth evil Uioughts, murders, 
adulteries, fornications, thefts, false witness, rail- 

20ings: these are the things which defile the man: but 
to eat with unwashen hands defileth not the man. 

21 And Jesus went out thence, and withdrew into the 

22 parts of Tyre and Sidon. And behold, a Canaan- 
itish woman came out from those borders, and cried, 
saying. Have mercjr on me, O Lord, thou son of Da- 
vid; my daughter is grievously vexed with a *devil. e or. imm, 

23 But he answered her not a word. And his disciples 
came and besought him, saving. Send her away ; for 

24 she crieth after us. But he answered and said, I 
was not sent but unto the lost sheep of the house 

25 of Israel. But she came and worshipped him, say- 

26 ing, Lord, help me. And he answered and said. It 

is not meet to take the children's ^bread ai^d cast it 7 or, an^ 
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to the dogs. But she said. Yea, Lord : for even the 27 
doffs eat of the cnimbe which f aU from their masters' 
table. Tlien Josus answered and said unto her, O 28 
woman, great is thy faith: be it done unto thee even 
as thou wilt And her daughter was healed from 
that hour. 

And Jesus departed thence, and came nigh unto 29 
the sea of Gkdilee; and he went up into the moun- 
tain, and sat there. And there came imto him great 80 
multitudes,haTing with them the lame,blind,dumb, 
maimed, and many others, and they cast them down 
at his feet; and he healed them: insomuch that the 81 
multitude wondered, when they saw the dumb speak- 
ing, the maimed whole, and tiie lame walking, and 
the bUnd seeing: and tiiey glorified the GUkL of Is- 
rael. 

And Jesus called unto him his disciples, and said, 82 
I have compassion on the multitude, because they 
continue with me now three days and have nothing 
to eat: and I would not send them away fasting, 
lest haply they faint in the way. And the disciples 83 
say unto him, Whence should we have so manv 
loaves in a desert place, as to fill so great a multi- 
tude ? And Jesus saith unto them, How many loaves 84 
have ye ? And tliey said, Seven, and a few smaD 
fishes. And he commanded the multitude to sit 85 
down on the groimd; and he took the seven loaves 86 
and the fishes; and he gave thanks and brake, and 
gave to the disciples, and the disciples to the multi- 
tudes. And they did all eat, and were filled: and 87 
they took up that which remained over of the broken 
pieces, seven baskets full. And they that did eat 88 
were four thousand men, beside women and chil- 
dren. And he sent away the multitudes, and en- 39 
tered into the boat, and came into the borders of 
Magadan. 
And the Pharisees and Sadducees came, andl6 
word./ to'^'lJf tempting him asked hun to shew them a sign from 
•ndofver. 8, «ro heaven. But he answered and said imto them, 2 
S?the mirS! *When it is eveninff, ye say. It wiU be fair weather: 
fmJJrtent * w' ^^^ *^® hcavcn is red. And in the morning, It totU be 3 
tboritifls. foul weather to-day : for the heaven is red and lowr- 
ing. Ye Imow how to discern the face of the heav- 
en ; but ye cannot discern the signs of the times. An 4 
evil and adulterous generation seeketh after a sign; 
and there shall no sign be given imto it, but the sign 
of Jonah. And he left them, and departed. 
And the disciples came to the other side and for- 5 
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6 got to take 'bread. And Jesus said unto them, Take i gf. 
need and beware of the leaven of the Pharisees and 

7 Sadducees. And they reasoned among themselves, 

8 saying, 'We took no wead. And Jesus perceiving « ^^I' A^lJt""? 
It said, O ye of nttle faith, why reason ye among

13 Now when Jesus came into the parts of Csesarea 4 Mwy udent

swered and said. Thou art the Christ, the Son of the 

17 living God. And Jesus answered and said imto 
him, blessed art thou, Simon Bar- Jonah: for flesh 
and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, but my 

18 Father which is in heaven. And I also say unto 

thee, that thou art 'Peter, and upon this 'rock I will * ^' ^"•*

19 prevail against it. I will give imto thee the keys of

scribes, and be killed, and the third day be ndsed up. 

22 And Peter took him, and began to rebuke him, saying,

23 thee. But he turned, and said unto Peter, Qet thee 
behind me, Satan: thou art a stumblingblock unto 
me: for thou mindest not the things of God, but the 

24 things of men. Then said Jesus unto his disciples, 
If any man would come after me, let him deny him- 

25 self, and take up his cross, and follow me. For 
whosoever would save his 'life shall lose it: and»or,«oia 
whosoever shall lose his ^lif e for my sake shall find 
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it. For what Bhall a man be profited, if he shall 26

shall a man give in exchange for his Uife? For the 27 
Son of man shall come in the glory of his Father 
with his angels; and then shall ne render nnto ey- 
1 Or. dtiug. ery man according to his ^eeds.

And after six days Jesus taketh with him Peter, ]^7 
and James, and John his brother, and bringeth them 
up into a high mountain apart: and he was trans- 2 
figured before them: and his face did shine as the 
sun, and his garments became white as the light. 
And behold, tnere appeared unto them Moses and 8 
Elijah talking with him. And Peter answered, and 4 
saia unto Jesus, Lord, it is good for us to be here : if 
a Or, boeik$ thou wUt, I wlll make here three "tabernacles; one 
for thee, and one for Moses, and one for Elijah. 
While he was yet speaking, behold, a bright cloud 5 
overshadowed them: and behold, a voice out of the 
doud, saying, This is my beloved Son, in whom I 
am well pleased; hear ve him.

Then were there brought unto him little childrm, 13 
that he should lay his himds on them, and pray: and 
the disciples rebuked them.

But 23 
when the young man heard the saying, he went away 
sorrowful: for he was one that had great posses- 
sions. 

And Jesus said unto his disciples. Verily I say 23 
unto vou. It is hard for a rich man to enter mto the 
kingdom of heaven. And again I say unto you. It 24 
is easier for a camel to go through a needle's eye, 
than for a rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God. And when the disciples heard it, they were 25 
astonished exceedingly, saying. Who then can be 
saved? And Jesus lodmng upon them said to them, 26 
With men this is impossible ; but with God all things 
are possible. Then answered Peter and said unto 27 
him, Lo, we have left all, and followed thee; what 
then shall we have?

7 them. Why stand ye here all the day idle? They 
say unto nim. Because no man hath hired us. He 

8 saith unto ^em. Go ye also into the vineyard. And 
when even was come, the lord of the vineyard saith 
unto his steward. Call the labourers, and pay them 
their hire, beginning from the last unto the first. 

9 And when they came that were hired about the 
eleventh hour, they received every man a •penny. 

10 And when the first came, they supposed that they 
would receive more; and they likewise received 

11 every man a 'penny. And when they received it, 
they murmured against the "householder, saying, 

12 These last have spent but one hour, and thou hast 
made them equal imto us, which have borne the 

13 burden of the da j and the torching heat. But he 4 or, a« wind 
answered and said to one of them, friend, I do thee 

no wrong: didst not thou agree with me for a 

14 'penny? Take up that which is thine, and go thy 
way; it is my will to give imto this last, even as 

15 unto thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I will 
with mine own? or is thine eye evil, because I am 

16 good? So the lajst shall be first, and the first 
last. 

17 And as Jesus was going up to Jerusalem, he took 
the twelve disciples apart, and in the way he said 

18 unto them. Behold, we ^o up to Jerusalem; and the 
Son of man shall be dehvered unto the chief priests 
and scribes; and they shall condemn him to death, 

19 and shall deliver him unto the Gkntiles to mock, 

* For "that is" read "that was"-->4jii. Com. 
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and to flcoorse, and to crucify: and the third day 
he Bliall be raised up. 

Then came to liim the mother of the sons of 20 
Zebedee with her sons, worshipping him, and ask- 
ing a certain thing of him. Ana he said unto her, 21 
What wouldest thou? She saith unto him. Com- 
mand that these my two sons may sit, one on thy 
right hand, and one on thy left hand, in thy king- 
dom. But Jesus answered and said, Yo know not 22 
what ye ask^ Are ye able to drink the cup that I 
am about to drink? They say unto Mm, We are 
able. He saith tmto them. My cup indeed ye shall 28 
drink: but to sit on my right hand, and on my left 
liand, is not mine to give, but it i»for them for 
whom it hath been prepared of my Father. And 24 
when the ten heard it, tiiey were moved with indig- 
nation concerning the two brethren. But Jesus call- 25 
ed them unto him, and said. Ye know that the rul- 
ers of the Gentiles lord it over them, and their great 
ones exercise authority over them. Not so shall it 26 
be among you: but whosoever would become great 
1 Or, MfMin among vou shall be your 'minister; and whosoever 27 
lar.famiMrMMi. would DC flrst amoug you shall be your "servant: 

even as the Bon of man came not to be ministered 28 
unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom 
for many. 

And as they went out from Jericho, a great mul- 29 
titude followed him. And behold, two blind men 30 
sitting b^ the way side, when they heard that Jesus 
was passing by, cried out, saying, Lord, have mercy 
on us, thou son of David. And the multitude re- 81 
buked them, that they should hold their x)eace: but 
they cried out the more, saying, Lord, have mercy 
on us, thou son of David. And Jesus stood still, 82 
and called them, and said. What will ye that I 
should do unto you? They say unto him. Lord, 33 
that our eyes may be opened. And Jesus, being 34 
moved with compassion, touched their eyes : and 
straightway they received their sight, and followed 

And when they drew nigh unto Jerusalem, and31 
came tmto Bethphage, imto the mount of Olives, 
then Jesus sent two disciples, saying unto them, Go 2 
into the village that is over against you, and straight- 
way ye shall find an ass tied, and a colt with her: 
loose tJiem, and bring them unto me. And if any 3 
one say aught unto you, ye shall say, The Lord 
hath need of them; and straightway he will send 
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4 them. Now this is come to pass, that it might be 

fulfilled which was spoken *by the prophet, saying, i or, thrcmgk 
* 5 Tell ye the daughter of ZSon, 

Behold, thy King cometh unto thee, 

Meek, and riding upon an ass, 

And upon a colt the foal of an ass, 

6 And the disciples went, and did even as Jesus ap- 

7 pointed them, and brought the ass, and the colt, and 
put on them their garments; and he sat thereon. 

8 And the most part of the multitude spread their 
garments in the way; and others cut branches from 

9 the trees, and spread them in the way. And the 
multitudes that went before him, and that followed, 
cried, saying, Hosanna to the son of David: Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of the Lord; Hosanna 

10 in the highest. And when he was come into Jeru- 
salem, all the city was stirred, saying. Who is this? 

11 And the multitudes said. This is the prophet, Jesus, 

from Nazareth of Galilee. 8MMiy«ciei.t«n. 

13 And Jesus entered into the temple "of God, and thorium omit 
cast out all them that sold and bought in the tem- '^^^' 

pie, and overthrew the tables of the money-changers, 

18 and the seats of them that sold the doves; and he 

saith unto them. It is written. My house shall be 

called a house of prayer: but ye make it a den of 

14 robbers. And the blind and the lame came to him 

15 in the temple: and he healed them. But when the 
chief priests and the scribes saw the wonderful 
things that he did, and the children that were cry- 
ing in the temple and saying, Hosanna to the son 

16 of David; they were moved with indignation, and 
said unto him, Hearest thou what these are saying? 
And Jesus saith unto them, Yea: did ye never read. 
Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings thou hast 

17 perfected praise? And he left them, and went forth 
out of the city to Bethany, and lodged there. 

18 Now in the morning as he returned to the city, he 

19 hungered. And seeing '^a fig tree by the way side, zor,atingh 
he came to it, and found nothing thereon, but leaves 

only ; and he saith unto it, Let there be no fruit from 
thee henceforward for ever. And immediately the 

20 fig tree withered away. And when the disciples 
saw it, they marvelled, saying. How did the fig tree 

21 immediately wither away? And Jesus answered 
and said unto them, Verily I say unto you, If ye 
have faith, and doubt not, ye shall not only do what 
is done to the fig tree, but even if ye shall say unto 
this mountain, Be thou taken up and cast into the 
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sea, it shall be done. And all things, whatsoever 23 
ye shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive. 

And when he was come into the temple, the chief 23 
priests and the elders of the people came unto him 
as he was teaching, and said, By what authority 
doest thou these things? and who gave thee this au- 
thority? And Jesus answered and said unto them, 1 24 

1 6r. word. also Will ask vou one Question, which if ye tell me, I 
likewise will teU you bv what authority I do these 
things. The baptism of John, whence was it? from 25 
heaven or from men? And they reasoned with 
themselves, saying, If we shall say. Prom heaven; 
he will say unto us, Why then did ye not believe 
him? But if we shall say. From men; we fear the 26 
multitude; for all hold «fohn as a prophet. And 27 
they answered Jesus, and said. We know not. He 
also said unto them, Neither tell I you by what 
authority I do these things. But what think ye ? A 28 
man had two sons; and he came to the first, and 

«Gr. a»M. said, "Son, go work to-day in the vineyard. And 29 
he answered and said, I will not: but afterward he 
repented himself, and went. And he came to the 30 
second, and said likewise. And he answered and 
said, I go, sir: and went not. Whether of the 81 
twain did the wiU of his father? They say. The 
first. Jesus saith unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
that the publicans and the harlots go into the king- 
dom of God before you. For John came imto you 32 
in the way of righteousness, and ye believed nim 
not : but the pubhcans and the harlots believed him : 
and ye, when ye saw it, did not even repent your- 
selves afterward, that ye might believe him. 

Hear another parable : There was a man that was 33 
a householder, which planted a vineyard, and set a 
hedge about it, and (figged a winepress in it, and 
built a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into another country. And when the season 34 

sQr.itmdtertaiu*. of tlic fruits drcw near, he sent his "servants to the 

4 Or, tktfruifof husbandmcn, to receive *his fruits. And the hus-35 
** bandmen took his ^servants, and beat one, and killed 

another, and stoned another. Again, he sent other 36 
"servants more than the first: and they did unto 
them in like manner. But afterward he sent unto 37 
them his son, saying. They will reverence my son. 
But the husbandmen, when they saw the son, said 38 
among themselves. This is the heir; come, let us kill 
him, and take his inheritance. And they took him, 39 
and cast him forth out of the vineyard, and killed 



an- 
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40 him. When therefore the lord of the vineyard 
shall come, what will he do unto those husband- 

41 men? They say imto him, He will miserably de- 
stroy those miserable men, and will let out the vine- 
yard imto other husbandmen, which shall render 

42 him the fruits in their seasons. Jesus saith imto 
them. Did yB never read in the scriptures, 

The stone which the builders rejected, 
The same was made the head of the corner; 
This was from the Lord, 
And it is marvellous in our eyes? 

43 Therefore say I unto you. The kingdom of God 
shall be taken away from you, and shall be given, g^^^^^^^^j^ 

44 to a nation bringing forth the fruits thereof. ^And thoritie* omTi 
he that falleth on this stone shall be broken to ^''^ 
pieces : but on whomsoever it shall fall, it wiU scat- 

45 ter him as dust. And when the chief priests and 
the Pharisees heard his parables, they perceived that 

46 he spake of them. And when they sought to lay 
hold on him, they feared the multitudes, because 

they took him for a prophet. 
22 And Jesus answered and spake again in parables 

2 unto them, saying. The kingdom of heaven is likened 
unto a certain long, which made a marriage feast 

3 for his son, and sent forth his Servants to c^l them s or. b<md$enanf. 
that were bidden to the marriage feast: and they 

4 would not come. Again he sent forth other *ser- 
vants, sajring, Tell them that are bidden. Behold, I 
have made ready my dinner: my oxen and my fat- 
lings are killed, and all things are ready: come to 

6 the marriage feast. But they made light of it, and 
went their ways, one to his own farm, another to his 

6 merchandise: and the rest laid hold on his Servants, 
and entreated them shamefully, and killed them. 

7 But the king was wroth; and he sent his armies, 
and destroyed those murderers, and burned their 

8 city. Then saith he to his ^servants, The wedding 
is ready, but they that were bidden were not worthy. 

9 Go ye therefore unto the partings of the highways, 
and as many as ye shall find, bid to the marriage 

10 feast. And those 'servants went out into the high- 
ways, and gathered together all as many as they 
f oimd, both bad and good : and the wedding was 

11 filled with guests. But when the king came in to 
behold the guests, he saw there a man which had 

12 not on a wedding-garment: and he saith unto him, 
Friend, how earnest thou in hither not having a 

13 wedding-garment? And he was speechless. Then 
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1 or.MteMm the kinc said to the 'servants, Bind him hand and 
foot, ana cast him out into the outer darkness ; there 
shall be the weeping and gnashing of teeth. For 14 
many are called, but few chosen. 

Then went the Pharisees, and took counsel how 15 
they might ensnare him in his talk. And they send 16 
to him their disciples, with the Herodians, saying, 

9 Or, tmOmt 'Master, we know that thou art true, and teachest 
the way of God in truth, and carest not for any 
one: for thou regardest not the person of men. Tell 17 
us therefore, What thinkest thou? Is it lawful to 
give tribute unto Csesar, or not ? But Jesus per- 18 
ceived their wickedness, and said. Why tempt ye 

8 sm numrinai °^®' ^^ hypocritcs? Bhcw me the tribute money. 19 
not* o&S!^uL And they brought unto him a 'penny. And he saith 20 
^' unto them, Whose is this image and superscription? 

They say imto him, Caesar's. Then saith he unto 21 
them, Render therefore unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar's; and unto God the things that are God's. 
And when they heard it, they marvelled, and left 22 
him, and went their way. 

4 Gr. Myta^.* Qu that day there came to him Sadducees, *which 28 

say that there is no resurrection : and thev asked 

^ ?AiS;?^w liini» saying, 'Master, Moses said, If a man me, hav- 24 
J««J|j *«<*«• to ing no children, his brother "shall marry his wife, 
mro%at. m and raise up seed imto his brother. Now there were 25 
^' with us seven brethren: and the first married and 

deceased, and having no seed left his wife unto his 
brother ; in like manner the second also, and the 26 

eor.wMii. third, unto the •seventh. And after them all the 27 
woman died. In the resurrection therefore whose 28 
wife shall she be of the seven? for they all had her. 
But Jesus answered and said unto them. Ye do err, 29 
not knowing the scriptures, nor the power of God. 

7MaByMiciMitM-^or in the resurrection they neither marry, nor are 80 
joi(ti«e add cf given in marriage, but are as angels^ in heaven. But 31 
as touching the resurrection of the dead, have ye 
not read that which was spoken imto you by God, 
saying, I am the God of Abraham, and the God of 82 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob? God is not the God 
of tlie dead, but of the living. And when the mul- 33 
titudes heard it, they were astonished at his teaching. 

But the Pharisees, when they heard that he had 34 
put the Sadducees to silence, gathered themselves 
together. And one of them, a lawyer, asked him a 35

gg This is the great and first commandment. "And a mUTtiUS^ iH^l 
second like urvto it is this. Thou shalt love thy ***• 

40 neighbour as thyself. On these two command- 
ments hangeth the whole law, and the prophets. 

41 Now while the Pharisees were gathered together, 

42 Jesus asked them a question, saying, What think ye 
of the Christ ? whose son is he ? They say unto 

43 him, The son of David. He saith imto them. How 
then doth David in the Spirit call him Lord, say- 
ing, 

44 The Lord said unto my Lord, 
8it thou on my right hand, 

Till I put thine enemies underneath thy feet? 

45 If David then calleth him Lord, how is he his son? 

46 And no one was able to answer him a word, nei- 
ther durst any man from that day forth ask him any 

more question^. 
23 Then spake Jesus to the multitudes and to his 

2 disciples, saying. The scribes and the Pharisees sit 

8 on Moses' seat: all things therefore whatsoever they 
bid you, tliese do and observe: but do not ye after 

4 their works; for they say, and do not. Yea, they » Many ftnei«nt 
bind heavy burdens ^d grievous to be borne, and ll5f Jl!t!S« to'ii 
lay them on men's shoulders; but they themselves **^' 

6 will not move them with their finger. But all their 
works they do for to be seen of men: for they make 
broad their phylacteries, and enlarge the borders of 

6 their garments, and love the chief place at feasts, 

7 and the chief seats in the synagogues, and the salu- 
tations in the marketplaces, and to be called of men, 

8 Rabbi. But be not ye called Rabbi : for one is your 

9 teacher, and all ye are brethren. And call no man 
your father on the earth : for one is your Father, 

10 *which is in heaven.* Neither be ye called masters: 4 Qr.ot kea^eni,. 

11 for one is your master, even the Christ. But he that 

12 is ^greatest among you shall be your ^servant. And I! q'" '''!!^ 
whosoever shall exalt himself shall be humbled; '''"•"•*^ 
and whosoever shall humble himself shall be ex- 
alted. 

13 But woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypo-

And he that swear- 22 
eth by the heaven, sweareth by the throne of God, 
and by him that sitteth thereon. 
Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 2S 
6 otydiu for ye tithe mint and 'anise and cummin, and have 

left undone the weightier matters of the law, judge- 
ment* and mercy, and faith: but these ye ought to 
have done, and not to have left the other imdone. 
Ye blind guides, which strain out the gnat, and swal- 24 
low the camel. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, h3rpocrites! 25 
for ye cleanse the outside of the cup and of the plat- 
ter, but within they are full from extortion and ex- 
cess. Thou blind Pharisee, cleanse first the inside 2G 
of the cup and of the platter, that the outside there- 
of may become clean also. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 27 
for ye are like unto whited sepulchres, which out- 
wardly appear beautiful, but mwardly are full of 
dead men's bones, and of all uncleanness. Even so 28 
ye also outwardly appear righteous unto men, but 
mwardly ye are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! 29 
for ye build the sepulchres of the prophets, and gar- 
nish the tombs of the righteous, and say, If we had 80 
been in the days of our nithers, we should not have 
been partakers with them in the blood of the proph- 
ets. Wherefore ye witness to yourselves, that ye are 81

33 the measure of your fathers. Ye serpents, ye off- 
spring of vipers, how shall ye escape the judgement

ets, and wise men, and scribes : some of them shall ye 

kill and crucify; and some of them shall ye scourge 
in your synagogues, and persecute from city to city: 

35 that upon you may come all the righteous blood shed 
on the earth, from the blood of Abel the righteous 
unto the blood of Zachariah son of Barachiah, whom 

36 ye slew between the sanctuary and the altar. Verily 
I say unto you. All these things shall come upon 
this generation. 

37 O J erusalem, Jerusalem, which killeth the proph- 
ets, and stoneth them that are sent unto her! how 
often would I have gathered thy children together, 
even as a hen gathereth her chickens under her 

38 wings, and ye would not! Behold, your house is 3 some ancient an- 
89 left unto you 'desolate. For I sav unto you. Ye Sj^JST """ 

shall not see me henceforth, till ye shall say. Blessed 
is he that cometh in the name of the Lord. 
24 And Jesus went out from the temple, and was go- 
ing on his way; and his disciples came to him to 
2 shew him the buildings of the temple. But he an- 
swered and said unto them, See ye not all these 
things? verily I say unto you. There diall not be 
left here one stone upon another, that shall not be 
thrown down. 

8 And as he sat on the mount of Olives, the disci- 
ples came unto him privately, saying, Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what shdU be the sign of 

4 thy 'coming, and of Hhe end of the world? And'^'-J^-w^**- 
Jesus answered and said unto them, Take heed that * 2iii^J3S^ 

5 no man lead you astray. For many shall come in 
my name, saying, I am the Christ; and shaU lead 

6 many astray. And ye shall hear of wars and ru- 
mours of wars : see that ye be not troubled : for tliese 
things must needs come to pass; but the end is not 

7 yet. For nation shall rise against nation, and king- 
dom against kingdom: and there shall be famines 

Sand earthquakes in divers places. But all these 

9 things are the beginning of travail. Then shall they 
deliver you up unto tribulation, and shall kiU you : 
and ye shall be hated of all the nations for my name's 

10 sake. And then shall many stumble, and shall de- 
liver up one another, and shall hate one another. 

11 And many false prophets shall arise, and shall lead 

12 many astray. And because iniquity shsdl be multi- 
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plied, the love of the manj shall wax cold. Bnt he 13 
I Or, tum pood that endureth to the end, the same shall be saved. 

H(U»a» And 'this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached 14 

* Mrtk. ***^'***' in the whole ■world for a testimony unto all the na- 
tions; and then shall the end come. 
When therefore ye see the abomination of desola- 15 
i Or, tknmsk tlon, wMch was spoken of "by Daniel the prophet, 
4 Or, a kaig plats Standing in Hhe holy place (let him that readeth un- 
derstand), then let them that are in Judsea flee unto 16 
the mountains: let him that is on the housetop not 17 
go down to take out the things that are in his house: 
and let him that is in the field not return back to 18 
take his cloke. But woe unto them that are with 19 
child and to them that give suck in those days I And 20 
pray ye that your flisht be not in the winter, neither 
on a sabbath: for wen shall be great tribulation, 21 
such as hath not been from the beginning of the 
world until now, no, nor ever shall be. And except 22 
those days had been shortened, no flesh would have 
been saved: but for the elect's sake those days shall 
be shortened. Then if any man shall sa^ unto you, 23 
6 Or, Urn Lo, here is the Christ, or, Here; believe ^it not. For 24 

there shall arise false Christs, and false prophets, 
and shall shew great signs and wonders; so as to 
lead astray, if possible, even the elect. Behold, 1 25 
have told you beforehand. If therefore they shall 26 
say imto you, Behold, he is in the wilderness; go not 
forth: Behold, he is in the inner chambers; believe

east, and is seen even unto the west; so shall be the

Now from the fig tree learn her parable : when her 82

Verily I say unto i or,« 
you, This generation shall not pass away, till all

37 ther only. And as were the days of Noah, so shail ***"**• ^^'

days which were before the flood they were eating

39 til the day that Noah entered into the ark, and thev 
knew not until the flood came, and took them all 
away; so shall be the ■coming of the Son of man. 

40 Then shall two men be in the fleld; one is taken,

46 to give them their food in due season? Blessed is 
that ^servant, whom his lord when he cometh shall

Lord, Lord, open 
to us. But he answered and said. Verily I say unto 12 
you, I know you not.

44 Then shall they also answer, saying, Lord, when 
saw we thee an hungred, or athirst, or a stranger, or 
naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not nunister 

Then shall he answer them, saying, 
Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye did it not 

46 unto one of these least, ye did it not unto me. And 
these shall go away into eternal punishment: but

26 Ana it came to pass, when Jesus had finished all

41 'Watch and pray, that ye enter not into temptation : ^f^ '*^ •* 
the spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak. 

42 Again a second time he went away, and prayed, 
saying, O my Fatheij if this cannot pass away, ex- 

43 cept i drink it, thy will be done. And he came again 
and found them sleeping, for their eyes were heavy. 

44 And he left them again, and went away, and prayed

Now at 'the feast the governor was wont 15 
to release unto the multitude one prisoner, whom

ered together, Pilate said unto them. Whom wul ye 
that I release unto you? Barabbas, or Jesus which 
is called Christ? For he knew that for envy they 18 
had delivered him up. And while he was sitting 19 
on the judgement-seat, his wife sent unto him, say- 
ing, Have thou nothing to do with that righteous 
man: for I have suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of him. Now the chief priests and 20 
the elders persuaded the multitudes that tiiey should 
ask for Bc^bbas, and destroy Jesus. But the gov- 21 
emor answered and said imto them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release unto you? And they 
said, Barabbas. Pilate saith unto them. What then 22 
shall I do unto Jesus which is called Christ?

83 And as they came out, they found a man of Gy- 
rene, Simon by name: him they ^compelled to goiQr.impnmttu 

33 toith them, that he might bear his cross. And when 
they were come imto a place called Golgotha, that is 

84 to say. The place of a skull, they gave him wine to 
drink mingled with gall : and when he had tasted it,

He is the King of Israel; let him now come 
down from the cross, and we will believe on him. 

43 He trusteth on God; let him deliver him now, if he 
desireth him : for he said, I am the Son of God. 

44 And the robbers also that were crucified with him 
cast upon him the same reproach. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there was darkness over 

46 all the *land until the ninth hour. And about the « or, eora 
ninth hour Jesus cried with a loud voice, saying, Eli,

And when even was come, there came a rich man 57 
from Arimathsea, named Joseph, who also himself 
was Jesus' disciple: this man went to Pilate, and 58 
asked for the body of Jesus. Then Pilate command- 
ed it to be given up. And Joseph took the body, 50 
and wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid it in 00 
his own new tomb, which he had hewn out in the 
rock: and he rolled a great stone to the door of the 
tomb, and departed.

Sli*JJ5*2r* Behold, I send my messenger before thy face, 

Who shall prepare thy way; 
The voice of one crying in the wilderness, 3 

Make ye ready the way of the Lord, 
Make his paths straight; 
John came, who baptized in the wilderness and 4 
preached the baptism of repentance unto remission 
of sins. And there went out unto him all the coun- 5 
try of Judaea, and all they of Jerusalem; and they 
were baptized of him in the river Jordan, confessing 
their sins. And John was clothed with camel's hair, 6 
and had a leathern girdle about his loins, and did eat 
locusts and wild honey. And he preached, saying, 7

out of the water, he saw the heavens rent asunder, 
and the Spirit as a dove descending upon him: and a 11 
voice came out of the heavens, Thou art my beloved 
Son, in thee I am well pleased. 

And straightway the Spirit driveth him forth into 12 
the wilderness. And he was in the wilderness forty 13 
days tempted of Satan; and he was with the wild 
beasts; and the angels ministered unto him. 

Now after that John was delivered up,' Jesus came 14 
into Galilee, preaching the gospel of God, and say- 15 
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ing. The time is fulfilled, and the kingdom of €k>d 
is at hand: repent ye, and believe in the gospel. 

16 And passing along by the sea of Galilee, he saw 
Simon and Andrew the brother of Simon easting a 

17 net in the sea: for they were fishers. And Jesus 
said imto them. Come ye after me, and I will make 

18 you to become fishers of men. And straightway 

19 they left the nets, and followed him. And going on 
a little further, he saw James the 9on of Zebedee, and 
John his brother, who also were in the boat mend- 

20 ing the nets. And straightway he called them : and 
they left their father Zebedee in the boat with the 
hired servants, and went after him. 

21 And thev go into Capernaum; and straightway 
on the sabbaui day he entered into the synagogue 

22 and taught. And Uiey were astonished at his teach- 
ing: for he taught them as having authority, and 

23 not as the scril^. And straightway there was in 
Uieir synagogue a man with an unclean spirit; and 

24 he cried out, saving. What have we to do with thee, 
thou Jesus of Nazareth? art thou come to destroy 
us? I know thee who thou art, the Holy One of 

25 God. And Jesus rebuked *him, saying. Hold thyior,^ 

26 peace, and come out of him. And the unclean spir- 
it, 'tearing him and crying with a loud voice, came 9 0r,Mii«i*Mii^ 

27 out of him. And they were all amazed, insomuch 
that they questioned among . themselves, saying, 
What is this? a new teaching! with authority he 
commandeth even the unclean spirits, and they obey 

28 him. And the report of him went out straightway ev-

29 And straightway, *when they were come out of »*«»*« tw«e««« 
the synagogue, they came into the house of Simon ^^«S; k!

31 they tell him of her: and he came and took her by 
the hand, and raised her up; and the fever left her, 
and she ministered unto them. 

32 And at even, when the sim did set, they brought 

unto him all that were sick, and them that were ^pos- 4 or, dmoniMt 
38 sessed with devils. And all the city was gathered 
34 together at the door. And he healed many that 

were sick with divers diseases, and cast out manysGr.4inn«iM.

85 And in the morning, a great while before day, he iv-4i*' 
rose up and went out, and departed into a desert 

86 place, and there prayed. And Simon and they that

he saith unto them, Let us go elsewhere into the 
next towns, that I may preach there also ; for to this 
end came I forth.

And when he entered again into Capernaum after 2

God, saying, We never saw it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the sea side; and all 
the multitude resorted unto him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw Levi the son of Alphoeus 
sitting at the place of toll, and he saith unto him, 

15 Follow me. And he arose and followed him. And 
it came to pass, that he was sitting at meat in his

with Jesus and his disciples: for there were many, s some ancient »a-

17 ners. And when Jesus heard it, he saith unto them, 4 some ancient an- 
They that are **whole have no need of a physician, 322!2l"""*"'' 
but they that are sick: I came not to call the right- sGr.Kmi^ 
eous, but sinners. 

18 And John's disciples and the Pharisees were fast- 
ing: and thev come and say unto him, Wh^ do 
John's disciples and the disciples of the Pharisees 

19 fast, but thy disciples fast not? And Jesus said 
unto them, Can the sons of the bride-chamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them? as long as they 
have the bride^oom with them, they cannot fast. 

20 But the days will come, when the bridegroom shall 
be taken away from them, and then will they fast 

21 in that day. No man seweth a piece of undressed 
cloth on an old garment: else that which should fill 
it up taketh from it, the new from the old, and a 

22 worse rent is made. And no man putteth new wine 

into old *wine- skins: else the wine will burst the • J^* Jj;^«« 
skins, and the wine perii^eth, and the skins: but 
they put new wine into fresh wine-skins. 

23 And it came to pass, that he was going on the

24 And the Pharisees said unto him. Behold, why do i>'«*»<v- 
they on the sabbath day that which is not lawful? 

25 And he said unto them, Did ye never read what Da- 
vid did, when he had need, and was an hungred,

them that were with him? And he said unto them, 27 
The sabbath was made for man, and not man for 
the sabbath: so that the Son of man is lord even of 28 
the sabbath. 

And he entered again into the svnagogae; and 3 
there was a man there which had his lumd with- 
ered. And they watched him, whether he would 2 
heal him on the sabbath day; that they might ac- 
cuse him. And he saith unto the man thaX had 8 

* % i^*^*^h\s hand withered, 'Stand forth. And he saith 4 
unto them, Is it lawful on the sabbath day to do 
good, or to do harm? to save a life, or to kiU? But 
they held their peace. And when he had looked 5 
round about on them with anger, being grieved at 
the hardening of their heart, he saith unto the man, 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he stretched it forth: 
and his hand was restored. And the Pharisees went 6 
out, and straightway with the Herodians took coim- 
sel against him, how they might destroy him. 

And Jesus with h^s disciples withdrew to the sea: 7 
and a great multitude from Galilee followed: and 
from Judaea, and from Jerusalem, and from Idumsea, 8 
and beyond Jordan, and about Tyre and Sidon, a 

•2i*gJ^***"** great multitude, hetuing *what great thin^ he did, 

came unto him. And he spake to his disciples, that 9 
a little boat should wait on him because of the 
crowd, lest they should throng him : for he had 10 

. „, ^^ healed many ; insomuch that as many as had 

\l,:^ ^plagues ^pressed upon him that they might touch 

him. And the unclean spirits, whensoever they be- 11 
held him, fell down before him, and cried, saying, 
Thou art the Son of God. And he charged them 12 
much that they should not make him known.

20 And he cometh ^into a house. And the multitude i or, kom* 
Cometh together again, so that they could not so 

21 much as eat bread. And when his friends heard it, 
they went out to lay hold on him: for they said, He 

22 is beside himself. And the scribes which came down 
from Jerusalem said. He hath Beelzebub, and, *By sor./n 
the prince of the Mevils casteth he out the Mevils. S6r.<{««i<mt. 

23 And he called them unto him, and said unto them 

24 in parables. How can Satan cast out Satan? And if 
a kingdom be divided against itself, that kingdom 

25 cannot stand. And if a house be divided against 

26 itself, that house will not be able to stand. And if 
Satan hath risen up against himself, and is divided, 

27 he cannot stand, but hath an end. But no one can 
enter into the house of the strong Tuan, and spoil 
his goods, except he first bind the strong man; and 

28 then he will spoil his house. Verily I say unto you, 
All their sins shall be forgiven unto the sons of men, 
and their blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 

29 blaspheme: but whosoever shall blaspheme against 
the Holy Spirit hath never forgiveness, but is guilty 

30 of an eternal sin: because they said. He hath an un- 
clean spirit. 

81 And there come his mother and his brethren ; and, 

standing without, they sent unto him, calling him. 

32 And a multitude was sitting about him; and they 

B&Y unto him. Behold, thy mother and thy brethren 

83 without seek for thee. And he answere'th them, and 

84saith, Who is my mother and my brethren? And 

looking round on them which sat round about him, 

85 he saith, Behold, my mother and my brethren 1 For 

whosoever shall do the will of God, the same is my 

brother, and sister, and mother. 

4 And again he began to teach by the sea side. And 

there is gathered unto him a very great multitude, 

so that he entered into a boat, and sat in the sea ; 

and all the multitude were by the sea on the land. 

2 And he taught them many things in parables, and 

8 said unto them in his teaching, Hearken: Behold, 

4 the sower went forth to sow : and it came to pass, as 

he sowed, some »eed fell by the way side, and the 

6 birds came and devoured it. And other fell on the 

rocky ffround, where it had not much earth; and 

straightway it sprang up, because it had no deep- 

6 ness of earth: and when the sun was risen, it was 

scorched; and because it had no root, it withered 
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away. And other fell among the thorns, and the 7 
thorns grew up, and choked it, and it yielded no 
fruit. And others fell into the good ground, and 8 
yielded fruit, growing up and increasing ; and 
Drought forth, thirtyfold, and sixtyfold, and a hun- 
dredfold. And he said, Who hath ears to hear, let 9 
him hear. 

And when he was alone, they that were about 10 
him with the twelve asked of him the parables. 
And he said unto them. Unto you is given the mys- 11 
tery of the kingdom of Gk>d: but unto them that 
arc without, all things are done in parables: that 12 
seeing they may see, and not perceive; and hearing 
they may hear, and not understand; lest haply they 
should turn again, and it should be forgiven them. 
And he saith unto them. Enow ye not this parable? 13 
and how shall ye know all the parables? The sow- 14 
er soweth the word. And these are they by the way 15 
side, where the word is sown; and when they have 
heard, straightway cometh Satan, and taketh away 
the word which hath been sown in them. And 16 
these in like manner are they that are sown upon 
the rocky pkusea, who, when the^ have heard the 
word, straightway receive it with joy; and they 17 
have no root in themselves, but endure for a while; 
then, when tribulation or persecution ariseth because 
of the word, straightway they stumble. And others 18 
are they that are sown among the thorns; these are 
they that have heard the woiti, and the cares of the 19 
1 ot,afft Vorld, and the deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts 

of other things entering in, choke the word, and it 
becometh unfruitful. And those are they that were 20 
sown upon the good ground; such as hear the word, 
and accept it, and bear fruit, thirtyfold, and sixty- 
fold, and a hundredfold. 

And he said unto them, Is the lamp brought to be 21 
put under the bushel, or under the bed, and not to 
be put on the stand? For there is nothing hid, save 22 
^ that it should be manifested; neither was anything 
made secret, but that it should come to light. 11 23 
any man hath ears to hear, let him hear. And he 24 
said unto them. Take heed what ye hear: with what 
measure ye mete it shall be measured unto you: and 
more shall be given unto you. For he that hath, to 25 
him shall be given: and he that hath not, from him 
^all be taken away even that which he hath. 

And he said, So is the kingdom of God, as if a 26 
man should cast seed upon the earth; and should 27 
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sleep and rise night and day, and the seed should 

28 spring up and grow, he knoweth not how. The 

earth *beareth fruit of herself; first the blade, then lOr, pitidak 

29 the ear, then the full com in the ear. But when the ^/.^^^ 
fruit 'is ripe, straightway he ^utteth forth the sickle, 3 or',««^>.«* 
because the harvest is come. 

80 And he said. How shall we liken the kingdom of 

81 God? or in what parable shall we set it forth? *It*QT.At%iito. 
is like a grain of mustard seed, which, when it is 

sown upon the earth, though it be less than all the 

82 seeds that are upon the earth, yet when it is sown, 
groweth up, and becometh greater than all the 
herbs, and putteth out great branches; so that the 
birds of the heaven can lodge under the shadow 
thereof. 

88 And with many such parables spake he the word 

84 unto them, as they were able to hear it: and without 
a parable spake he not unto them: but privately to 
his own disciples he expounded all things. 

85 And on that day, when even was come, he saith 

86 unto them. Let us go over unto the other side. And 
leaving the multitude, they take him with them, 
even as he was, in the boat. And other boats were 

37 with him. And there ariseth a great storm of wind, 
and the waves beat into the boat, insomuch that the 

88 boat was now filling. And he himself was in the 
stem, asleep on the cushion: and they awake him, 

and say unto him, ^Master, carest thou not that we 6 or, !*«»«• 

89 perish? And he awoke, and rebuked the wind, and 
said unto the sea, Peace, be still. And the wind 

40 ceased, and there was a great calm. And he said 
unto them, Why are ye fearful? have ye not yet 

41 faith? And they feared exceedingly, and said one 
to another, Who then is this, that even the wind and 
the sea obey him? 

6 And they came to the other side of the sea, into the 
2 country of the Gerasenes. And when he was come 

out of the boat, straightway there met him out of 
8 the tombs a man with an unclean spirit, who had his 

dwelling in the tombs: and no man could any more 

4 bind him, no, not with a chain; because that he had 
been often bound with fetters and chains, and the 
chains had been rent asunder by him, and the fet- 
ters broken in pieces: and no man had strength to 

5 tame him. And always, night and day, in the tombs 
and in the mountains, he was crying out, and cut- 

6 ting himself with stones. And when he saw Jesus 

7 from afar, he ran and worshipped him; and crying 
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out with a loud voice, he saith, What have I to do 
•with thee, Jesus, thou Son of the Most High God? 
I adjure thee by God, torment me not. For he said 8 
unto him. Come forth, thou unclean spirit, out of 
the man. And he asked him. What is thy name? 9 
And he saith unto him, My name is Legion; for we 
are many. And he besought him much that he 10 
would not send them away out of the country. Now 11 
there was there on the mountain side a great herd 
of swine feeding. And they besought hmi, saying, 12 
Send us into me swine, that we mav enter into 
them. And he gave them leave. And the unclean 13 
spirits came out, and entered into the swine : and the 
herd rushed down the steep into the sea, in number 
about two thousand; and they were choked in the 
sea. And they that fed them fled, and told it in 14 
the city, and in the country. And they came to 
see what it was that had come to pass. And they 15 

1 0r,a»d4mimiaa come to Jcsus, and behold *him that was possessed 
with devils sitting, clothed and in his right mind, 
even him that had the legion: and they were afraid. 
And they that saw it declared unto them how it be- 16 
fell *him that was possessed with devils, and con- 
cerning the swine. And they began to beseech him 17 
to depart from their borders. And as he was entering 18 

t cir. <fMMM. into the boat, he that had been possessed with ^de viU 

besought him that he might be with him. And 19 
he sunered him not, but saith unto him, Go to thy 
house unto thv friends, and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee, and haw he had 
mercy on thee. And he went his way, and began 20 
to publish in DecapoUs how ^eat things Jesus had 
done for him: and all men did marvel. 

And when Jesus had crossed over again in the 21 
boat unto the other side, a great multituc^e was gath- 
ered unto him: and he was by the sea. And there 22 
Cometh one of the rulers of the synagogue, JaYrus 
by name; and seeing him, he falleth at his feet, and 23 
beseecheth him much, saying, My little daughter is 
at the point of deatii: I pray thee, that thou come 

sor,MMii and lay thy hands on her, that she may be 'made 

whole, and live. And he went with him ; and a 24 
great multitude followed him, and they thronged 
him. 

And a woman, which had an issue of blood twelve 25 
jrears, and had suffered many things of many phy- 26 
sicians, and had spent all that she had, and was 
nothing bettered, but rather grew worse, having 27 
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heard the things concerning JesuB, came in the 

28 crowd behind, and touched his garment. For she 
said, If I touch but his garments, I shall be >made i or,^ 

29 whole. And straightway the fountain of her blood 
was dried up ; and she felt in her body that she was 

30 healed of her 'pla^e. And straightway Jesus, per- s or. < 
ceiving in himself that the power proceeding from 
him had gone forth, turned him about in the crowd, 

81 and said. Who touched my garments? And his 
disciples said unto him, Thou seest the multitude 
thronging thee, and sayest thou. Who touched me? 

82 And he looked round about to see her that had done 

83 this thing. But the woman fearing and trembling, 
knowing what had been done to her, came and fell 

84 down before him, and told him all the truth. And 

he said unto her. Daughter, thy faith hath %iadesor,«aM(;MM 
thee whole ; go in peace, and be whole of thy 
'plague. 

85 While he yet spake, they come from the ruler of 
the synagogue's Jumae, saying, Thy daughter is dead : 

86 why troublest thou the *Master any further? But 4 or, rea«*«. 
Jesus, 'not heeding the word spoken, saith unto the 5 or,oMrA«if<v 

87 ruler of the synagogue, Fear not, only believe. And 
he suffered no man to follow with him, save Peter, 

88 and James, and John the brother of James. And 
they come to the house of the ruler of the synagogue ; 
and he beholdeth a tumult, and many weeping and 

89 wailing greatly. And when he was entered m, he 
saith unto them, Why make ye a tumult, and weep? 

40 the child is not dead, but sleepeth. And they laugh- 
ed him to scorn. But he, having put them all forth, 
taketh the father of the child and her mother and 
them that were with him, and goeth in where the 

41 child was. And taking the chud by the hand, he 
saith unto her, Talitha cumi ; which is, being in- 

42 terpreted. Damsel, I say unto thee, Anse. And 
straightway the damsel rose up, and walked ; for 
she was twelve years old. Ana they were amazed 

48 straightway witii a great amazement. And he 
charged them much that no man should know 
this : and he commanded that sometMng should be 
given her to eat. 

O And he went out from thence; and he cometh 
into his own country; and his disciples follow him. 
2 And when the sabbath was come, he began to teach • i^mj widentiro- 
in the synagogue: and •many hearing him were as- n,. " * 
tonished, sa^g, Whence hath this man these things? 
and, What is the wisdom that is given unto mis 

5 
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man, and what mean such 'mighty works wroii^t 
by his hands? Is not this the carpenter, the son of 8 
Mary, and brother of James, and Joses, and Judas, 
and Simon? and are not his sisters here with us? 
And they were 'o£fended in him. And Jesus said 4 
unto them, A prophet is not without honour, save in 
his own country, and among his own Idn, and in his 
own house. Aiid he could there do no "mighty 5 
work, save that he laid his hands upon a few sick 
folk, and healed theuL And he marvelled because 6 
of their unbelief. 

And he went round about the villages teaching. 

And he called unto him the twelve, and began to 7 
send them forth by two and two; and he gave them 
authority over the unclean spirits; and he charged 8 
them that they should take nothing for their journey, 
save a staff only; no bread, no wallet, no ^oney m 
their ^urse; but to go shod with sandals: and, said 9 
he, put not on two coats. And he said unto them, 10 
Wheresoever ye enter into a house, there abide till 
ye depart thence. And whatsoever place shall not 11 
receive you, and they hear you not, as ye go forth 
thence, shake off the dust that is under your feet 
for a testimony unto them. And they went out, and 12 
preached that men should repent. And they cast 18 
out many "devils, and anointed with oil many that 
were sick, and healed them. 

And king Herod heard thereof; for his name had 14 
become known : and ^he said, John ^e Baptist is 
risen from the dead, and therefore do these powers 
work in him. But others said, It is Elijah. And 15 
others said. It is a prophet, ewn as one of the proph- 
ets. But Herod, when he heard thereof, said, John, 16 
whom I beheaded, he is risen. For Herod himself 17 
had sent forth and laid hold upon John, and bound 
him in prison for the sake of Herodias, his brother 
Philip's wife : for he had married her. For John 18 
said unto Herod, It is not lawful for thee to have 
thy brother's wife. And Herodias set herself against 19 
him, and desired to kill Lim ; and she could not; 
for Herod feared John, knowing that he was a 20 
righteous man and a holy, and kept him safe. And 
when he heard him, he *was much perplexed; and 
he heard him gladly. And when a convenient day 21 
was come, that Herod on his birthday made a sup- 
per to his lords, and the >®high captains, and the 
chief men of Galilee; and when ''the daughter of 22 
Herodias herself came in and danced, "she pleased 
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Herod and them that sat at meat with hun ; and 
the king said unto the damsel, Ask of me whatso- 

23 ever, thou wilt, and I will give it thee. And he 
sware unto her, Whatsoever thou shalt ask of me, 
I will give it thee, unto the half of my kingdom. 

24 And she went out, and said unto her mother, What 

shall I ask ? And she said. The head of John ^the i Qr.auBaftiMtr. 

25 Baptist. And she came in straightway with haste 
unto the king, and asked, saying, I wiU that thou 
forthwith give me in a charger the head of John 

26 *the Baptist. And the king was exceeding sorry; 
but for the sake of his oaths, and of them that sat 

27 at meat, he would not reject her. And straightway 
the king sent forth a soldier of his guard, and com- 
manded to bring his head: and he went and be- 

28 headed him in the prison, and brought his head in 
a charger, and gave it to the damsel; and the dam- 

29 sel gave it to her mother. And when his disciples 
heard thereof, they came and took up his corpse, 
and laid it in a tomb. 

30 And the apostles gather themselves together unto 
Jesus; and they told him all things, whatsoever they 

31 had done, and whatsoever they had taught. And 
he saith unto them. Come ye yourselves apart into 
a desert place, and rest a while. For there were 
manv coming and going, and they had no leisure so 

32 much as to eat. Ajnd they went away in the boat to 
83 a desert place apart. Ana the people saw them going, 

and many knew thsniy and they ran there together 

^on foot from all the cities, and outwent them. sor,ayA»i<i 

34 And he came forth and saw a great multitude, and 
he had compassion on them, because they were as 
sheep not having a shepherd: and he began to teach 

35 them many things. And when the day was now 
far spent, his disciples came unto him, and said. 
The place is desert, and the day is now far spent: 

36 send them away, that they may go into the country 
and villages roimd about, and buy themselves spme- 

37 what to eat. But he answered and said unto them, 

Give ye them to eat. And they say unto him. Shall jge.n»aririn«i not. 
we go and buy two hundred pennyworth of bread, g M«tt. 

38 and give them to eat? And he saith imto them. How 
many loaves have ye? go and see. And when they 

39 knew, thev say. Five, and two fishes. And he com- 
manded them that all should ^sit down by compa-^or.fM/tM. 

40 nies upon tiie green grass. And they sat down in 

41 ranks, by hundreds, and by fifties. And he took 
the five loaves and the two fishes, and looking up 
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to heaven, he blessed, and brake the loaves ; and 
he gave to the disciples to set before them; and the 
two fishes divided he among them all. And- they 42 
did all eat, and were fiUed. And they took up 48 
broken pieces, twelve basketfids, and also of the 
fishes. And they that ate the loaves were five 44 
thousand men. 

And straightway he constrained his disciples to 45 
enter into the boat, and to ^ before him unto the 
other side to Bethsaida, while he himself sendeth 
the multitude away. And after he had taken leave 46 
of them, he departed into the mountain to pray. 
And when even was come, the boat was in the 47 
midst of the sea, and he alone on the land. And 48 
seeing them distressed in rowine, for the wind was 
contrary unto them, about the fourth watch of the 
night he cometh unto them, walking on the sea; 
and he would have passed by them: but they, 49 
when they saw him walking on the sea, supposed 
that it was an apparition, and cried out: for they 50 
all saw him, and were troubled. But he straight- 
way spake with them, and stuth unto them. Be of 
good cheer: it is I ; be not afraid. And he went 51 
up unto them into the boat ; and the wind ceased: 
and they were sore amazed in themselves; for thej53 
understood not concerning the loaves, but theu*

And when they were come out of the boat, straight- 54 
way ^ people knew him, and ran round about that 55 
whole region, and be^an to carry about on their 
beds those that were sick, where they heard he was. 
And wheresoever he entered, into villages, or into 56 
cities, or into the country, the}r laid the sick in the 
marketplaces, and besought him that they might 
touch if it were but the border of his garment: and

And there are ^thered together unto him the Fha- 7 
risees, and certam of the scribes, which had come 
from Jerusalem, and had seen that some of his disci- 2 

s orytemmim ples atc their bread with "defiled, that is, unwashen,

the scribes ask him, Why walk not thy disciples ac- •«•«*«. 
cording to the tradition of the elders, but eat their 

6 bread with 'defiled hands? And he said unto them, s or, «mmm 
Well did Isaiah prophesy of you hypocrites, as it is 
written. 

This people honoureth me with their lips, 
But their heart is far from me. 

7 But in vain do thev worship me. 

Teaching as their aoctrines the precepts of men. 

8 Te leave the commandment of Gk>d, and hold fast the 

9 tradition of men. And he said unto them. Full well 
do ye reject the commandment of God, that ye may 

10 keep your tradition. For Moses said. Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and. He that speaketh evil of 

11 father or mother, let bim Mie the death: but ye say, iOr^n^fdu 
If a man shall say to his father or his mother, That 
wherewith thou mightest have been profited by me is 

12 Corban, that is to say. Given to Grod ; ye no longer 
suffer him to do aught for his father or his mother; 

13 making void the word of God by your tradition, 
which ye have delivered : and many such like things 

14 ye do. And he called to him the multitude again, 
and said unto them. Hear me all of you, and imder- 

15 stand: there is nothing from without the man, that 

going into him can defile him : but the things which * JJSSS^^iJirt 
proceed out of the man are those that defile me man. '^ tw. le ^°!!iy 

17 And when he was entered into the house from the jC* JSiiiuil! 
multitude, his disciples asked of him the parable. 

18 And he saith imto them, Are ye so without under- 
standing also? Perceive ye not, that whatsoever 
from without goeth into the man, it cannot defile 

19 him; because it goeth not into his heart, but into his 
bell^, and goeth out into the draught? This he said, 

20 making all meats clean. And he said. That which 
proceeaeth out of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart of men,.«evil*2!;Jj2vto**«' 

22 thoughts proceed, fornications, thefts, murders, adul- 
teries, covetings, wickednesses, deceit, lascivious- 

23 ness, an evil eye, railing, pride, foolishness: all these 
evil things proceed from within, and defile the man. 

24 And from thence he arose, and went away into the ^^^ 
borders of Tyre ^and Sidon. And he entered into a tboriti«omit j!!L 
house, and would have no man know it : and he could **^ 

25 not be hid. But straightway a woman, whose little 
daughter had an unclean spirit, having heard of him. 
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came and fell down at his feet. Now the woman was 26 
a ^Greek, a Syrophcenician by race. And she be- 
sought him that he would cast forth the 'devil out 
of her daughter. And he said unto her, Let the chil- 27 
dren first 1^ filled : for it is not meet to take the chil- 
dren's 'bread and cast it to the dogs. But she an- 28 
swered and saith unto him, Yea, Lord: even the 
dogs under the table eat of the children's crumbs. 
And he said unto her, For this saying go thy way ; 29 
the Mevil is gone out of thy daughter. Aiid she 80 
went away unto her house, and found the child laid 
upon the oed, and the 'de^ gone out. 

And again he went out from the borders of Tjre, 31 
and came through 8idon unto the sea of Galilee, 
through the midst of the borders of Decapolis. And 82 
they bring unto him one that was deaf, and had an 
impediment in his speech; and they beseech him to 
lay his hand upon hini. And he took him aside from 33 
the multitude privately, and put his fingers into his 
ears, and he spat, and touched his tongue ; and look- 34 
ing up to heaven, he sighed, and salth unto him, Eph- 
phatha, that is, Be opened. And his ears were open- 35 
ed, and the bond of his ton^e was loosed, and he 
spake plain. And he charged them that they should 36 
tell no man : but the more he charged them, so much 
the more a great deal they published it. And they 37 
were beyond measure astonished, saying, He hath 
done all things well: he maketh even the deaf to 
hear, and the dumb to speak. 

In those days, when there was a^in a great multi- 8 
tude, and they had nothing to eat, he called unto him 
his disciples, and saith unto them, I have compassion 2 
on the multitude, because they continue with me now 
three days, and have nothing to eat: and if I send 8 
them away fasting to their home, they will faint in 
the way ; and some of them are come from far. And 4 
his disciples answered him. Whence shall one be able 
to fill these men with *bread here in a desert place? 
And he asked them. How many loaves have ye? And 5 
they said, Seven. And he commandeth the multi- 6 
tude to sit down on the ground: and he took the 
seven loaves, and having given thanks, he brake, and 
gave to his disciples, to set before them; and they 
set them before the multitude. And they had a few 7 
small fishes: and having blessed them, he command- 
ed to set these also before them. And they did eat, 8 
and were filled : and they took up, of broken pieces 
that remained over, seven baskets. And they were 9 
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10 about four thousand : and he sent them away. And 
straightway he entered into the boat with his disci- 
ples, and came into the parts of Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, and began to ques- 
tion with him, seeking of him a sign from heaven, 

12 tempting him. And he sighed deeply in his spirit, 
and saith, Why doth this generation seek a sign? 
verily I say unto you, There shall no sign be given 

13 unto this generation. And he left them, and again 
entering into the boat departed to the other side. 

14 And they forgot to take bread ; and they had not 

15 in the boat with them more than one loaf. And 
he charged them, saying, Take heed, beware of the 

leaven of the Pharisees and the leaven of Herod. * thSStS^^iSSSl 

16 And they reasoned one with another, ^saying, ^We JJJS ***'***'"*' 

17 have no bread. And Jesus perceiving it saith unto ^ qt, u u 6«eaM« 
them. Why reason ye, because ye have no bread? »«**«« no 6«a<i. 
do ye not yet perceive, neither understand ? have 

18 ye your heart hardened? Having eyes, see ye not? 
and having ears, hear ye not? and do ye not remem- 

19 ber? When I brake the five loaves among the five & satket in ver. 19 
thousand, how many ^baskets full of broken pieces S5fe?2n7'*'GJl!ek 

^took ye up? They say unto him. Twelve. And word.. 

when the seven among the four thousand, how many 
31 'basketfuls of broken pieces took ye up? And they 

say unto him, Seven. And he said unto them. Do 

ye not yet understand? 

22 And they come unto Bethsaida. And they bring 
to him a blind man, and beseech him to touch him. 

23 And he took hold of the blind man by the hand, 
and brought him out of the village; and when he 
had spit on his eyes, and laid his hands upon him, 

24 he asked him, Seest thou aught? And he looked 
up, and said, I see men; for Ibehold thsm as trees, 

25 walking. Then again he laid his hands upon his 
eyes; and he looked stedfastly, and was restored, 

26 and saw all things clearly. And he sent him away 
to liis home, saying. Do not even enter into the village. 

27 And Jesus went forth, and his disciples, into the 
villages of Ceesarea Philippi : and in the way he 
asked his disciples, saying unto them, Who do men 

28 say that I am? And they told him, saying, John the 
Baptist: and others, Elijah ;* but others. One of the 

29 prophets. And he asked them, But who say ye that 
1 am? Peter answereth and saith unto mm, Thou 

30 art the Christ. And he charged them that thev 

31 should tell no man of him. And he began to teach 
them, that the Son of man must suffer many things. 
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and be rejected by the elders, and the chief |»iests, 
and the scribes, and be killed, and after three days 
rise again. And he spake the saying openly. And 32 
Peter took him, and began to rebuke hinL But he 88 
tumine about, and seeing his disciples, rebuked Pe- 
ter, and saith, Qet thee behind me, Satan: for thou 
mindest not the things of €k)d, but the things of 
men. And he called unto him the multitude with 84 
his disciples, and said unto them. If any man would 
come after me, let him deny himself, and take up his 
cross, and follow me. For whosoever would save 85 

1 or,«irf his 'Ufe shidl lose it; and whosoever shall lose his 

We for my sake and the gospel's shall save it. For 86 
what doth it profit a man, to gain the whole world, 
and forfeit his We? For what should a man give 37 
in exchange for his We? For whosoever shall be 88 
ashamed of me and of my words in this adulterous 
and sinful generation, the Son of man also shall be 
asdiamed of him, when he cometh in the glory of his 
Father with the holy angels. And he said unto 9 
them,yerily I say unto you. There be some here of 
them that stand V> which diall in no wise taste of 
death, till they see the kingdom of Qod come with 
power. 

And after six days Jesus taketh with him Peter, 2 
and James, and John, and bringeth them up into a 
high mountain apart by themselves : and he was 
transfigured before them: and his garments became 3 
glistering, exceeding white; so as no fuller on earth 
can whiten UieQi. And there appeared unto them 4 
Elijah with Moses : and they were talking with Jesus. 
And Peter answereth and saith to Jesus, Rabbi, it 5 
is good for us to be here : and let us make three 

iOr,boetk» 'tabernacles; one for thee, and one for Moses, and 

one for Elijah. For he wist not what to answer; 6 
for they became sore afraid. And there came a 7 
cloud overshadowing them: and there came a voice 
out of the cloud,Tms is my beloved Son: hear ye 
him. And suddenly looking round about, they saw 8 
no one any more, save Jesus only with themselves. 

And as they were coming down from the moun- 9 
tain, he charged them that they should tell no man 
what things they had 'seen, save when the Son of 
man should have risen again from the dead. And 10 
they kept the saying, questioning among themselves 

.«. ti I u.i ,what the rising again from the dead should mean. 

'S&^SJJUiv^And they asked him, saying, «The scribes say that 11 
*'*^^ Elijah must first come. And he said unto them, 12 
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Elilah indeed cometh first, and restoreth all things: 
ana how is it written of the Son of man, that he 
should suffer many things and be set at nought? 

13 But I say unto you, that Elijah is come, and they 
have also done unto him whatsoever ti^ey listed, 
even as it is written of him. 

14 And when they came to the disciples, they saw 
a great multitude about them, and scribes question- 

15 ing with them. And straightway all the multitude, 
when they saw him, were greatly amazed, and run- 

16ning to him saluted him. And he asked them, 

17 What question ye with them? And one of the 
multitude answered him, ^Master, I brought untoior,2toei«r

And oft- 
times it hath cast him both into the fire and into

Jesus said imto him. If thou canst I, All things are 

24 possible to him that believeth. Straightway &e fa- ^ ^^ andentan 
ther of the child cried out, and said^ 1 believe; help thOTfti«addJSi 

25 thou mine unbelief. And when Jesus saw that a **"*•• 
multitude came running together, he rebuked the 
unclean spirit, saying unto him, Thou dumb and 
deaf spirit, I command thee, come out of him, and 

26 enter no more into him. And having cried out, 
and Horn him much, he came out: and the child 
became as one dead; insomuch that the more part 

27 said. He is dead. But Jesus took him by the hand, 

28 and raised him up; and he arose. And when he 

was come into the house, his disciples asked him sor, How is utAof 

29 privately, ^saying, We could not cast it out. And yjj" *** "** 
he said unto them. This kind can come out by noth- cMHtvaoctentaa. 
ing, save by prayer*. fiH^*^"^ 

30 And they went forth from thence, and passed 
through Galilee; and he would not that any man 

31 should know it. For he taught his disciples, and 
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dfdd unto tbem, The Son of man is delivered up 
intr the hands of men, and they shall kill him; ana 
when he is killed, after three days he shall rise 
again. But they understood not the saying, and 82 
were afraid to ask him. 

And they came to Capernaum: and when he was 83 
in the house he asked them. What were ye reason- 
ing in the way? But they held their peace: for 84 
they had disputed one wiUi another in the way, 

1 or.pr«a«ir. who tixu the ^greatest. And he sat down, and call- 85 
ed the twelve ; and he saith unto them, If any man 
would be first, he shall be last of all, and minister of 
all. And he took a little child, and set him in the 86 
midst of them: and taking him in his arms, he said 
unto them, Whosoever shall receive one of such lit- 87 
tie children in my name, receiveth me : and whoso- 
ever receiveth me, receiveth not me, but him that 
sent me.

Jesus said imto them. For your hardness of heart he

13 And they brought* unto him little children, that 
he should touch them: and the disciples rebuked

children to come unto me; forbid them not: for of 

15 such is the kingdom of God. Verily I say imto 
you. Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he shall in no wise enter there- 

16 in. And he took them in his arms, and blessed 
them, laying his hands upon them. 

17 And as he was going forth *into the way, there ran « or, onkuwif 
one to him, and kneeled to him, and askea him, Good 
'Master, what shall I do that I may inherit eternal s or, Ttaeher 

18 life? And Jesus said unto him. Why callest thou 

19 me good? none is good save one, even God. Thou 
knowest the commandments. Do not kill, Do not 
commit adultery. Do not steal. Do not bear false wit- 
ness. Do not defraud. Honor thy father and mother. 

20 And he said unto him, 'Master, all these things have

And there come near unto him James and John, 85 

•or,7tadbr thc SOUS of Zcbedec, sayine unto him, 'Master, we 
would that thou shouldest do for us whatsoever we 
shall ask of l^ee. And he said unto them. What 86 
would ye that I should do for you? And they said 87 
unto lum, Grant imto us that we may sit, one on thy 
right hand, and one on th^ left hand, in thy glory. 
But Jesus said unto them, Ye know not what ye ask. 88

And when he heard 
that it was Jesus of Kazareth, he began to cry out, 
and say, Jesus, thou son of David, have mercy on 

48 me. And many rebuked him, that he should hold 
his peace: but he cried out the more a great deal, 

49 Thou son of David, have mercy on me. And Jesus 
stood still, and said, Call ye him. And they call the 
blind man, saying unto hun. Be of good cheer: rise, 

50 he calleth thee. And he, casting aw^ his garment, 
61 sprang uj^ and came to tfesus. And Jesus answered 

him, and said. What wilt thou that I should do unto 
thee? And the blind man said unto him, ^Rabboni, s sae John zz. le. 
52 that I may receive my si^ht. And Jesus said unto 

him, Go thv way; thy faith hath ^made thee whole. 40r,M««<<AM 
And straightway he received his sight, and followed 
him in the way. 
1 1 And when they draw nigh unto Jerusalem, unto 
Bethphage and Bethany, at the moimt of Olives, he 
2 sendeth two of his disciples, and saith unto them. Go 
your way into the village that is over against you: 
and straightway as ye enter mto it, ye SiaU find a 
colt tied, whereon no man ever yet sat; loose him, 
8 and bring him. And if any one say unto you. Why 
do ye this? say ye, The Lord hath need of him; and g^^' t^nddk,

they went away, and f oimd a colt tied at the door

And he entered into Jerusalem, into the temple; 11 
and when he had looked roimd about upon all things, 
it being now eventide, he went out unto Bethany 
with the twelve. 

And on the morrow, when they were come out 12 
from Bethany, he hungered. Ana seeing a fig tree 13 
afar off having leaves, he came, if haply he might 
find anything thereon: and when he came to it, he 
foimd nothing but leaves; for it was not the season 
of figs.

29 these things? And Jesus said unto them, I will ask

The bap- 
tism of John, was it from heaven, or from men? an-

And it is marvellous in our eyes? 
And they sought to lay hold on him; and they fear- 13 
ed the multitude; for they perceived that he spake 
the parable agidnst them: and they left him, and 
went away. 

And they send imto him certain of the Pharisees 13 
and of the Herodians, that they might catch him in 
t^k. And when they were come, they si^ unto 14 
1 Or, ivodUr Mm, 'Master, we know that thou art true, ana carest 
not for any one: for thou regardest not the person 
of men, but of a truth teachest the way of GK)d: Is 
it lawful to give tribute unto Csesar, or not? Shall 15 
we give, or shall we not give ? But he, knowing 
their hypocrisy, said unto mem. Why tempt ye me? 
'SSKuSSiSil! bring me a *penny, that I may see it And thejrl6 
brought it. And he saith unto them, Whose is this 
image and superscription? And they said unto him, 
Ceesar's. And Jesus said unto them, Bender imto 17 
Osesar the things that are Caesar's, and unto Qod the 
thin^ that are God's. And they marvelled greatly 
at him. 

And there come unto him Sadducees, which say 18 
that there is no resurrection; and they asked him, 
saying, 'Master, Moses wrote unto us. If a man's 19 
brother die, and leave a wife behind him, and leave 
no child, that his brother should take his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. There were seven 20 
brethren: and the first took a wife, and dying left 
no seed; and the second took her, and diei leaving 21 
no seed behind him ; and the third likewise : and 22 
the seven left no seed. Last of all the woman also 
died. In the resurrection whose wife shall she be 23 
of them? for the seven had her to wife. Jesus said 24 
unto them. Is it not for this cause that ye err, that 
ye know not the scriptures, nor the power of Qod? 
For when they shall rise from the dead, they neither 25 
many, nor are given in marriage; but are as angels 
in heaven. But as touching the dead, Uiat they are 26 
raised; have ye not read in the book of Moses, in ^ 
place eoncermng the Bush, how Qod spake unto him, 
saying I am the God of Abraham, and the God of 
Isaac, and the God of Jacob? He is not the God of 27 
the dead, but of the living: ye do greatly err. 

And one of the scril^s came, and heard them 28 
questioning together, and knowing that he had an- 
swered them well, asked him.

The second 
is this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 
There is none other conunandment greater than these. 

32 And the scribe said unto him, Of a truth, ^Master, s or, nadUr 
thou hast well said that he is one; and there is none 

83 other but he : and to love him with all the heart, and 
with all the understanding, and with all the strength, 
and to love his neighbour as himself, is much more 

34 than all whole burnt offerings and sacrifices. And 
when Jesus saw that he answered discreetly, he said 
imto him. Thou art not far from the kingdom of 
God. And no man after that durst ask him any 
question. 

35 And Jesus answered and said, as he taught In the 
temple. How say the scribes that the Christ is the son 

36 of David? David himself said m the Holy Spirit, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 

Sit thou on my right hand, 4 someMici«it««. 

Till I make tmne enemies *the footstool of thy thori««.read»»- 

37 David hhnself calleth him Lord; and whence is he 

his son ? And ^e common people heard him gladly. * JJmJ* ^"^ "*^ 

38 And in his teaching he said, Beware of the scribes, 
which desire to walk in long robes, and to have salu- 

39 tations in the marketplaces, and chief seats in the 

40 synagogues, and chief places at feasts; they whidi^ or,w«m»Aa«/vp 
devour widows* houses, 'and for a pretence make JJ^**^* **** 
long prayers; these shaU receive greater condenma- 

tion. 

41 And he sat down over against the treasury, and 
beheld how the multitude cast "^money into the treas- 1 cr. btasa. 

42 ury : and many that were rich cast in much. And 
there came ^ poor widow, and she cast in two mites, s Gr. om. 

43 which make a farthing. And he called unto him 
his disciples, and said unto them, Verily I say unto 
you. This poor widow cast in more than all they 

44 which are casting into the treasury: for they aU did 
cast in of their sui)erfluity; but she of her want did 

cast in all that she had, even all her living. 
13 And as he went forth out of the temple, one of 
his disciples saith unto him, ^Master, behold, what ' 
manner of stones and what manner of buildings I 
2 And Jesus said unto him, Seest thou these great 
buildings? there shall not be left here one stone 
upon another, which shall not be thrown down.

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And as he sat on the mount of Olives oyer against 3 
the temple, Peter and James and John and Andrew 
asked lum privately, Tell us, when shall these things 4 
be? and what thaUhe the sign when these things are 
all about to be accomplish^? And Jesus beflm to 5 
say unto them, Take heed that no man lead jou 
astray. Many shall come in my name, saying, I am 6 
he\ and shall lead many astray. And when ye shall 7 
hear of wars and rumours of wars, be not troubled: 
theae things must needs come to pass; but the end is 
not yet. For nation shall rise against nation, and 8 
kingdom affainst kingdom: there shall be earth- 
quakes in oiyers places; there shall be famines: 
these things are the beginning of trayaiL 

But take ye heed to youraelyes: for they shall 9 
deliver you up to councils; and in syna^^es shall 
ye be beaten; and before governors and kmgs shall 
ye stand for my sake, for a testimony unto them. 
And the gospel must first be preached unto all the 10 
nations. And when they lead you to judgement, and 11 
deliver you up, be not anxious beforehand what ;^e 
shall speak: but whatsoever shall be given you in 
that hour, that speak ye: for it is not ye that speak, 
but the Holy Ghost. And brother shall deliver up 12 
brother to death, and the father his child; and chil- 
^ SSf* ***" '* ^^^ ®^"^ ™e up against parents, and ^cause them 

to be put to death. And ye shall be hated of all 18 
men for my name's sake: but he that endureth to 
the end, the same shall be saved. 

But when ye see the abomination of desolation 14 
standing where he ought not (let him that readeth 
understand), then let them that are in Judaea flee 
unto the mountains: and let him that is on the 15 
housetop not go down, nor enter in, to take anything 
out of his house: and let him that is in the field not 16 
return back to take his cloke. But woe unto them 17 
that are with child and to them that give suck in 
those days I And pray ye that it be not in the win- 18 
ter. For those days shall be tribulation, such as there 19 
hath not been the like from the beginning of the 
creation which God created until now, and never 
shall be. And except the Lord had shortened the 20 
days, no flesh would have been saved: but for the 
* elect's sake, whom he chose, he shortened the days. 
And then if any man shall say unto you, Lo, here 21 
I Or, um is the Christ ; or, Lo, there ; beheve Ht not : for there 22 

shall arise false Ghrists and false prophets, and shall 
shew signs and wonders, that they may lead astray. 
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23 if possible, the elect. But take ye beed: behold, I 
have told you all things beforehand. 

24 But in tiiose days, after that tribulation, the sun 
shall be darkened, and the moon shall not give her 

25 light, and the stars shall be falling from heaven, and 
the powers that are in the heavens shall be shaken. 

26 And then shall they see the Son of man coming in 

27 clouds with great power and glory. And then shall 
he send forth the angels, and shall gather together 
his elect from the four winds, from the uttermost 
part of the earth to the uttermost part of heaven. 

28 Now from the fig tree learn her parable: when 
her branch is now become tender, and putteth forth 

29 its leaves, ye know that the summer is nigh; even 
so ye also, when ye see these things coming to pass,

35 Watch therefore: for ye know not when the lord of 
the house cometh, whether at even, or at midnight,

14 Now after two days was the feast of\h& passover 
and the unleavened bread : and the chief priests

And 
they had no child, because that Elisabeth was bar-

8 Now it came to pass, while he executed the priest's

ing to the custom of the priest's office, his lot was

And the angel answering said unto him, 1 19 
am Gabriel, that stand in the presence of God; and 
I was sent to speak unto thee, and to bring thee these 
good tidings. And behold, Uiou shalt be silent and 20 
not able to speak, until the day that these things 
shall come to pass, because thou believedst not my 
words, which shall be fulfilled in their season.

Now in the fifteenth year of the reign of Tiberius 3 
Caesar, Pontius Pilate being governor of Judsea, and 
Herod being tetrarch of Gkdilee, and his brother 
Philip tetrarch of the region of Itursea and Tracho- 
nitis, and Lysanias tetrarch of Abilene, in the high- 3 
priesthood of Annas and Caiaphas, the word of God 
came imto John the son of Zacharias in the wilder- 
ness.

to our father: for I say unto you, that God is able 
of these stones to raise up children unto Abraham. 
And even now is the axe also laid unto the root of 
the trees: every tree therefore that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast mto the fire. 
And the multitudes asked him, saving, What then 10 
must we do? And he answered and said unto them, 11

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men reasoned in their hearts concerning John, 

16 whether haply he were the Christ; John answered, 
saying unto them all, I indeed baptize you with war 
ter; but there cometh he that is mightier than I, the 

latchet of whose shoes I am not ^worthy to unloose: i gt. ntfieimi, 
he shall baptize jon ^with the Holy Ghost and mthior,** 

17 fire: whose fan is in his hand, throughly to cleanse 
his threshing-floor, and to gather the wheat into his 
gamer ; but the chaff he will bum up with un- 
quenchable fire. 

18 With many other exhortations therefore preached 

19 he ^good tidings unto the people; but Herod thezor.aegoipd 
tetrarch, being reproved by him for Herodias his 
brother's wife, and for all the evil things which 

20 Herod had done, added yet this above all*, that he 
shut up John in prison. 

^1 Now it came to pass, when all the people were 
baptized, that, Jesus also having been baptized, and

20 And he closed the *book, and gave it back to the at- s or,nrfj 
tendant, and sat down : and the eyes of all in the 

21 synagogue were fastened on him. And he began to 
say unto them. To-day hath this scripture been f ul- 

22 filled in your ears. And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the words of ^-ace which proceeded 
out of his mouth: and they said, Is not this Joseph's 

23 son? And he said unto them. Doubtless ye will say 
unto me this parable, Physician, heal thyself: what- 
soever we have heard done at Capernaum, do also 

24 here in thine own country. And he said, Verily I 
say imto you, No prophet is acceptable in his own

And there went forth a rumour concerning liimST 
into every place of the region round about.

J[2^5^^*°*'' going through the cornfields; and his disciples 
plucKed the ears of com, and did eat, rubbing them 
m their hands. But certain of the Pharisees said, 2 
Why do ye that which it is not lawful to do on the 
sabbath dav? And Jesus answering them said. Have 8 
ye not read even this, what David did, when he was 
an hungred, he, and they that were with him; how 4 
he entered into the house of God, and did take and 
eat the shewbread, and gave also to them that were 
with him; which it is not lawful to eat save for the 
priests alone?

Go 22 
your way, and tell John what things ye have seen 
and heard; the blind receive their si^ht, the lame 
walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the deaf hear, the 
dead are raised up, the poor have 'good tidings 
preached to them. And blessed is he, whosoever 23 
shall find none occasion of stumbling in me. 

And when the messengers of John were departed, 24 
he besan to say unto the multitudes concerning 
John, What went ye out into the wilderness to be- 
hold? a reed shaken with the wind? But what 25 
went ye out to see? a man clothed in soft raiment? 
Behold, they which are gorgeously apparelled, and 
• live delicately, are in kings' courts. But what went 26 
ye out to see? a prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and 
much more than a prophet. This is he of whom it 27 
is written. 

Behold, I send my messenger before thy face. 
Who shall prepare thy way before thee. 
I say unto you, Among them that are bom of worn- 28 
en there is none ^eater than John: yet he that is 

4 Gr. umr. *hiit little in the kingdom of God is greater than he.

86 And one of the Pharisees desired him that he 
would eat with him. And he entered into the 

87 Pharisee's house, and sat down to meat. And be- 
hold, a woman which was in the city, a sinner; and 
when she knew that he was sitting at meat in the 
Pharisee's house, she brought %n alabaster cruse of s Qr,a/«t 

88 ointment, and standing behind at his feet, weeping, 
she began to wet his ifeet with her tears, and wip3 

them with the hair of her head, and ^kissed his feet, AQr.imedmuek, 

89 and anointed them with the ointment. Now when 

the Pharisee which had bidden him saw it, he spake 5 someandentiin- 
within himself, saying. This man, if he were *a JJjSS'sSjohi 
prophet, would have perceived who and what man- ni.ss. 
ner of woman this is which toucheth him, that she 

40 is a sinner. And Jesus answering said imto him, 
Simon, I have somewhat to say unto thee. And he ^ ^^^ Teacher 

41 saith, ^Master, say on. A certain lender had two , g^ '**maridnRi 
debtors: the one owed five hundred 'pence, and the »"»• «« M«ti. 

42 other fifty. When they had not wh&i^ewith to pay, ""'**• 
he forgave them both. Which of them therefore 

48 will love him most? Simon answered and said, He, 
I suppose, to whom he forgave the most. And he 

44 said unto him. Thou hast riffhtly judged. And 
turning to the woman, he said unto Simon, Seest 
thou this woman? I entered into thine house, thou 
gavest me no water for my feet: but she hath wet- 
ted my feet with her tears, and wiped them with 

45 her hair. Thou gavest me no kiss: but she, since 

the time I came in, hath not ceased to ^kiss my feet, s Gr.KMmnek 

46 My head with oil thou didst not anoint : but she 

47 hath anointed my feet with ointment. Wherefore 
I say unto thee, Her sins, which are many, are for- 
given; for she loved much: but to whom little is 

48 forgiven, the same loveth little. And he said unto 

49 her. Thy sins are forgiven. And they that sat at 

meat with him began to say 'within themselves, 9 0r,aHMiv 

50 Who is this that even forgiveth sins? And he said 
unto the woman, Thy faith hath saved thee; go in 
peace. 

8 And it came to pass soon afterwards, that he went 
about through cities and villages, preaching and 
bringing the '^good tidings of the kingdom of God, ioor,««K 

2 and with him the twelve^ and certain women which 
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had been healed of evil spirits and infinnities, Mary

And when a graat multitude came together, and 4 
they of every city resorted unto him, he spake by a 
parable: The sower went forth to sow his seed: and 5 
as he sowed, some fell by the way side; and it was 
trodden under foot, and the birds of the heaven de- 
voured it. And other fell on the rock; and as soon 6 
as it grew, it withered awa^, because it had no moist- 
ure. And other fell amidst the thorns ; and the 7 
thorns grew with it, and choked it. And other fell 8 
into the good ground, and grew, and brought forth 
fruit a hundrrafold. As he said these tnings, he 
cried. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

And his disciples asked him what this parable 9 
might be. And he said. Unto vou it is nven to 10 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of Goa : but to 
the rest in parables; that seeing they may not see, 
and hearing they may not understand. Now the 11 
parable is this: The seed is the word of God. And 12 
those by the way side are they that have heard ; then 
Cometh the devil, and taketh away the word from 
their heart, that they may not believe and be saved. 
And those on the rock a/re they which, when they 13 
have heard, receive the word with joy; and these 
have no root, which for a while believe, and in time 
of temptation fall away. And that which fell 14 
among the thorns, these are they that have heard, 
and as the^ gq on their way they are choked with 
cares and riches and pleasures of this life, and bring 
no fruit to perfection. And that in the good ground, 15 
these are such as in an honest and good heart, hav- 
ing heard the word, hold it fast, and bring forth 
fruit with patience. 

And no man, when he hath lighted a lamp, cover- 16 
eth it with a vessel, or putteth it under a bed; but 
putteth it on a stand, that they which enter in may 
see the light. For nothing is hid, that shall not be 17 
made manifest; nor anything secret, that shall not 
be known and come to light. Take heed therefore 18 
how ye hear:, for whosoever hath, to him shall be 
given; and whosoever hath not, from him shall be 
' S^ *'*"^ ** taken away even that which he Hhinketh he hath.

And they that saw it 36 
told them how he that was possessed with 'devils 

And all the people of the coun- 87 
try of the Gerasenes round about asked him to de- 
part from them; for they were holden with great 
fear: and he entered into a boat, and returned. But 38 
the man from whom the 'devils were gone out pray- 
ed him that he might be with him: but he sent him 
away, saying, Return to thy house, and declare how 39 
great things Qod hath done for thee. And he went 
his way, publishing throughout the whole «ity how 
great things Jesus had done for him. 

And as Jesus returned, the multitude welcomed 40 
him ; for they were all waiting for him. And 41 
behold, there came a man named Jatrus, and he 
was a ruler of the synagogue: and he fell down 
at Jesus' feet, and besought him to come into his 
house; for he had an only daughter, about twelve 42 
years of age, and she lay a dying. But as he went 
the multitudes thronged him.

And 47 
when the woman saw that she was not hid, she 
came trembling, and falling down before him de- 
clared in the presence of all the people for what 
cause she touched him, and how she was healed im- 
mediately. And he said unto her, Daughter, thy 48 

bOt^mntdthM faith hath ^made thee whole; go in peace. 

. While he yet spake, there cometh one from the 49 
ruler of the synagogue's hovse, saying. Thy daughter

4ther have two coats. And into whatsoever house 

5 ye enter, there abide, and thence depart. And as 
.many as receive you not, when ye depart from that 
city, shake off the dust from your feet for a testi- 

6 mony against them. And they departed, and went 
throughout the villages, preacning the gospel, and 
healing everywhere. 

7 Now Herod the tetrarch heard of all that was 
done: and he was much perplexed, because that it 
was said by some, that tfohn was risen from the 

8 dead; and by some, that Elijah had appeared; and 
by others, that one of the old prophets was risen 

9 again. And Herod said, John I beheaded: but 
who is this, about whom I hear such things? And 
he sought to see him. 

10 And the apostles, when they were returned, de- 
clared unto him what things they had done. And 
he took them, and withdrew apart to a city called

lodge, and get victuals*: for we are here in a desert

16 He that heareth you heareth me; and he that reject- 
eth you rejecteth me; and he that rejecteth me re- 
jecteth him that sent me. 

17 And the seventy returned with joy, saying. Lord, 

even the ^devils are subject unto us in thy name, sor.dmoiu. 

18 And he said unto them, I beheld Satan fallen as 

19 hghtning from heaven. Behold, I have given you 
authority to tread upon serpents and scorpions, and 
over all the power of the enemy: and nothing shall 

20 in any wise hurt you. Howbeit in this rejoice not, 
that the spirits are subject unto you; but rejoice 
that your names are written in heaven. 

21 In that same hour he rejoiced ^in the Holy Spirit, s or,»y 
and said, I Hhank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven 4 or,/>nriw 
and earth, that thou didst hide these things from the 

wise and imderstanding, and didst reveal them unto 
babes: yea. Father; Hot so it was well-pleasing ia6 0t,tkat 

22 tiiy sight. All things have been delivered unto me 
of my Father: and no one knoweth who the Son is, 
save the Father; and who the Father is, save the

And it came to pass, as he said these things, a cer- 27 
tain woman out of the multitude lifted up her voice, 
and said unto him, Blessed is the womb that bare 
thee, and the breasts which thou didst suck. But 28 
he said. Yea rather, blessed are they that hear the 
word of Qod, and keep it. 

And when the multitudes were gathering together 29 
unto him, he began to say.

44 places. Woe unto you I for ye are as the tombs 
which appear not, and the men that walk over them 
know it not.

And to 
whomsoever muc^ is given, of him shall much be 
required: and to whom they commit much, of him 
wm they ask the more. 

I came to cast fire upon the earth ; and what 49 
will I* if it is ab%ady kmdled?

Now there were some present at that very season 13 
which told him of the Galilaeans, whose blood Pilate 
had mingled with their sacrifices.

6 And he spake this parable; A certain man had a 
fig tree planted in his vineyard; and he came seek- 

7ing fruit thereon, and found none. And he said 
unto the vinedresser, Behold, these three years I come 
seeking fruit on this fig tree, and find none: cut it 

8 down; why doth it also cumber the ground? And 
he answermg saith unto him, Lord, let it alone this 

9 year also, till I shall dig about it, and dung it: and 
if it bear fruit thencetOTth, weU ; but if not, thou 
shalt cut it down. 

10 And he was teaching in one of the synago^es on 

11 the sabbath day. And behold, a woman which had 
a spirit of innrmity eighteen years; and she was 
bowed together, ana cornd in no wise lift herself up. 

12 And when Jesus saw her, he called her, and said to 
her. Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity. 

18 And he laid his hands upon her: and immediately 

14 she was made straight, and glorified God. And the 
ruler of the synagogue, being moved with indigna- 
tion because Jesus had healed on the sabbath, an- 
swered and said to the multitude, There are six days 
in which men ought to work : in them therefore 
come and be healed, and not on the day of the sab- 

15 bath. But the Lord answered him, and said. Ye 
hypocrites, doth not each one of you on the sabbath 

loose his ox or his ass from the ^stall, and lead him 9Gr.m«n^. 

16 away to watering? And ought not this woman, be- 
ing a daughter of Abraham, whom Satan had bound, 
lo, these eighteen years, to have been loosed from 

17 this bond on the day of the sabbath? And as he 
said these things, all his adversaries were put to 
shame : and all the multitude rejoiced for all the 
glorious things that were done by him. 

18 He said therefore. Unto what is the kingdom of 

19 God like? and whereimto shall I liken it? it is like 
unto a grain of mustard seed, which a man took, and 
cast into his own garden; and it grew, and became 
a tree; and the birds of the heaven lodged in tne 

20 branches thereof. And again he said, Whereunto 

21 shall I liken the kingdom of God? It is like imto 

leaven, which a woman took and hid in three *meas- *^ mS^xhlSs! 
ures of meal, till it was all leavened. 

22 And he went on his way through cities and vil- 
lages, teaching, and journeying on unto Jerusalem. 
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And one said unto him, Lord, are they few that be 28 
sav^? And he said unto them, Strive to enter in 24 
by the narrow door : for many, I say unto you, 

' o25 **^* "*** shall seek to enter in, and shall not be *able. When 25 
once the master of the house is risen up, and hath 
shut to the door, and ye begin to stand without, and 
to knock at tiie door, saying, Lord, open to us; and 
he shall answer and say to you, I know you not 
whence ye are; then shall ye begin to say. We did 26 
eat and drink in thy presence, and thou didst teach 
in our streets ; and he shall say, I tell you, I know 27 
not whence ye are; depart from me, all ye workers 
of iniquity. There shall be the weeping and mash- 28 
ing of teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, and all the prophets, in the kingdom of 
God, and yourselves cast forth without. And they 29 
shall come from the east and west, and from the 

3 Or. rtohu, uorth aud south, and shall 'sit down in the kingdom 

of God. And behold, there are last which shall be 30 
first, and there are first which shall be last. 

Li that very hour there came certain Pharisees, 81 
sayine to him,Gkt thee out, and go hence : for Herod 
woula fain kill thee. And he said unto them, Qo 32 

liQr.dtmnu, and Say to that fox. Behold, I cast out Mevils and 
perform cures to-dav and to-morrow, and the third 
day I am perfected* Howbeit I must go on my 33 
way to-day and to-morrow and the <JUiy following: 
for it cannot be that a prophet perish out of Jerusa- 
lem. O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which killeth the 34 
Erophets, and stoneth them that are sent unto her I 
ow often would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, even as a hen gath^eth her own brood under 
her wings, and ye would not! Behold, your house 36 
is left imto you desolate : and I say unto you. Ye 
shall not see me, until ve shall say. Blessed is he that 
Cometh in the name of the Lord. 

And it came to pass, when he went into the house 14 
of one of the rulers of the Pharisees on a sabbath 
to eat bread, that they were watching Lim. And 2 
behold, there was before him a certain man which 
had the dropsy. And Jesus answering spake unto 3 
the lawyers and Pharisees, saying. Is it lawful to heal 
on the sabbath, or not? But they held their peace. 4 
And he took him, and healed him, and let him go. 
toSTtS**Jl£d*'i-^^^ he said unto them, Which of you shall have 5 
mm. 8«6ch.xiii. %n ass or an ox fallen into a well, and will not

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6 straightway draw him up on a sabbath day? And 
they could not answer again unto these things. 

7 And he spake a parable unto those which were 
bidden, when he marked how they chose out the 

8 chief seats ; saying unto them, When thou art bid- 
den of any man to a marriage feast, *sit not down in i Gr.ndine no. 
the chief seat; lest haply a more honourable man 

9 than thou be bidden of him, and he that bade thee 
and him shall come and say to thee, Give this man 
place ; and then thou shalt begin with g^ame to take 

10 the lowest place. But when thou art bidden, go and 
sit down in the lowest place; that when he that hath 
bidden thee cometh, he may say to thee, Friend, go 
up higher: then shalt thou have glory in the pres- 

11 ence of all that sit at meat with thee. For every 
one that exalteth himself shall be humbled; and he 
that humbleth himself shall be exalted. 

12 And he said to him also that had bidden him. When 
thou makest a dinner or a supper, call not thy 
friends, nor thy brethren, nor thy kinsmen, nor rich 
neighbours; lest haply they also bid thee again, and 

13 a recompense be made thee. But when thou makest 
a feast, bid the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 

14 blind: and thou shalt be blessed; because they have 
not wherewith to recompense thee: for thou shalt be 
recompensed in the resurrection of the just. 

15 And when one of them that sat at meat with him 
heard these things, he said unto him, Blessed is he 

16 that shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. But he 
said unto him, A certain man made a ^eat supper; 

17 and he bade many: and he sent forth his ^servant at a GT.hmdmwiu. 
supper time to say to them that were bidden. Come; 

18 for aU things are now ready. And th^ all with one 
consent began to make excuse. The nrst said unto 
him, I have bought a field, and I must needs go out 

19 and see it: I pray thee have me excused. And an- 
other said, I have bought five yoke of oxen, and I go 

20 to prove them: I pray thee have me excused. And 
another said, I have married a wife, and therefore I 

21 cannot come. And the ^servant came, and told his 
lord these things. Then the master of the house 
being angry said to his ^servant, Go out quickly into 
the streets and lanes of the city, and bring in hither 

22 the poor and maimed and bund and lame. And 
the '^servant said. Lord, what thou didst command 

23 is done, and yet there is room. And the lord said 
unto the ^servant, Go out into the highways and 
hedges, and constnun them to come in, tlSit my house 
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may be filled. For I aay unto you, that none of those 24 
men which were bidden shall taste of my supper. 

Now there went with him ereat multitudes: and he 25 
turned, and said unto them. If any man cometh unto 26 
me, and hateth not his own father, and mother, and 
wife, and children, and brethren, and sisters, yea, and 
his own life also, he cannot be my disciple. Whoso- 27 
ever doth not bear his own cross, and come after me, 
cannot be my disciple. For which of you, desiring 28 
to build a tower, doth not first sit down and count 
the cost, whether he have wherewith to complete it? 
Lest haply, when he hath laid a foundation, and 29 
is not able to finish, all that behold begin to mock 
him, saying, This man be^n to build, and was not SO 
able to finish. Or what king, as he goeth to encoun- 31 
ter another king in war, wiU not sit down first and 
take counsel whether he is able with ten thousand to 
meet him that cometh against him with twenty thou- 
sand? Or else, while the other is yet a great way off, 82 
he sendeth an ambassage, and asketh conditions of 
peace. So therefore miosoever he be of you that 88 
renounceth not all that he hath, he cannot be my 
disciple. Salt therefore is good : but if even the salt 84 
have lost its savour, wherewith shall it be seasoned? 
It is fit neither for the land nor for the dunghill: men 85 
cast it out. He that hath ears to hear, let mm hear. 

Now all the publicans and sinners were drawing 16 
near unto him for to hear him. And both the Phar- 2 
isees and the scribes murmured, saying, This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. o 

And he spake unto them this parable, saving, What ^ 
man of you, having a himdred ^eep, and havmg lost 
one of them, doth not leave the ninety and nine in 
the wilderness, and go after that which is lost, until 
he find it? And when he hath found it, he layeth 5 
it on his shoulders, rejoicing. And when he cometh 
home, he calleth together ms friends and his neigh- 
bours, saying imto them, Bejoice with me, for I have 
found my sheep which was lost. I say unto you, 7 
that even so there shall be joy in heaven over one 
sinner that repenteth, more than over ninety and nine

And the Pharisees, who were lovers of money, 14 
heard all these things ; and they scoffed at him. And 1 o 
he said imto them, Ye are they that justify yourselves 
in the sight of men; but G^ knoweth your hearts:

The law and the prophets 
were until John: from that time the gospel of the

And 
It came to pass, that the beggar died, and that he was 
carried away by the angels into Abraham's bosom: 

And in 
Hades he lifted up his eyes, being in torments, and 
seeth Abraham afar off, and Lazarus in his bosom. 

24 And he cried and said. Father Abraham, have mercy 
on me, and send Lazarus, that he may dip the tip of

The Pharisee stood and prayed thus 11 
with himself, Ood, I thank thee, that I am not as the 
rest of men, extortioners, unjust, adulterers, or even 
as this publican.

For he shall be 
delivered up imto the Gentiles, and shall be mocked, 

88 and shamerully entreated, and spit upon: and they 
shall scourge and kill him: and the third day he

these things ; and this saying was hid from them, 
and the^ perceived not the things that were said. 

85 And It came to pass, as he drew nigh unto Jeri- 
cho, a certain blind man sat by the way side beg-

But if we shall say, From men; all 6 
the people will stone us: for they be persuaded that 
John was a prophet. And they answered, that they 7 
knew not whence it was. And Jesus said unto 8 
them, Neither tell I you by what authority I do 
these things. 

And he began to speak unto the people this par- 9 
able : A man planted a vineyard, and let it out 
to husbandmen, and went into another country for 
a long time. And at the season he sent unto the 10 
9 0r.ftMMiMr«Mf. husb^mdmen a Servant, that they should give him 
of the fruit of the vineyard: but the husbandmen 
beat him, and sent him away empty. And he sent 11 
yet another ^servant: and him also they beat, and 
nandled him shamefully, and sent him away empty. 
And he sent yet a third: and him also they wound- 12 
ed, and cast him forth. And the lord of the vine- 13 
yard said, What shall I do? I will send my beloved 
son: it may be they will reverence him. But when 14 
the husbandmen saw him, Uiey reasoned one with 
another, saying, This is the heir: let us kill him, 
that the inheritance may be ours. And they cast 15 
him forth out of the vineyard, and killed him. 
What therefore will the lord of the vineyard do 
unto them? He will come and destroy these bus- 16 
bandmen, and will give the vineyard unto others. 
'tQr.BtUnctm. And whcu they hcSrd it, they said, *God forbid. 

But he looked upon them, and said. What then is 17 
this that is written, 
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The stone which the builders rejected, 
The same was made the head of the comer? 

18 Every one that falleth on that stone sh£^ be broken 
to pieces; but on whomsoever it shall fall, it will 
scatter him as dust. 

19 And the scribes and the chief priests sought to lay 
hands on him in that very hour; and they feared 
the people: for they perceived that he spake this 

20 parable against them. And thev watched him, and 
sent forth spies, which feigned themselves to be 
righteous, that they might take hold of his speech, 
so as to deliver him up to the rule* and to the au- 

21 thority of the governor. And they asked him, say- 
ing, ^Master, we know that thou sayest and teach- 1 or, Ttaeiur 
est rightly, and acceptest not the person of any, but 

22 of a truth teachest the way of God: Is it lawful for 
28 us to give tribute unto Csesar, or not? But he per- 

24 ceivecT their craftiness, and said unto them, Shew 8Se«margin«ii»ou, 
me a 'penny. Whose image and superscription g Matt. xrui. 

25 hath it? And they said, Caesar's. And he said 
unto them, Then render unto Caesar the things that 
are Caesar's, and unto Gk)d the things that are God's. 

26 And they were not able to take hold of the saying 
before the people: and they marvelled at his an- 
swer, and held their peace. 

27 And there came to him certain of the Sadducees, 
they which say that there is no resurrection; and 

28 they asked him, saying, ^Master, Moses wrote unto 
us, that if a man's brother die, having a wife, and 
he be childless, his brother should tfie the wife, 

29 and raise up seed unto his brother. There were 
o^ therefore seven brethren : and the first took a wife, 
oVand died childless; and the second; and the third 

took her; and likewise the seven also left no chil- 

32 dren, and died. Afterward the woman also died. 

33 In the resurrection therefore whose wife of them 

34 shall she be? for the seven had her to wife. And 
Jesus said unto them. The sons of this ^orld mar- 8 0r,a^ 

35 ry, and are given in marriage: but they that are ac- 
coimted worthy to attain to that ®world, and the res- 
urrection from the dead, neither marry, nor are 

36 given in marriage: for neither can they die any 
more: for they are equal unto the angels; and are 

37 sons of God, being sons of the resurrection. But 
that the dead are raised, even Moses shewed, in the 
place concerning the Bush, when he calleth the Lord

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the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the 
€kxl of Jacob. Now he is not the God of the dead, 88 
but of the livm^: for all live unto him. And cer- 89 
ior,r«0dbr tain of the scribes answering said, 'Master, thou 

hast well said. For they durst not any more sak 40 
him any question. 

And he said unto them. How say they that the 41 
Christ is David's son? For David himself saith in 43 
the book of Psalms, 

The Lord said unto my Lord, 
Sit thou on my right liand. 
Till I make thine enemies the footstool of thy 43 
feet. 
David therefore calleth him Lord, and how is he his 44 
son? 

And in the hearing of all the people he said unto 45 
his disciples. Beware of the scribes, which desire to 46 
walk in long robes, and love salutations in the mar- 
ketplaces, and chief seats in the synagogues, and 
chief places at feasts ; which devour widows' houses, 47 
and for a pretence make long prayers: these shall 
2 Or, and taw a«m recclve greater condemnation. 
!J3"rt5r"I!S And he looked up, 'and saw the rich men that 21 
r^' were casting their gifts into the treasury. And he 2 

saw a certain poor widow casting in thither two 
mites. And he said, Of a truth I say unto you, 8 
This poor widow cast in more than they all: for all 4 
these did of their superfluity cast in imto the gifts: 
but she of her, want did cast in sdl the living that 
she had. 

And as some spake of the temple, how it was 5 
adorned with goodly stones and offerings, he said, 
As for these things which ye behold, the days will 6 
come, in which there shall not be left here one stone 
upon another, that shall not be thrown down. And 7 
they asked him, saying, 'Master, when therefore shall 
these things be ? and what 8haU be the sign when 
these things are about to come to pass? And he 8 
said. Take heed that ye be not led astray: for many 
shall come in my name, saying, 1 am he; and, The 
time is at hand: go ye not after them. And when 9 
ye shall hear of wars and tumults, be not terrified: 
tor these things must needs come to pass first; but 
the end is not immediately. 

Then said he unto them, Nation shall rise against 10 
nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there 11 
shall be great earthquakes, and in divers places fa- 
mines and pestilences; and there shall be terrors 
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13 and great signs from heaven. But before all these 
things, they shall lay their hands on you, and shall 
persecute you, delivering you up to the synagogues 

and prisons, *bringinff you before kings and govern- * iSHlglT ***^ 
18 ors for my name's sake. It shall turn unto you for 

14 a testimony. Settle it therefore in your hearts, not 

15 to meditate beforehand how to answer: for I will 
give you a mouth and wisdom, which all your adver- 
saries shall not be able to withstand or to gainsay. 

16 But ye shall be delivered up even by parents, and 
brethren, and kinsfolk, and friends ; arid some of you 

17 *shall they cause to be put to death. And ye shall ' ^'j!sS *^ ^ 

18 be hated of all men for my name's sake. And not 

19 a hair of ^our head shall perish. In your patience 

ye shall win your *souls. a or,z«fw 

20 But when ye see Jerusalem compassed with armies, 

21 then know that her desolation is at hand. Then let 
them that are in Judsea flee unto the mountains; 
and let them that are in the midst of her depart out; 
and let not them that are in the country enter there- 

22 in. For these are days of vengeance, that all thingis 

23 which are written may be fulmled. Woe unto them 
that are with child and to them that give suck in 
those days 1 for there shall be great mstress upon 

24 the *land, and wrath unto this people. And they4 0r,«if«* 
shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be led 
captive into all the nations: and Jerusalem shall be 
tnxlden down of the Gentiles, imtil the times of the 

25 Gentiles be fulfilled. And there shall be signs in 
Sim and moon and stars; and upon the earUi dis- 
tress of nations, in perplexity for the roaring of the 

26 sea and the billows; men '^fainting for fear, and for ' ^>'*pi^*9 
expectation of the thing? which are coming on 'the * SiJJ* *"**'***' 
world: for the powers of the heavens shall be sha- 

27 ken. And then shall they see the Son of man com- 
28ing in a cloud with power and great glory. But 

when these things begin to come to pass, look up, 

and lift up your heads; because your redemption 

draweth mgh. 
29 And he spake to them a parable: Behold the fig 
80 tree, and all the trees: when they now shoot forth, 

ye see it and know of your own selves that the sum- 

31 mer is now nigh. Even so ye also, when ye see 
these things coming to pass, know ye that the kin^- 

32 dom of God is ni^. Verily I say unto you. This 
generation shall not pass away, till all things be ac- 

88 complished. Heaven and earth shall pass away: 
but my words shall not pass away. 
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But take heed to ^otinelyes, lest haplv your hearts 84 
be oyerchareed with surfeiting, ana aninkenness, 
and cares of this life, and that day come on you 
suddenly as a snare: for 90 shall it come upon all 85 
them tbiat dwell on the face of all the earth. But 36 
watch ye at every season, making sui)plication, that 
ye may prevail to escape all these things that shall 
come to pass, and to stand before the Son of man. 

And eveiy day he was teaching in the temple ; and 87 
every night he went out, and l^ged in the moimt 
that is cfdled ihs mourU of Olives. And all the peo- 88 
pie came early in the moniing to him in the temple, 
tohearhiuL 

Now the feast of unleavened bread drew ni^h, 22 
which is called the Passover. And the chief priests 3 
and the scribes sought how thev might put him to 
death; for they feared the people. 

And Satan entered into Judas who was called 8 
Iscariot, being of the number of the twelve. And 4 
he went away, and communed with the chief priests 
and captains, how he might deliver him unto them. 
And they were glad, and covenanted to give him 5 
money. And he consented, and sought opportunity 6 
* 2i *****^ **" ^ <iehver him unto them *in the absence of the mul- 
titude. 

And the day of unleavened bread came, on which 7 
the passover must be sacrificed. And he sent Peter 8 
and John, saying, Go and make ready for us the 
lyssover, that we may eat. And they said unto him, 9 
Where wilt thou that we make ready? And he said 10 
unto them. Behold, when ye are entered into the 
city, there shall meet you a man bearing a pitcher of 
water; follow him into the house whereinto he ffo- 
eth. And ye shsdl say unto the goodman of the 11 
9 0r,T»aeh*r housc, The ^Master saith unto thee. Where is the 
guest-chamber, where I shall eat the passover with 
my dieciples? And he will shew you a large upper 13 
room furnished : there make ready. And they went, 18 
and found as he had said unto them: and they made 
ready the passover. 

And when the hour was come, he sat down, and 14 
the apostles with him. And be said unto them, With 15 
desire I have desired to eat this passover with you 
before I suffer: for I say unto you, I will not eat it, 16 
until it be fulfilled in the kingdom of God. And he 17 
received a cup, and when he had given thanks, he 
said, Take this, and divide it among yourselves: for 18 
I say imto you, I will not drink from henceforth of 
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the fruit of the vine, until the kingdom of God shall 
19 come. And he took ^bread, and when he hadeiven ^orf^W 

thanks, he brake it, and gave to them, saying, This is * SSitS^^liu 

my body *whieh is given for you : this do in remem- «*«* « ijJS/?' 
dObrance of me. And the cup in like manner after pS^ei'imt fSr 

supper, saying. This cup is the new ^covenant in my »^- 

21 blood, efumk, that which is poured out for you. But ' ^'' *«««»««< 
behold, the hand of him that betrayeth me is with 

22 me on the table. For the Son of man indeed goeth, 
as it hath been determined: but woe unto that man 

23 through whom he is betrayed! And they be^an to 
question among themselves, which of them it was 
tiiat should do this thing. 

24 And there arose also a contention among them, 

25 which of them is accounted* to be ^greatest. And4Gr.^rM««f. 
he said unto them. The kings of the Gkntiles have 
lordship over them; and they that have authority 

26 over them are called Benefactors. But ye 9haXL not he 
so: but he that is the greater among you, let him 
become as the younger; and he that is chief, as he 

27 that doth serve. For whether is greater, he that 
^sitteUi at meat, or he that serveth? is not he that sGr.f«e«iw<». 
•sitteth at meat? but I am in the midst of you as he eor,/<wpo«itf«ito 

28 that serveth. But ye are they which have continued i^jj*** «j^ 

29 with me in my temptations ; and •! appoint imto you a Sto^^TS!^ 

30 kingdom, even as my Father appointed unto me, that *p»^ »342f 
ye may eat and drink at my table in my kingdom; ^ ' 
and ye shall sit on thrones judging the twelve tribes 

31 of Israel. Simon, Simon, behold, Satan %sked to ^ J'oSgJ^ ^ 
82 have you, that he might sift you as wheat : but I made 

suppucation for thee, that thy faith f sdl not : and do 
thou, when once thou hast turned again, stablish thy 

33 brethren. And he said unto him, Lord, witii thee 1 

34 am ready to go both to prison and to death. And he 
said, I tell thee, Peter, the cock shall not crow this 
day, until thou shalt thrice deny that thou knowest 
me. 

35 And he said unto them, "When I sent you forth 
without purse, and wallet, and shoes, lacked ye any 

36 thing? And liiey said. Nothing. And he said unto 

them. But now, he that hath a purse, let him take it, « ^^J^l^ 
and likewise a wallet : '^nd he that hath none, let A«m^aMe^, 

37 him sell his cloke, and buy a sword. For I say unto '>^^'^' 
you, that this which is written must be fulfilled in 

me. And he was reckoned with transgressors: for 

38 that which concemeth me hath ^fulfilment. And9Gr.«iii.

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they said, Lord, behold, here are two swords. And 
he said unto them, It is enough. 

And he came out, and went, as his custom was, 89 
unto the mount of Olives; and the disciples also 
followed him. And when he was at the place, he 40 
said unto them. Pray that ve enter not into tempta- 
tion. And he was parted from them about a stone's 41 
cast; and he kneeled down and prayed, saying. Fa- 43 
--rf-. ^^^* ^ ^^^ ^ willing, remove mis cup from me : 

* iSStilT^Iiltt nevertheless not my will, but thine, be aone. 'And 43 
r«r. 41.44. thcrc appeared unto him an angel from heaven, 

strengthening him. And being in an agony he 44 
pray^ more earnestly: and his sweat became as it 
were ereat drops of blood falling down upon the 
ground. And when he rose up from his prayer, he 46 
came unto the disciples, and found them sleeping 
for sorrow, and said unto them, Why sleep ye? rise 46 
andpray, ttiat ye enter not into temptation. 

While he yet spake, behold, a multitude, and he 47 
that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went be- 
fore them ; and he drew near unto Jesus to kiss him. 
But Jesus said unto him, Judas, betrayest thou the 48 
Son of man with a kiss? And when they that were 49 
about him saw what would follow, they said, Lord, 
shall we smite with the sword? And a certain one 50 

sGr.foMbffVMK. of them smote the 'servant of the high priest, and 

struck off his right ear. But Jesus answered and 51 
said. Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his ear, 
and healed him. And Jesus said unto the chief 52 
priests, and captains of the temple, and elders, which 
were come against him, Are ye come out, as against 
a robber, with swords and staves ? When I was daily 53 
with you in the temple, ye stretched not forth vour 
hands against me: but this is your hour, and the 
power 01 darkness. 

And they seized him, and led him away, and 54 
brought him into the high priest's house. But Pe- 
ter followed afar oft And when they had kindled 55 
a fire in the midst of ^e court, and bad sat down 
together, Peter sat in the midst of them. And5G 
a certain maid seeing him as he sat in the light of 
the fire, and looking stedfastly upon him, said, This 
man also was with him. But he denied, saying, 57 
Woman, I know him not. And after a little while 58 
another saw him, and said, Thou also art one of 
them. But Peter said, Man, I am not. And after 59 
the space of about one hour another confidently af- 
firmed, saying. Of a truth this man also was with 
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60 him : for he is a Galilaean. But Peter said, Man, I 
know not what thou sayest. And immediately, 

61 while he yet spake, the cock crew. And the Lord 
turned, and looked upon Peter. And Peter remem- 
bered the word of the Lord, how that he said unto 
him, Before the cock crow this day, thou shalt deny 

62 me thrice. And he went out, and wept bitterly. 

63 And the men that held ^Jesits mocked him, and i QrMm, 

64 beat him. And they blindfolded him, and asked 
him, saying, Prophesy: who is he that struck thee? 

65 And many other things spake they against him, re- 
viling him. 

66 And as soon as it was day, the assembly of the el- 
ders of the people was gathered together, both chief 
priests and scribes; and they led him away into their 

67 council, saying. If thou art the Christ, tell us. But 
^« he said unto them. If I tell you, ye will not believe: 
^^and if I ask you.je will not answer. But from 

henceforth shall the Son of man be seated at tlie 

70 right hand of the power of God. And they all said, 

Art thou then the Son of God? And he said unto ^ ^ „ „ . 

71 them, ^Ye say that I am* And they said. What ' 2ii /S. ' 
further need have we of witness? for we ourselves 

have heard from his own mouth. 
23 And the whole company of them rose up, and 

2 brought him before Pilate. And they began to ac- 
cuse him, saying. We found this man perverting our 

nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Csesar, and ^ . . 

3 saying that he himself is 'Christ a kingf. And Pi- * &/• '""""^ 
late asked him, saying. Art thou the King of the 

Jews? And he answered him and said. Thou say- 

4 est. And Pilate said imto the chief priests and the 

5 multitudes, I find no fault in this man. But they 
were the more urgent, saying. He stirreth up the 
people, teaching throughout all Judaea, and begin- 

6 ning from Galilee even unto this place. But when 
Pilate heard it, he asked whether the man were a 

7Galil8ean. And when he knew that he was of 
Herod's jurisdiction, he sent him unto Herod, who 
himself also was at Jerusalem in these days. 

8 Now when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding 
glad: for he was of a long time desirous to see him, 
because he had heard concerning him; and he hoped 

9 to see some ^miracle done by him. And he ques-4 0r.«f>i. 
tioned him in many words; but he answered him

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nothing. And the chief priests and tlie scribeslO 
stood, Tehementlj accusing liinL And Herod with 11 
his soldiers set liim at nought, and modced him, and 
arraying iiini in gorgeous apparel sent him baclc to 
Pilate. And Herod and Pilate became friends with 12 
each other that very day: for before they were at 
enmity between thcanselyes. 

And Pilate called together the chief priests and 18 
the mlerB and the ^people, and said unto them, Te 14 
bron^ onto me this man, as one that perrerteth 
the people: and behold, I, having examined him be* 
fore you, found no fault in this man touching those 
things whoeof ye accuse him; no, nor yet Herod: 15 
' ^SS^I^^XSh for he sent him* back unto us; and behold, nothing 
*''* 'L2r ^ worthy of death hath been done by him. I will there- 16 
uH mtaHa fore chasdse him, and release him.' But they cried 18 
iiiLf'%£i out all together, saying. Away with this man, and re- 
•dd th* MOM lease unto us Barablns: one who for a certain in- 19 
wenk afur T«r. gorjigction made in the city, and for murder, was cast 

into prison. And Rlate spake unto them again, de- 20 
siring to release Jesus ; but they shouted, saying, 21 
Crucify, crucify him. And he said unto tiiem the 22 
third tune. Why, what evil hath this man done? I 
have found no cause of death in him: I will there- 
fore chastise him and release him. But they were 23 
instantf with loud voices, asking that he mid^t be 
crucified. And their voices prevailed. And Pilate 24 

Save sentence that what they asked for should be 
one. And he released him that for insurrection 25 
and murder had been cast into prison, whom they 
asked for; but Jesus he delivered up to their wilL 

And when they led him away, they ladd hold upon 26 
one Simon of Cyrene, coming from the country, and 
laid on him the cross, to bear it after Jesus. 

And there followed him a great multitude of the 27 
people, and of women who bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jesus turning unto them said, Daughters 28 
of Jerusalem, weep not for me, but weep for your- 
selves, and for your children. For behold, the days 29 
arc coming, in which they shall say, Blessed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, and the 
breasts that never gave suck. Then shall they be- 30 

fin to say to the mountains, Fall on us; and to the 
ills, Cover us. For if they do these things in the 31 
green tree, what shall be done in the dry?

87 him vinegar, and saying. If thou art the King of 

38 the Jews, save thyself. And there was also a su- 
perscription over him, this is the king of the 

JEWS. 

39 And one of the malefactors which were hanged 
railed on him, saying. Art not thou the Christ? save 

40 thyself and us. But the other answered, and re- 
buking him said. Dost thou not even fear God, see- 

41 in? thou art in the same condemnation? And we 
indeed iustly ; for we receive the due reward of our 

42 deeds : but this man hath done nothing amiss. And , g^^^ ^^^^ 
he said, Jesus, remember me when thou comest ^n thoritia^i^ <!' 

43 thy kingdom. And he said unto him. Verily I say *'<*>'**"i^«- 
unto thee. To-day shalt thou be with me in Paradise. 

44 And it was now about the sixth hour, and a daa-k- 1 ^' ^ . ., 
ness came over the whole *land imtil the ninth hour, i^. *^ ^ 

45 *the sun's light failing: and the veil of the ^temple 6 0r,«iiM««arir 

46 was rent in me midst. "^And* when Jesus had cried ' ^x ^Jf^'^te 
with a loud voice, he said. Father, into thy hands I ^^Mid " 
commend my spirit : and having said this, he gave up 

47 the ghost. And when the centurion saw what was 
done, he glorified God, saying. Certainly this was a 

48 righteous man. And all the multitudes that came 
together to this sight, when they beheld the things 

49 that were done, returned smiting their breasts. And 
all his acquaintance, and the women that follow- 
ed with him from Galilee, stood afar off, seeing these 
things. 

50 And behold, a man named Joseph, who was a 
61 councillor, a good man and a righteous (he had not

Arimathasa, a city of the Jews, who was looking for

Andfhe said 19 
unto them, What things? And they said unto him.

The things ooncemlng Jesus of Nazareth, which was 
a prophet mighty in deed and word before God and 

20 all the people: and how the chief priests and our 
rulers delivered him up to be condemned to death, 

21 and crucified him. But we hoped that it was he 
which should redeem Israel. Yea and beside all 
this, it is now the third day since these things came 

22 to pass. Moreover certain women of our company 

23 amazed us, having been early at the tomb ; and when 
they found not ms body, they came, sayinff, that 
they had also seen a vision of angels, which said 

24 that he was alive. And certain of them that were 
with us went to the tomb, and found it even so as

Philip findeth 
Nathanael, and saith imto him. We have found him, 
of whom Moses in the law, and the prophets, did 

46 write, Jesus of Nazareth, the son of Joseph. And 
Nathanael said imto him, Can any good thing come 
out of Nazareth? Philip saith unto him, Come and 

47 see. Jesus saw Nathanael coming to him, and saith 
of him. Behold, an Israelite indeed, in whom is no 

48 guile I Nathanael saith imto him. Whence knowest 
thou me? Jesus answered and said unto him. Be- 
fore Philip called thee, when thou wast under the 

49 fi^ tree, I saw thee. Nathanael answered him, Bab- 
bi, thou art the Son of God; thou art King of Israel. 

60 Jesus answered and said unto him. Because I said 
unto thee, I saw thee underneath the fig tree, believ- 
est thou? thou shalt see greater things than these. 
51 And he saith unto him, V erily, verify, I say unto 
you, Ye shall see the heaven opened, and the angels 
of God ascending and descending upon the Son of 

man. 

2 And the third day there was a marriage in Cana 

2 of Galilee; and the mother of Jesus was there: and 
Jesus also was bidden, and his disciples, to the mar- 

8 riage. And when the wine failed, the mother of Je- 

4 sus saith unto him. They have no wine. And Jesus 
saith unto her. Woman, what have I to do wiUi 

5 thee? mine hour is not yet come. His mother saith 
unto the servants. Whatsoever he saith imto you, do 

6 it. Now there were six waterpots of stone set there 
after the Jews* manner of pmif ying, containing two 

7 or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto them. Fill 
the waterpots with water. And they filled them up 

8 to the brim. And he saith unto them. Draw out 

now, and bear unto the ^ruler of the feast. And « or, Kmcni 

9 they bare it. And when the ruler of the feast tasted 

the water *now become wine, and knew not whence * SmJm^ * ^'^ 
it was (but the servants which had drawn Uie water 
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knew), the ruler of the feast calleth the bridegroom, 
and saith unto him, Ereiy man setteth on mat the 10 
good wine; and when fnen have drunk freely, then 
that which is worse: thou hast kepjt the ^ooa wine 
until now. Tliis beeinnin^ of his signs did Jesus in 11 
Oana of Galilee, and manuested his glory; and his 
disciples believed on him. 

Alter this he went down to Capernaum, he, and 13 
his mother, and hia brethren, and his disciples: and 
there they abode not many days. 

And the passover of the Jews was at hand, and 13 
Jesus went up to Jerusalem. And he found in the 14 
temple those that sold oxen and sheep and doves, 
and the changers of money sitting: and he made a 15 
scourge of cords, and cast all out of the temple, both 
the sheep and the oxen; and he poured out the 
changers money, and overthrew their tables; and to 16 
them that sold the doves he said, Take these things 
hence ; moke not my Father's house a house of mer- 
chandise. His disciples remembered that it was 17 
written, The zeal of thine house* shall eat me up. 
The Jews tlierefore answered and said unto him, 18 
What sign shewest thou unto us, seein? that thou 
doest these things? Jesus answered and said unto 19 
1 Or, mtiutuanf them, Destroy this ^temple, and in three days I will 

raise it up. The Jews therefore said, Forty and six 20 
years was this Hemple in building, and wilt thou 
raise it up in three days? But he spake of the 2i 
Hemple of his bod^. When therefore he was raised 22 
from the dead, his disdples remembered that he 
spake this; and they believed the scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said. 

Now when he was in Jerusalem at the passover, 28 
durinj^ the feast, many believed on his name, behold- 
ing his signs which he did. But Jesus did not trust 24 
himself imto them, for that he knew all m^i, and 26 
because he needed not that any one should bear wit- 
' . . .*i»r!IIii ness concerning *maji; for he himself knew what 
was in man. 

Now there was a man of the Pharisees, named 3 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews: the same came 2 
unto Mm by night, and said to him, Rabbi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from God: for no man 
can do these signs that thou doest, except God be 
with him. Jesus answered and said unto him, Ver- 3

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ily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be bom

6 womb, and be bom ? Jesus answered, Verily, verily, 
I say unto thee. Except a man be bom of water and 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is bom of the flesh is flesh; and that 

7 which is bom of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not 

8 that I said unto thee. Ye must be bom "anew. «The ' SiuSl **'* 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest the 

voice thereof, but knowest not whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so is every one that is bom of 

9 the Spirit Nicodemus answered and said imto him, 

10 How can these things be ? Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Art thou the teacher of Israel, and under- 

11 standest not these things? Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee. We speak that we do know, and bear witness 
of that we have seen; and ye receive not our wit- 

12 ness. If I told you earthly things, and ye believe 
not, how shall ye believe, if I tell you heavenly 

13 things? And no man hath ascended into heaven, 

but he that descended out of heaven, even the Son a Many aaeient 

14 of man, 'which is in heaven. And as Moses lifted 3lfcf1?£*wi- 
up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the ••• 

15 Son of man be lifted up: that whosoever *believ- * jg; ,J^|^ •* 
eth may in him have eternal life. 

16 For God so loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever believeth on him 

17 should not perish, but have eternal life. For God 
sent not the Son into the world to judge the world; 
but that the world should be saved through him. 

18 He that believeth on him is not judged: he that be- 
lieveth not hath been judged already, because he 
hath not believed on the name of the only begotten 

19 Son of God. And this is the judgement, that the 
light is come into the world, and men loved the 
darkness rather than the light; for their works were 

20 evil. For every one that *doeth ill* hateth the light, s or, practma 
and Cometh not to the light, lest his works should

22 After these things came Jesus and his disciples 
into the land of JudsBa; and there he tarried with 

23 them, and baptized. And John also was baptizing in

yond Jordan, to whom thou hast borne witness, be- 
hold, the same baptizeth, and all men come to him. 
John answered and said, A man can receive noth- 27 
ing, except it have been given him from heaven. 
Te yourselves bear me witness, that I said, I am not 28 
the Christ, but, that I am sent before him. He that 29 
hath the bride is the bridegroom: but the friend of 
the bridegroom, which standeth and heareth him, 
rejoiceth greatly because of the bridegroom's voice: 
this my joy therefore is fulfilled. * He must increase, 80 
but I must decrease. 
He that cometh from above is above all: he that 31 
th?r?ti«%^'!f' is of the earth is of the earth, and of the earth he 
kSJ!r*b£Z, speaketh: "he that cometh from heaven is above all. 
«*•«•• 0/ «Aa< what he hath seen and heard, of that he beareth 32 
Uii^ •"» and ^itnegg. and no man receiveth his witness. • He that 83 
hath received his witness hath set his seal to this, that 
God is true. For he whom God hath sent speaketh 84 
the words of God: for he giveth not the Spirit by 
measure. The Father loveth the Bon, and hath given 86 
all things into his hand. He that believeth on the 86 
z Or, beiiwtihnoi Sou hath ctcmal life; but he that 'obeyeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but the wrath of God abideth 
on him. 

When therefore the Lord knew how that the 4 
Pharisees had heard that Jesus was making and 
baptizing more disciples than John (although Jesus 2 
himself baptized not, but his disciples), he left Ju- 3 
dsBa, and departed again into Galilee. And he must 4 
needs pass through Samaria. So he cometh to a 5 
city 01 Samaria, called Sychar, near to the parcel of 
^Qr.nring'. and ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph: and 6 
lit not'S' vii Jacob's *well was there. Jesus therefore, being 
11, 12. wearied with his journey, sat *thus by the *well. It 

6 Or, « «• iMw ^^g about the sixth hour. There cometh a woman 7 
of Samaria to draw water: Jesus saith unto her. 
Give me to drink. For his disciples were g:one 8 
away into the city to buy food. The Samaritan 9 
woman therefore saith imto him, How is it that

her, K thou knewest the gift of God, and who it is 

that saith to thee. Give me to drink; thou wouldest 
have asked of him, and he would have given thee 

11 living water. The woman saith unto him, *Sir, s or, Lord 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and the well is 

deep : from whence then hast thou that living water? 

12 Art thou greater than our father Jacob, which gave 
us the weS, and drank thereof himself, and his sons, 

13 and his cattle? Jesus answered and said unto her. 
Every one that drinketh of this water shall thirst 

14 again: but whosoever drinketh of the water that I 
shall give him shall never thirst; but the water that 
I shall give him shall become in him a weil of water 

15 springing up unto eternal life. The woman saith 
imto him, ^Sir, give me this water, that I thirst not, 

16 neither come all the way hither to draw. Jesus 
saith unto her. Go, call thy husband, and come hith- 

17 er. The woman answered and said unto him, I 
have no husband. Jesus saith unto her, Thou saidst 

18 weU, I have no husband: for thou hast had five hus- 
bands; and he whom thou now hast is UQt thy hus- 

19 band: this hast thou said truly. The woman saith 
unto him, *Sir, I perceive that thou art a prophet. 

20. Our fathers worshipped in this mountain; and ye 
say, that in Jerusalem is the place where men ought 

21 to worship. Jesus saith unto her. Woman, believe 
me, the hour cometh, when neither in this mountain, 

22 nor in Jerusalem, shall ye worship the Father. Ye 
worship that which ye know not: we worship that 
whidi we know: for salvation is from the Jews. 

23 But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true 
worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and 3 ^^ .^ ^^ ^^ 
truth: 'for such doth the Father seek to be his wor- j&i^Juto uJ- 

24 shippers. *God is a Spirit: and they that worship ^^-^^^^.^ .^ 

25 him must worship in spirit and truth. The woman '' " ^ 
saith unto him, I know that Messiah cometh (which 

is called Christ^: when he is come, he will declare 

26 unto us all things. Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak unto thee am he. 

27 And upon this came his disciples; and they mar- 
velled that he was speaking with a woman; yet no 
man said. What seekest thou? or. Why speakest 

28 thou with her? So the woman left her waterpot, 
and went away into the city, and saith to the men, 

29 Come, see a man, which told me all things that 
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efoer I did: can this be the Christ? They went out 80 
of the city, and were coming to him. In the mean 31 
while the disciples prayed him, saying, Rabbi, eat. 
But he said imto them, I have meat to eat that ye 32 
know not. The disciples therefore said one to an- 38 
other, Hath any man brought him oAighJt to eat? 
Jesus saith unto them. My meat is to do the will of 34 
him that sent me, and to accomplish his work. Sav 35 
not ye. There are yet four months, and then cometh

gether. For herein is the saymg true. One soweth, 37 
and another reapeth. I sent you to reap that where- 38 
on ye have not laboured : others have laboiu:ed, and 
ye are entered into their labour. 

And from that city many of the Samaritans be- 88 
lieved on him because of the word of the woman, 
who teslafied. He told me all things lliat ener I did. 
So when the Samaritans came unto him, they be- 40 
sought him to abide with them: and he abode there 
two days. And many more believed because of his 41 
word; and they said, to the woman. Now we be- 42 
lieve, not because of thy speaking: for we have 
heard for ourselves, and know that this is indeed 
the Saviour of the world. 

And after the two days he went forth from 43 
thence into Galilee. For Jesus himself testified, 44 
that a prophet hath no honour in his own coimtry. 
So when he came into Galilee, the Galilseans receiv- 45 
ed him, having seen all the things that he did in Je- 
rusalem at the feast: for they also went unto the 
feast. 

He came therefore again unto Cana of Galilee, 46 
where he made the water wine. And there was a 

s Or, Jc^t qficer Certain Nobleman, whose son was sick at Caperna- 
um. When he heard that Jesus was come out of 47 
Judsea into Galilee, he went unto him, and besought 
him that he would come down, and heal his son; for 
he was at the point of death. Jesus therefore said 48 
imto him, Except ye see signs and wonders, ye will 
in no wise believe. The Nobleman saith imto him, 49 

8 Or, zonf »Sir, come down ere my child die. Jesus saith tmto 50 

him, Go thy way ; thy son liveth. The man believed 
the word that Jesus spake unto him, and he went 

4 Gr. boMhervant$. Jug -^ay. And as he was now going down, his *ser- 51 
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53 yants met him, saying, tliat his son lived. So he in- 
qnired of them the hour when he began to amend. 
They said therefore unto hun, Yesteroay at the sev- 

53 enth hour the fever left him. So the father knew 
that it WM at that hour in which Jesus said unto 
him, Thy son liveth: and himself beUeved, and his 

54 whole house. This is again the second sign that 

Jesus did, having come out of Judaea into Galilee, i M«iiT«id«iti«i-

10 Now it was the sabbath on that day. So the Jews 
said unto him that was cured. It is the sabbath, and 4 or. ior«i 

11 it is not lawful for thee to take up thv bed. But he 
answered them. He that made me wnole, the same 

12 said unto me, Take up thy bed, and walk. They 
asked him, Who is tiie man that said unto thee. Take 

13 up thy hedy and walk? But he that was healed wist 
not who it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself 

14 away, a multitude being in the place. Afterward 
Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said unto him. 
Behold, thou art made whole: sin no more, lest a 

15 worse thing befall thee. The man went away, and 
told the Jews that it was Jesus which had made 

16 him whole. And for this cause did the Jews per- 
secute Jesus, because he did these things on the 

17 sabbath. But Jesus answered them. My Father 
ISworketh even until now, and I work. For this 

cause therefore the Jews sought the more to kill 
him, because he not only brake the sabbath, but 
also called God his own Father, making himself 
equal with God. 
19 Jesus therefore answered and said unto them. 
Verily, verily, I say unto you. The Son can do 
nothing of himself, but what he seeth the Father 
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doin^: for what things soever he doeth, these the 
Son also doeth in like manner. For the Father 20 
lovctli the Son, and sheweth him all things that 
himself doeth: and greater works than these will 
he shew him, that ye may marvel. For as thedl 
Father raiseth the dead and quickeneth them, even 
so the Son also quickeneth whom he wHl. For 22 
neither doth the Father judge any man, but he hath 
^ven all judgement imto the Son; that all may 28 
honour the Son, even as they honour the Father. 
He that honoureth not the Son honoureth not the 
Father which sent him. Verilv, verily, I say imto 24 
you. He that heareth my word, and believeth him 
that sent me, hath eternal life, and cometh not into 
judgement, but hath passed out of death into life. 
Venljr, verily, I say imto you, The hour cometh, and 25 
now IS, when the dead shall hear the voice of the 
Son of God; and the^ that hear shall live. For as 26 
the Father hath life m himself, even so gave he to 
the Son also to have life in himself: and he gave 27 
him authority to execute judgement, because he is 

1 0r, a Ml <>/ IMS 'the Son of man*. Marvel not at this : for the hour 28 
cometh, in which all that are in the tombs shall 
hear his voice, and shall come forth; they that have 29 
done good, imto the resurrection of life; and they 

sottpraeHted that havo Mouc ill, imto the resurrection of judge- 
ment. 

I can of myself do nothing: as I hear, I judge: 30 
and my judgement is righteous; because I seek not 
mine own will, but the will of him that sent me. If 81 
I bear witness of myself, my witness is not true. It 32 
is another that beareth witness of me; and I know 
that the witness which he witnesseth of me is true. 
Ye have sent unto John, and he hath borne witness 33 
unto the truth. But the witness which I receive is 34 
not from man: howbeit I say these things, that ye 
may be saved. He was the lamp that bumeth and 35 
shineth: and ye were willing to rejoice for a season 
in his light. But the witness which I have is g:eater 36 
than that of John: for the works which the Father 
hath given me to accomplish, the very works liat I 
do, bear witness of me, that the Father hath sent 
me. And the Father which sent me, he hath borne 37 
witness of me. Ye have neither heard his voice at 
any time, nor seen his form. And ye have not his 38 
word abiding in you: for whom he sent, him ye be-

45 ye seek not? Think not that I will accuse you to «*'y«»«- 
the Father: there is one that accuseth you, emn 

46 Moses, on whom ye have set your hope. For if ye 
believed Moses, ye would believe me; for he v^rote 

47 of me. But if ye believe not his writings, how shall 
ye believe my words? 

6 After these things Jesus went away to the other 
side of the sea of Galilee, which is the aea ot Tibe- 

2 rias. And a great multitude followed him, because 
they beheld the signs which he did on them that 

3 were sick. And Jesus went up into the mountain, 

4 and there he sat with his disciples. Now the pass- 

5 over, the feast of the Jews, was at hand. Jesus 
therefore lifting up his eyes, and seeing that a great 
multitude cometh unto him, saith imto Philip, 
Whence are we to buy ^bread, that these may eat?3Gr.fo«M«. 

6 And this he said to prove him: for he himself knew 

7 what he would do. Philip answered him. Two ^ g^ marrfnai 
hundred ^pennyworth of 'bread is not sufficient for note on Matt. 

8 them, that every one may take a little. One of his *'*"* ^' 
disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's brother, saith imto 

9 him. There is a lad here, which hath five barley 
loaves, and two fishes: but what are these among 

10 so many? Jesus said. Make the people sit down. 
Now there was much grass in the place. So the 
men sat down, in number about five thousand. 

11 Jesus therefore took the loaves; and having given 
thanks, he distributed to them that were set down; 
likewise also of the fishes as much as tkej would. 

12 And when they were filled, he saith unto his dis- 
ciples. Gather up the broken pieces which remain 

13 over, that nothing be lost. So they gathered them 
up, and filled twelve baskets with broken pieces 
from the five barley loaves, which remained over 

14 unto them that had eaten. When therefore the 5 gome ancient an- 
people saw the *sign which he did, they said. This H»<>ri«« ««» 
is of a truth the prophet that cometh into the world. ***"* 

15 Jesus therefore perceiving tiiat they were about 

11 
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to ccHne and take him by force, to make him king, 
wiUidrew again into the mountain himself alone. 

And when evening came, his disciples went down 16 
unto the sea; and they entered into a boat, and 17 
were going oyer the sea unto CapemauuL And it 
was now dark, and Jesus had not yet come to them. 
And tiie sea was rising by reason of a great wind 18 
that blew. When therefore they had rowed about 19 
five and twenty or thirty furlongs, they behold 
Jesus walking on the sea, and drawing nigh unto 
the boat: and they were afraid. But he saith unto 20 
them. It is I; be not afraid. They were willing 21 
therefore to receive him into the boat: and straight- 
way the boat was at the land whither they were 
going. 

On the morrow the multitude which stood on the 22 
other side of the sea saw that there was none other

with his disciples into the boat, but th€U his disciples 

sGr.iJMfaiMta. went away alone (howbdt there came 'boats from 28

multitude therefore saw that Jesus was not there, 
neither his disciples, they themselves got into the 
"boats, and came to Capemaiun, seeldng Jesus. 
And when they found him on the other side of the 25 
sea, they said unto him. Rabbi, when earnest thou 
hither? Jesus answered them and said, Verily, 26 
verily, I say unto you, Ye seek me, not because ye 
saw signs, but because ve ate of the loaves, and were 
filled. Work not for the meat which perisheth, but 27 
for the meat which abideth unto eternal life, which 
the Son of man shall give unto you: for him the 
Father, ef>en God, hath sealed. They said therefore 28 
unto him, What must we do, that we may work the 
works of God? Jesus answered and said unto them, 29 
This is the work of God, that ye believe on him 

< Or, A« Mm whom *he hath sent. They said therefore unto him, 30 
What then doest thou for a sign, that we may see, 
and believe thee? what workest thou? Our fathers 81 
ate the manna in the wilderness; as it is written. He 
gave them bread out of heaven to eat. Jesus there- 82 
fore said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you. 
It was not Moses that gave you the bread out of 
heaven; but my Father giveth you the true bread 
out of heaven. For the bread of Qod is that which 83 
cometh down out of heaven, and giveth life unto 
the world. They said therefore unto him, Lord, 84 
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85 evermore give us this bread. Jesus said unto them, 
I am the bread of life: he that cometh to me shall 
not hunser, and he that believeth on me shall never 

86 thirst. But I said unto you, that ye have seen me, 

87 and yet believe not. All that which the Father 
giveth me shall come unto me; and him that cometh 

88 to me I will in no wise cast out. For I am come 
down from heaven, not to do mine own will, but the 

89 will of him that sent me. And this is the will of him 
that sent me, that of all that which he hath given me 
I should lose nothing, but should raise it up at the 

40 last day. For this is the will of my Father, that 
every one that beholdeth the Son, and believeth on 

him, should have eternal life; and *I will raise him * Si?*?- •»?*** 
up at the last day. 

41 The Jews therefore murmured concerning him, 
because he said, I am the bread which came down 

42 out of heaven. And they said, Is not this Jesus, the 
son of Joseph, whose father and mother we know? 
how doth he now say, I am come down out of 

48 heaven? Jesus answered and said imto them, Mur- 

44mur not among yourselves. No man can come to 

me, except the Father which sent me draw him: 

45 and I will raise him up in the last day. It is written 
in the prophets. And they shall all be taught of God. 
Every one that hath heard from the Father, and hath 

46 learned, cometh unto me. Not that anv man hath 
seen the Father, save he which is from God, he hath 

47 seen the Father. Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 

48 that believeth hath etenial life. I am the bread of 

49 life. Your fathers did eat the manna in the wilder- 

50 ness, and they died. This is the bread which com- 
etii down out of heaven, that a man may eat thereof, 

51 and not die. I am the living bread which came 
down out of heaven : if any man eat of this 
bread, he shall live for ever: yea and the bread 
which I will give is my flesh, for the life of the 
world. 

52 The Jews therefore strove one with another, say- 
ing, How can this man give us his flesh to eat? 

53 Jesus therefore said unto them. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of man 
and (frink his blood, ye have not life in yourselves. 

54 He that eateth my flesh and drinketh my blood hath 
eternal life; and I will raise him up at the last day. 

55 For my flesh is «meat indeed, and my blood is Mrmk , ^l' ^ JJt^ 

56 indeed. He that eateth my flesh and drinketh my 
67 blood abideth in me, and I in him. As the living 
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Father sent me, and I live because of the Father; so 
he that eateth me, he also shall live because of me. 
This is the bread which came ^own out of heaven: 58 
not as the fathers did eat, and died: he that eateth 
this bread shall live for ever. These things said he 50 

1 or.atgnoffo^ in 'thc s3magogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 

Idan^ therefore of his disciples, when thejr heard 60 

sor,im tlUSy said, This is a hard saying; who can hear Mt? 

But Jesus knowing in himself mat his disciples mur- 61 
mured at this, said imto them. Doth this cause you 
to stumble? WTiat then if ye should behold the Hon 63 
of man ascending where he was before? It is the 63 
spirit that quickeneth; the flesh profiteth nothing: 
the words that I have spoken unto you are spirit, 
and are life. But there are some of you that believe 64 
not. For Jesus knew from the beginning who they 
were that believed not, and who it was that should 
betray him. And he said, For this cause have 1 65 
said unto you, that no man can come unto me, ex- 
cept it be given unto him of the Father. 

Upon tUs many of his disciples went back, and 66 
walked no more with him. Jesus said therefore 67 
unto the twelve. Would ye also go away? Simon 68 
Peter answered him, Lord, to whom shall we go? 

sor, A<H( worth thou 'hast thc words of eternal life. And we have 69 
believed and know that thou art the Holy One of 
Qod. Jesus answered them. Did not I choose you 70 
Uie twelve, and one of you is a devil? Now he spake 71 
of Judas ^ 9(m of Simon Iscariot, for he it was that 
should betray him, being one of the twelve. 

And after these thin^ Jesus walked in Galilee: 7 
for he wotQd not walk m Judaea, becatise the Jews 
sought to kill him. Now the feast of the Jews, the 2 
feast of tabernacles, was at hand. His brethren 3 
therefore said imto him, Depart hence, and go into 
Judflea, Uiat thy disciples also may behold thy works

10 But when Ms br^hren were gone up unto the

12 the feast, and said, Where is he? And there was 
much murmuring among the multitudes concerning 
him: some said. He is a good man; others said, 

18 Not so, but he leadeth the multitude astray. How- 
belt no man spake openly of him for fear of the 
Jews. 

14 But when it was now the midst of the feast Jesus 

15 went up into the temple, and taught. The Jews 
therefore marvelled, saying. How knoweth this man 

16 letters, having never learned? Jesus therefore an- 
swered them, and said. My teaching is not mine, 

17 but his that sent me. If any man willeth to do his 
will, he shall know of the teaching, whether it be 

18 of God, or whether I speak from myself. He that 
speaketii from himself seeketh his own glory : but he 
that seeketh the glory of him that sent mm, the same 

19 is true, and no unrighteousness is in him. Did not 
Moses give you the law, and pet none of you doeUi 

20 the law ? Why seek ye to kill me? The multitude 
answered.

21 t^ee? JesTis answered and said unto them, I did one s or, nutr^ei &•■ 

22 work,and ye all Marvel. For this cause hath Moses* SSi h!uk ^^ 
given you circumcision (not that it is of Moses, but yomdrfmeuim, 
of the fathers); and on the sabbath ^e circumcise a 

23 man. If a man receiveth circimicision on the sab- 
bath, that the law of Moses may not be broken; are 
ye wroth with me, because I made a man every whit 

24 wholef on the sabbath? Judge not according to ap- 
pearance, but judge righteous judgement 

25 Some therefore of them of Jerusalem said. Is not 

26 this he whom they seek to kill? And lo, he speak- 
eth openly, and they sav nothing unto him. Can it 
be that the rulers indeed know that this is the Christ? 

27 Howbeit we know this man whence he is: but when 
the Christ cometh, no one knoweth whence he is. 

28 Jesus therefore cried in the temple, teaching and 
saying. Ye both know me, and know whence I am; 
and 1 am not come of myself, but he that sent me 

29 is true, whom ye know not. I know him; because

The Phari- S2 
sees heard the multitude murmuring these things 
concerning him; and the chief priests and the PhS- 
isees sent officers to take him. Jesus therefore said, 88 
Yet a little while am I with you, and I go unto him 
that sent me. Ye shall seek me, and shall not find 84 
me: and where I am, ye cannot come. The Jews 85 
therefore said among themselves. Whither will this 
man go that we shaUnot find him? will he go unto 

iGr.^. the Dispersion 'among the Greeks, and teach the 

Greeks? What is this word that he said. Ye shall 36 
seek me, and shall not find me: and where I am, ye 
cannot come? 

Now on the last day, the great day of the feast, 87 
Jesus stood and cried, saying, ^ any man thirst, let 
him come unto me, and drmk. H!e that believeth 88 
on me, as the scripture hath said, out of his bellv* 
shall flow rivers of living water. But this spake 89 

9Someanei«ntao>he of the Spirit, which they that believed on him 
ui^SSrspfZ^^^ *o receive: "for the Spirit was not yet given; 
iwMiiuytijB«»M. because Jesus was not yet glorified. 8(^me of the 40 
multitude therefore, when they heard these words, 
said, This is of a truth the prophet. Others said, 41 
This is the Christ. But some said. What, doth the 
Christ come out of Galilee? Hath not the scripture 42 
said that the Christ cometh of the seed of David, 
and from Bethlehem, the village where David was? 
So there arose a division in the multitude because 48 
of him. And some of them would have t^en him ; 44 
but no man laid hands on him. 

The officers therefore came to the cliief priests 45 
and Pharisees; and they said unto them, Why did 
ye not bring him? The officers answered. Never 46 
man so spake. The Pharisees therefore answered 47 
them. Are ye also led astray? Hath any of the 48 
rulers believed on him, or of the Pharisees? But 49 
this multitude which knoweth not the law are ac- 
cursed.

No, but he is like him. He said, I tan he, Hiey 10 
said therefore unto him. How then were thine eyes 
opened? He answered, The man that is called 11 
Jesus made clay, and anointed mine eyes, and said 
unto me, Go to Siloam, and wash: so I went away 
and washed, and I received sight. And they said 12 
unto him. Where is he? He saith, I know not. 

They bring to the Pharisees him that aforetime 13 
was blmd.

23 should be put out of the synagogue. Therefore said 
24 his parents, He is of age; ask him. So they called 

a second time the man that was blind, and said 
imto him, Give glory to God: we know that this 

25 man i^a sinner. He therefore answered, Whether

26 whereas I was blind, now I see. They said there- 
fore unto him, What did he to thee? how opened

85 Jesus heard that they had cast him out ; and find- , ^

87 that I may believe on him? Jesus said unto him. 
Thou hast both seen him, and he it is that speaketh

40 Those of the Pharisees which were with him heard 
these thinss, and said unto him. Are we also blind? 

41 Jesus said unto them, If ye were blind, ye would 
have no sin: but now ye say.

10 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that entereth 
not by the door into the fold of the sheep, but 
climbeth up some other way, the same is a thief and

and he went forth out of their hand. 

40 And he went away again beyond Jordan into the 
place where John was at the first baptizing; and 

41 there he abode. And many came unto him; and 
they said, John indeed did no sign : but all things 

42 whatsoever John spake of this man were true. And 

many believed on him there. 
11 Now a certain man was sick, Lazarus of Betha- 
ny, of the villaee of Mary and her sister Martha.

The disciples say unto 8 
him, Rabbii the Jews were but now seeking to stone 
thee ; and goest thou thither again? Jesus answered, 9 
Ar6 there not twelve hours in the day? K a man 
walk in the day, he stumbleth not, beoiuse he seeth 
the light of this world. But if a man walk in the 10 
night, he stumbleth, because the light is not in him. 
These things spake he: and after tms he saith unto 11 
them, Our friend Lazarus is fallen asleep; but I ^o, 
that I may awake him out of sleep. The disciples 13 
therefore said imto him. Lord, if he is fallen asleep, 

I Or, utmtd, he will 'recover. Now Jesus had spoken of his 18 
death: but they thought that he spake of taking 
rest in sleep. Then Jesus tlierefore said imto them 14 
plainly, Lazarus is dead. And I am glad for your 15 
sakes that I was not there, to the intent ye may be- 
lieve; nevertheless let us go unto him. Thomas 16 

sTiiaiii,2w<ik therefore, who is called 'Didymus, said unto his 
feUow-disciples, Let us also go, that we may die 
with him. 

So when Jesus came, he found that he had been 17 
in the tomb four da3rs already. Now Bethanv was 18 
nigh imto Jerusalem, about fifteen furlongs off; and 19 
many of the Jews had come to Martlia and Mary, 
to console them concerning their brother. Martha 20 
therefore, when she heard that Jesus was coming, 
went and met him: but Mary still sat in the house. 
Martha therefore said unto Jesus, Lord, if thou 21 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. And 22 
even now I know that, whatsoever thou shalt ask of 
God, God will j^ve thee.

Martha saith unto him, 1 24 
know that he shall rise again in the resurrection at 
the last day. Jesus said unto her, I am the resur- 25 
rection, and the life : he that believeth on me, though 
he die, yet shall he live: and whosoever liveth and 20 
believeth on me shall never die. Bdievest thou this ? 
She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: I have believed that 27 
thou art the Christ, the Son of God, eten he that 
Cometh into the world. And when she had said 28 
^f^terSiT' this, she went away, and called Mary ^her sister se-

86 The Jews therefore said. Behold how he loved him! 

37 But some of them said, Could not this man, which

Jesus therefore . j. ^. ,„^,^ 
a^ain ^groaning in himself cometh to the tomb. wi^iiZanaUom 

89 Now it was a cave, and a stone lay 'against it. Je- •»*•«*'/ 
BUS saith, Take ye away the stone. Martha, the * ^' *'** 
sister of him that was dead, saith unto him. Lord, 
by this time he stinketh: for he hath been dead four 

40 days. Jesus saith unto her. Said I not unto thee, 
that, if thou believedst, thou shouldest see the glory 

41 of God? So they took away the stone. And Jesus 
lifted up his eyes, and said, Father, I thank thee 

42 that thou heardest me. And I knew that thou hear- 
est me always: but because of the multitude which 

■ standeth around I said it, that they may believe 

43 that thou didst send me. And when he had thus 
spoken, he cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 

44 forth. He that was dead came forth, bound hand 

and foot with ^grave-clothes ; and his face was bound i or, grate-bmuk 
about with a napkin. Jesus saith unto them. Loose 
him, and let him go. 

45 Many therefore of the Jews, which came to Mary g Many ancient ««■ 
and beheld ®that which he did, believed on him. rti*liuS1l 

46 But some of them went aw^ to the Pharisees, and dSf ^'^ 
told them the things which Jesus had done. 

47 The chief priests therefore and the Pharisees 
gathered a coundl, and said, What do we? for this 

48 man doeth many signs. If we let him thus alone, 
all men will beheve on him: and the Romans will 
come and take away both our place and our nation. 

49 But a certain one of them, Caiaphas, being high 
priest that year, said unto them. Ye know nothing 

50 at all, nor do ye take account that it is expedient 
for you that one man should die for the people, and 

61 that the whole nation perish not. Now this he said 
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not of himself: but being higli priest that year, he 
prophesied that Jesus should die for the nation; 
and not for the nation oniy, but tiuit he might also 53 
gather together into one the childI^en of God that 
are scattered abroad. So from that day forth they 53 
took counsel that they might put him to death. 

Jesus therefore walked no more openly among 54 
the Jews, but departed thence into the country near 
to the wilderness, into a city called Ephraim; and 
there he tarried with the disciples. Now the pass- 55 
over of the Jews was at hand: and many went up 
to Jerusalem out of the countiy before the pass- 
over, to purifv themselves. They sought therefore 56 
for Jesus, and spake one with another, as they stood 
in the temple, What think ye? That he will not 
come to the feast? Now the chief priests and the 57 
Pharisees had given commandment, that, if any man 
knew where he was, he should shew it, that they 
might take him. 

Jesus therefore six days before the passover camel 2 
to Bethany, where Lazarus was, whom Jesus raised 
from the dead. So they made him a supper there: 3 
and Martha served; but Lazarus was one of them

The common people therefore of the Jews learned 9 
that he was there: and they came, not for Jesus' 
sake only, but that they might see Lazarus also, 
whom he had raised from the dead. But the chief 10 
priests took counsel that they might put Lazai-us 
also to death; because that by reason of him many 11

swereth them, saying, The hour is come, that the

earth and die, it abideth by itself alone ; but if it die,

him follow me ; and where I am, there shall also my 
servant be : if any man serve me, him will the Father 

27 honour. Now is my soul troubled; and what shall 

I say? Father, save me from this ^hour. But for«or,*o»f/ 

28 this cause came I unto this hour. Father, glorify 
thy name. There came therefore a voice out of 
heaven, saying, I have both glorified it, and will glo-

by, and heard it, said that it had thundered: others 

30 said, An angel hath spoken to him. Jesus answered 
and said. This voice hath not come for my sake, but

These things said Isaiah, because he saw his glory; 41 
and he spake of him. Nevertheless even of the 42

glory of men more tmin the glory of God*. 

And Jesus cried and said, He that believeth on me, 44 
believeth not on me, but on him that sent me. And 45 
he that beholdeth me beholdeth him that sent me. 
I am come a light into the world, that whosoever 46 
believeth on me may not abide in the darkness. And 47 
if any man hear my sayings, and keep them not, I 
judge him not: for I came not to judge the world, 
but to save the world. He that rejecteth me, and 48 
reoeiveth not niy sayings, hath one that judgeth him : 
the word that I spake, the same shall ]udge him in 
the last dajr. For I spake not from myseu ; but the 49 
Father which sent me, he hath given me a com- 
mandment, what I should say, and what I should 
speak. And I know that his commandment is life 50 
eternal: the things therefore which I speak, even as 
the Father hath said unto me, so I speak.

4 forth from God, and goeth imto €h)d, riseth from 
supper, and lajeth aside his ^rments; and he took 

5 a towel, and gurded himself. Then he poureth water 
into the bason, and beean to wash the disciples' feet, 
and to wipe them with the towel wherewith he was 

6 girded. So he cometh to Simon Peter. He saith 

7 imto him, Lord, dost thou wash my feet? Jesus an- 
swered and said imto him. What I do thou knowest 

8 not now; but thou shalt understand hereafter. Pe- 
ter saith unto him, Thou shalt never wash my feet. 
Jesus answered him, H I wash thee not, thou hast

But these 
things have I spoken unto you, ttiat when their hour 
is come, ye may remember them, how that I told you.

14 Caiaphas, which was high priest that year. Now 
Oaiaphas was he which gave counsel to the Jews, 
that it was expedient that one man should die for 
the people. 

15 And Simon Peter followed Jesus, and 90 did an- 
other disciple. Now that disciple was known unto 
the high priest, and entered in with Jesus into the 

IG court of Uie high priest; but Peter was standing at 
the door without. So the other disciple, which was 
known unto the high priest, went out and spake 
unto her that kept the door, and brought in Peter. 

17 The maid therefore that kept the door saith unto 
Peter, Art thou also one of this man's disciples? He 

18 saith, I am not. Now the Servants and the officers 4 or. bondaenanu, 
were standing theret having made *a fire of coals;6Gr.ajtr«^eA«f^ 
for it was cold ; and they were warming themselves : **^- 

and Peter also was with them, standing and warm- 
inghimself. 

19 The high priest therefore asked Jesus of his dis- 

20 ciples, and oi his teaching. Jesus answered him, I

21 come together; and in secret spake I nothing. Why 
askest thou me? ask them that have heard me, what 
I spake unto them: behold, these know the things 

22 which I said. And when he had said this, one of

23 saying, Answerest thou the high priest so? Jesus 
answered him, If I have spoken evil, bear witness

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Notr Simon Peter was standing and wanning 25 
himself. They said therefore unto him, Art thou 
also one of his disciples?

Ouo of the ^rvauts of the high priest, beine 26 
a kinsman of him whose ear Peter cut on, saiUi, Did 
not I see thee in the garden with him? Peter there- 27 
fore denied again: and straightway the cock crew. 
They lead <^us therefore irom Caiaphas into the 28 

tor. iVfltorfiM. *palace: and it was early; and they themselves en- 
tered not into the *palace, that they might not be 
defiled, but might eat the passover. Pilate there- 29 
fore went out unto them, and saith. What accusa- 
tion bring ye against this man? They answered 30 
and said unto hun. If this man were not an eyll- 
doer, we should not have delivered him up unto 
thee. Pilate therefore said unto them, Take him 81 

Yourselves, and judge him according to your law. 
'he Jews said unto him. It is not lawful for us to 
put any man to death: that the word of Jesus 32 
might be fulfilled, which he spake, signifying by 
wlmt manner of death he should die. 

Pilate therefore entered again into the "palace, 83 
and called Jesus, and said unto him. Art thou the 
King of the Jews? Jesus answered, Sayest thou 84 
this of thyself, or did others tell it thee concerning 
me? Pilate answered, Am I a Jew? Thine own 85 
nation and the chief priests delivered thee unto me: 
what hast thou done? Jesus answered. My king- 36 
dom is not of this world: if my kingdom were of 
'^V^jJ^ig^jSfthis world, then would my ^rvants fight, that I 
should not be delivered to the Jews: but now is 
my kingdom not from hence. Pilate therefore said 87 
4 Or 7?bw My«i( ^^^ him, Art thou a king then? Jesus answered, 
tt, U«*iM / am ♦Thou sayest that I am a king*. To this end have 
' "'' I been bom, and to this end am I come into the 

world, that I should bear witness unto the truth. 
Every one that is of the truth heareth my voice. 
Pilate saith unto him. What is truth? 88 

And when he had said this, he went out again 
imto the Jews, and saith unto them, I find no crime 
in him. But ye have a custom, that I should re- 89 
lease unto you one at the passover: will ye there- 
fore that I release unto you the King of the Jews? 
They cried out therefore again, saying, Kot this man, 40 
but Barabbas. Now Barabbas was a robber.

6 the man! When therefore the chief priests and 
the officers saw him, they cried out, saying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto them. Take him 
yourselves, and crucify him: for I find no crime in 

7 him. The Jews answered him, We have a law, and 
by that law he ought to die, because he made him- 

8 self the Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard 

9 this saying, he was the more afraid; and he entered 

into the "palace again, and saith unto Jesus, Whence s Qr.F^Biorium. 

10 art thou? But tiesus gave him no answer. Pilate 
therefore saith unto mm, Speakest thou not unto 

me? knowest thou not that I have ^ower to re- s or, antAorJi^ 

11 lease thee, and have "power to crucify thee? Jesus 
answered him. Thou wouldest have no "power 
against me, except it were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me imto thee hath great- 

12 er sin. Upon this Pilate sought to release him: 
but the Jews cried out, saying. If thou release this 
man, thou art not Ceesar's fnend: every one that 
maketh himself a king *sp€aketh against Csesar. * 2? •Rpourt ov 

18 When Pilate therefore heard these words, he 
brought Jesus out, and sat down on the judgement- 
seat at a place called The Pavement^ but in He- 

14 brew, Gabbatha. Now it was the Prejyaration of 
the passover: it was about the sixth hour. And he 

15 saith unto the Jews, Behold, your £ang 1 They there- 
fore cried out, Away with him, away with him, cru- 
cify him. Pilate saith unto tiiem, Shall I crucify 
your King? The chief priests answered. We have 

16 no king but Caesar. Then therefore he delivered 
him unto them to be crucified. 

17 They took Jesus therefore: and he went out, 
bearing the cross for himself, imto the place called 
The place of a skull, which is called in Hebrew 

18 Golgotha: where they crucified him, and with him 
two others, on either side one, and Jesus in the midst. 

19 And Pilate wrote a title also, and put it on the cross. 
And there was written, jesus op naza^beth, the 
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' ^'£^Si Sm^ ^°^® ^^ ""^^ JEWS. This title therefore read many 20 
7mm S tmA- of the Jcws: ^or the place where Jesus was cruci- 
fif/" *^ ** fled was nigh to the city: and it was written in 

Hebrew, and in Latin, and in Greek. The chief 21 
priests of the Jews therefore said to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews; but, that he said, I am 
King of the Jews. Pilate answered. What I have 22 
written I have written. 

The soldiers therefore, when they had crucified 23 
Jesus, took his garments, and made four jyarts, to 
every soldier a part; and also the ^K)at: now the 

9 Or, iMM V;oat was without seam, woven from the top through- 
out. They said therefore one to another, Let ns not 24 
rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be: that 
the scripture misht be fulfilled, which saith. 
They parted my garments among l^em, 
And upon my vesture did they cast lots. 
These thin^ therefore the soldiers did. But there 25 
were standmg by the cross of Jesus his mother, and 
his mother's sister, Mary the mfe of Clopas, and 
Maiy Magdalene. When Jesus therefore saw his 26 
mother, and the disciple standing by, whom he 
loved, he saith unto his mother. Woman, behold, 
thy son I Then saith he to the disciple. Behold, thy 27 
mother 1 And from that hour the disciple took her 
unto his own hofM. 

After this Jesus, knowing that all things are now 28 
finished, that the scripture might be accomplished, 
saith, I thirst There was set there a vessel full of 29 
vinegar: so they put a sponge full of the vinegar 
upon hyssop, ajod brought it to his mouth. When 30 
Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he said, 
It is finished: and he bowed his head, and gave up 
his spirit 

The Jews therefore, because it was the Prepara- 31 
tion, that the bodies should not remain on the cross 
upon the sabbath (for the day of that sabbath was a 
high day\ asked of Pilate that their legs might be 
broken, and that they might be taken away. The 32 
soldiers therefore came, and brake the legs of the 
first, and of the other which was crucified with 
him: but when they came to Jesus, and saw that 33 
he was dead already, tiiey brake not his legs: how- 34 
beit one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his 
side, and straightway there came out blcxtd and wa- 
ter. And he that hath seen hath borne witness, 35 
and his witness is true: and he knoweth that he 
saith true, that ye also may believe. For these 36 
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things came to pass, that the scripture might be 

37 fulfilled, A bone of him shall not be ^broken. And » or, miAtd, 
a^ain another scripture saith, Tbey shall look on 

hun whom they pierced. 

38 And after these things Joseph of Arimathsea, be- 
ing a disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear of the 
Jews, asked of Pilate that he might take away the 
body of Jesus: and Pilate gave him leave. He 

39 came therefore, and took away his body. And 

there came also Nicodemus, he who at the first came « m^ , .

to him by mght, bnnsing a 'mixture of myrrh and thontiM nad 

40 aloes, about a hxmdrea pound toefght. So they took '^ 
the body of Jesus, and bound it in linen cloUis with 
the spices, as the custom of the Jews is to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was crucified there was 
a garden; and in the garden a new tomb wherein 

42 was never man yet laid. There then because of 
the Jews' Preparation (for the tomb was nigh at 
hand) they laid Jesus. 

20 ^ow on the first dap of the week cometh Mary 

Magdalene early, while it was yet dark, unto the 

tomb, and seeth the stone taken away from the 

2 tomb. She runneth therefore, and cometh to Si- 
mon Peter, and to the other disciple, whom Jesus 
loved, and saith unto them. They have taken away 
the Lord out of the tomb, and we know not where 

8 they have laid him. Peter therefore went forth, 
and the other disciple, and they went toward the 

4 tomb. And they ran both together: and the other 
disciple outran Peter, and came first to the tomb; 

5 and stooping and looking in, he seeth the linen 

6 cloths lying; yet entered he not in. Simon Peter 
therefore also cometh, following him, and entered 
into the tomb; and he beholdeth the linen cloths 

7 lying, and the napkin, that was upon his head, not 
lying with the linen cloths, but rolled up in a place 

8 by itself. Then entered in therefore the other dis- 
ciple also, which came first to the tomb, and he 

9 saw, and believed. For as yet they knew not the 
scripture, that he must rise again from the dead. 

10 So the disciples went away again unto their own 
home. 

1 1 But Maiy was standing without at the tomb weep- 
ing: so, as she wept, she stooped and looked into the 

12 tomb; and she beholdeth two angels in white sitting, 
one at the head, and one at the i^t, where the body 

13 of Jesus had lain. And they say imto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? She saith unto them, Because 
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they have taken away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid lum. When she had thus said, 14 
she turned herself back, and beholdeth Jesus stand- 
ing, and knew not that it was Jesus. Jesus saith 15 
unto her, Woman, why weepest thou? whom seekest 
thou? She, supposing him to be the gardener, saith 
unto him. Sir, if thou hast borne him hence, tell me 
where thou hast laid him, and I will take him away. 
Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She tumeth herseu , 16 
and saith unto him in Hebrew, Babboni ; which is to 

1 o'* t!^' iM ^^' 'Master. Jesus saith to her, Touch me not ; for 17 
Or, nifa "fl< *»« I am not yet ascended unto the Father: but go unto 
my brethren, and say to them, I ascend imto my 
Father and your Father, and my Qod and your Gkxl 
Mary Magdalene cometh and telleth the disciples, 1 18 
have seen the Lord; and koto that he had said these 
things unto her. 

When therefore it was evening, on that day, the 19 
first day of the week, and when the doors were shut 
where the disciples were, for fear of the Jews, Jesus 
came and stood in the midst, and saith imto Uiem, 
Peace be unto you. And when he had said this, he 20 
shewed unto them his hands and his side. The dis- 
ciples therefore were glad, when they saw the Lord. 
Jesus therefore said to them again, Peace be unto 21 
you: as the Father hath sent me, even so send I you. 
And when he had said this, he breathed on them, 22 

zottmipapiru and saith unto them, Receive ye the 'Holy Ghost: 

whose soever sins ye forgive, they are forgiven imto 23 
them; whose soever sins ye retain, they are retained. 

4TiiatK ivts. But Thomas, one of the twelve, called ^Didymus, 24 
was not with them when Jesus came. The other 25 
disciples therefore said imto him, We have seen the 
Lord. But he said unto them. Except I shall see in 
his hands the print of the nails, and put m^ finger 
into the print of the nails, and put my hand into his 
side, I will not believe. 

And after eight days again his disciples were with- 26 
in, and Thomas with them. Jesus cometh, tlie doors 
being shut, and stood in tiie midst, and said, Peace 
be unto you. Then saith he to Thomas, Beach hither 27 
thy finger, and see my hands; and reach hither thy 
ha^d, and put it into my side: and be not faithless, 
but believing. Thomas ianswered and said unto him, 28 
My Lord and my God. Jesus saith unto him. Be- 29 
Ktiedf cause thou hast seen me, Hhou hast believed : blessed . 

are they that have not seen, and yet have believed. 
Many other signs therefore did Jesus in the pres- 30 
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ence of the disciples, which are not written in this 
31 book: but these are written,' that ye may believe 

that Jesus is the Christ, the Son of God; and that 

believing ye may have life in his name. 
2 1 After these thmgs Jesus manifested himself again 

to the disciples at the sea of Tiberias; and he mani- 

2 f ested Mmidf on this wise. There were together 

Simon Peter, and Thomas called 'Didymus, andi Tiutb,7Wik 
Nathanael of Cana in Galilee, and the iom of Zebe- 

3 dee, and two other of his disciples. Simon Peter 
saith unto them, I go a fishing. They say imto him, 
We also come with thee. They went forth, and en- 
tered into the boat; and that night they took noth- 

4 ing. But when day was now breaking, Jesus stood 
on the beach: howbeit the disciples knew not that 

5 it was Jesus. Jesus therefore saith unto them. 
Children, have ye aught to eat? They answered 

6 him. No. And he said unto them. Cast the net on 
tiie right side of the boat, and ye rfiall find. They 
cast therefore, and now they were not able to draw 

7 it for the multitude of fishes. That disciple there- 
fore whom Jesus loved saith unto Peter, It is the 
Lord. So when Simon Peter heard that it was the 
Lord, he girt his coat about him (for he was naked^), 

8 and cast himself into the sea. But the other disci- 
ples came in the little boat (for they were not far 
from the land, but about two hundred cubits off), 

9 dragging the net fuU of fishes. So when they got 

out upon the land, they see 'a fire of coals there, and ' ^Zia. *^ 
lO^fish laid thereon, and *bread. Jesus saith untOjor.ajwi 
them, Bring of the fish which ye have now taken. 4 or| « £»/. 

11 Simon Peter therefore went *up, and drew the net s or, ai«an« 
to land, full of great fishes, a hundred and fifty and 
three: and for all tiiere were so many, the net was 

12 not rent. Jesus saith unto them, Come and break 
yoiir fast. Ajnd none of the disciples durst inquire 
of him. Who art thou? knowing that it was the 

13 Lord. Jesus cometh, and takem the ^bread, and6 0r,/oa/ 

14 giveth them, and the fish likewise. This is now the 
third time that Jesus was manifested to the disciples, 
after that he was risen from the dead. 

15 So when they had broken their fast, Jesus saith , q, j^^^ g^ 
to Simon Peter, Simon, ion of ^John, ®lovest thou me ch* i. 42, margin. 
more than these? He saith unto him. Yea, Lord;®' »^^'°,^^ 
thou knowest that I 'love thee. He saith imto him, two aifferwit

Peter, turning about, seeth the disciple whom Jesus 20 
loved foUowmg; which also leaned back on his 
breast at the supper, and said. Lord, who is he that 
. betrayeth thee? Peter therefore seeing him saith to 21 
^^ Jesus, Lord, 'and what shall this man do? Jesus 22 
saith unto him. If I will that he tarry till I come, 
what w thaJt to thee? follow thou me. This saying 23 
therefore went forth amonff the brethren, that that 
disciple should not die: yet Jesus said not imto him, 
that he should not die; but. If I will that he tany 
till I come, what U that to thee? 

This is the disciple which beareth witness of these 24 
things, and wrote these things: and we know that 
his witness is true. 

And there are also many other things which Jesus 25 
did, the which if they should be written every one, 
I suppose that even the world itself would not con- 
tain we books that should be written. 
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I The 'former treatise I made, O Theophilus, con- 1 or.fint, 
ceming all that Jesus began both to do and to teach,

sion by many proofs, appearing unto them by the

4 cemlng the kingdom of God: and, ♦being assembled* Si. *^*^ *** 
together with mem, he charged them not to depart 
from Jerusalem, but to wait for the promise of the 

5 Father, which, mid he, ye heard from me: for John 
indeed baptized with water; but ye shall be bap- 
tized 'with the Holy Ghost not many days hence. 5 or, u 

6 They therefore, when they were come together, 
asked him, saying. Lord, dost thou at this time re- 

7 store the kingdom to Israel? And he said imto 
them. It is not for you to know times or seasons, 

which the Father hath 'set within his own authori-cor,appot««£i»y 
8ty. But ye shall receive power, when the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be my wit- 
nesses both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea and Sa- 
maria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth. 
9 And when he had said these things, as they were 
lookii^, he was taken up; and a cloud received him

Then returned they unto Jerusalem from the 13 
mount called Olivet, which is nigh unto Jerusalem, 
a sabbath day's journey off.

' 2ijJ* ^•'*^ one accord continued stedf astly in prayer, "with the 
women, and Mary the mother of Jesus, and with 
his brethren. 

And in these days Peter stood up in the midst of 15 
the brethren, and said (and there was a multitude of 
"persons gathered together, about a hundred and 
twenty), Brethren, it was needful that the scripture 16 
should be fuMlled, which the Holy Ghost spake be- 
fore by the mouth of David concerning Judas, who 
was guide to them that took Jesus. For he was 17 
num£N3red among us, and received his ^rtion in 
this ministry. (Now this man obtained a field with 18 
the reward of his iniquity; and falling headlong, he 
burst asunder In the midst, and all his bowels gushed 
out. And it became known to all the dweUers at 19 
Jerusalem; insomuch that in their language that 
field was called Akeldama, that is. The field of 
blood.) For it is written in the book of Psalms, 20 
Let his habitation be made desolate, 
And let no man dwell therein: 
and, 

His 'office let another take. 
Of the men therefore which have companied with 31 
us all the time that the Lord Jesus went m and went 
out *amonff us, beginning from the baptism of John, 23 
unto the oay that he was received up from us, of 
these must one become a witness with us of his res- 
urrection. And they put forward two, Joseph called 33 
Barsabbas, who was sumamed Justus, and Matthias. 
And they prayed, and said. Thou, Lord, which know- 24 
est the hearts of all men, shew of these two the one 
whom thou hast chosen, to take the place in this 25 
ministry and apostleship, from which Judas fell 
away, that he might go to his own place. And 26 
they gave lots "'ior them; and the lot feU upon 
Matthias; and he was numbered with the eleven 
apostles. 

And when the day of Pentecost ^was now come, 2 
they were all together in one place. And suddenly 3 
there came from heaven a sound as of the rushing 
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of a mighty wind, and it filled all the house where 

3 they were sitting. And there appeared unto them lor.partinffamoHs 
tongues 'parting asunder, like as of fire; and it sat o^ didributing 

4 upon, each one of them. And they were all filled «*^«ftw« 
with the Holy Spirit, and began to sp^ik with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. 

5 Now there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, de-

when this sound was heard, the multitude came to- 
gether, and were confounded, because that every 
man heard them speaking in his own language.

And when Peter saw it, 12 
he answered unto the people. Ye men of Israel, why 

90r,tumg snarvel ye at this *man? or why fasten ye vour eyes 
on us, as though by our own i>ower or godliness we 

8 Or, ouu: and w had made him to walk? The God of Abraham, and 13 
« m'aJiJu: °^ l8aac, and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, hath 
xii. 18 ; I*, siu. glorified his "Servant Jesus ; whom ye delivered up, 
\j UL M; luL ^^ denied before the face of Pilate, when he had 

determined to release him. But ye denied the Holy 14 
and Rifi^hteous One, and asked for a murderer to be 

ior^AmOar granted uuto you, and killed the ^Prince of life; 15 

^or.^wAam whom God raiscd from the dead; ^whereof we are 

• Or, M d« gtmmd witnesscs. And 'by faith in his name hath his name 16 
made this man strong, whom ye behold and know: 
yea, the faith which is through him hath given him 
this perfect soundness in the i>resence of you all. 
And now, brethren, I wot that in ignorance ye did 17 
it, as did iJso your rulers. But the things which IS 
God f oreshewed by the mouth of all the prophets, 
that his Christ should suffer, he thus fulfilled. Be- 19 
pent ye therefore, and turn again, that your sins may 
be blotted out, that so there may come seasons of re- 
freshing from the presence of the Lord; and that he 20 
may send the Ohnst who hath been appointed for 
jTou, even Jesus: whom the heaven must receive un- 21 
til tiie times of restoration of all things, whereof 
€k)d spake hj the mouth of his holy prophets which 
have been smce the world besan*. Moses indeed 22 
said, A prophet shall the Lord God raise up unto 

'SJ'** ^' ''^^yon from among your brethren, like unt6 me; to 
him shall ye hearken in all things whatsoever he 
shall speak unto you. And it shall be, that eveiy 23 
soul, which shall not hearken to that prophet, shall 
be utterly destroyed from among the people. Yea 24 
and all the prophets from Samuel and them that fol- 
lowed after, as many as have spoken, they also told 
of these days. Ye are the sons of the prophets, and 25 

8 Gr. emmumud. of the coveuaut wMch Gk)d ^ade with your fathers, 
saying unto Abraham, And in thy seed gObiall all the 
f amihes of the earth be blessed. Unto you first God, 26 
having raised up his Servant, sent him to bless you, in 
turning away every one of you from yoiur iniquities.

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4 And as they spake unto the people, *the priests » fJSiiJi'lSi Si 
and the captain of the temple and the Sadduoees tk^fpn^ttt. 

2 came upon them, being sore troubled because they 
taught the people, and proclaimed in Jesus the res- 

3 urrection from the dead. And they laid hands on 
them, and put them in ward unto the morrow: for 

4 it was now eventide. But many of them that heard 
the word believed; and the number of the men came 
to be about five thousand. 

5 And it came to pass on the morrow, that their 
rulers and elders and scribes were gathered together 

6 in Jerusalem; and Annas the high priest toas there, 
and Caiaphas, and John, and Alexander, and as 
many as were of the kindred of the high priest. 

7 And when they had*set them in the midst, they in- 
quired, By what power, or in what name, have ye 

8 done this? Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, 
said unto them, Te rulers of the people, and elders, 

9 if we this day are examined concerning a good deed 

done to an impotent man, 'by what means this man s or, <« «am» 

10 is ^ade whole; be it known unto you all, and to all s or, «w«i 
the people of Israel, that in the name of Jesus Christ 

of Nazareth, whom ye crucified, whom God raised 

from the dead, even in ^him doth this man stand here « or, au D«ne 

11 before you whole. He is the stone which was set 
at nousht of you the builders, which was made the 

12 head of the comer. And in none other is there sal- 
vation: for neither is there any other name under 
heaven, that is given among men, wherein we must 
be saved. 

13 Now when they beheld the boldness of Peter and 
John, and had perceived that they were imlearned 
and ignorant men, they marvelled; and they took 
knowledge of them, that they had been with Jesus. 

14 And seeing the man which was healed standing with 

15 them, they could say nothing against it. But when 
they had commanded them to go aside out of the 

16 coimcil, they conferred among themselves, saying, 
What Bh&W we do to these men? for that indeed a 
notable ^miracle hath been wrought through them, is s Gr. i^ 
manifest to all that dwell in Jen2»Iem ; and we can- 

17 not deny it. But that it spread no further among 
the people, let us threaten them, that they speak 

18 henceforth to no man in this name. And they call- 
ed them, and charged them not to speak at all nor 

19 teach in the name of Jesus. But reter and John 
answered and said unto them. Whether it be right 
in the sight of Gk)d to hearken unto you rather than 
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unto €k)d. Judge ye: for we cannot but speak the 20 
things which we saw and heard. And they, when ZL 
they liad further threatened them, let them go, find- 
ing notliing how they might punish them, because 
of the people; for all men glorified Qod for that 
which was done. For the man was more tiian forty 22 
iQr,ttg». years old, on whom this 'miracle of healing was 
wrought 

Ana being let go, they came to their own company, 23 
and reporter all tluit the chief priests and the elders 
had said unto them. And they, when they heard it, 24 
90r, jfiuter lifted UD thcfar voice to Qod with one accord, and 
' Sua dSTnSh ** said, O Uiord, Hhou that didst make the heaven and

for of a truth in this city against thy h^ Servant 27 
Jesus, whom thou didut anoint, both Herod and 
Pontius Pilate, with the Gentiles and the peoples of 
Israel, were gathered together, to do whatsoever thy 28 
hand and thy counsel foreordained to come to pass. 
And now. Lord, look upon their threatenings: and 29 

7 Or. bntdMrnnut. grant uuto l^y 'servauts to speak thy word with all 

boldness, while thou stretchest forth thy hand to 30 
heal; and that signs and wonders may be done 
through the name of thy holv Servant Jesus. And 31 
when they had prayed, the place was shaken where- 
in they were gathered together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and they spake the word 
of God with boldness. 

And the multitude of them that believed were of 82 
one heart and soul: and not one of them said that 
aught of the things which he possessed was his own; 
but they had all things common. And with great 33 

8 Soma mdent »ti< power gavc the apostlcs their witness of the resurrec- 
aw2!* '^^ *^^^ ^^ *^® I^ord Jesus^: and great grace was upon 

them all. For neither was there among them any 34 
that lacked : for as many as were possessors of lands 
or houses sold them, and brought the prices of the 
things that were sold, and laid them at the apostles' 85 
feet: and distribution was made unto each, accord- 
ing as any one had need. 
And Joseph, who by the apostles was surnamed 36 
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Barnabas (which is, being interpreted, Son of ^exhor- 1 or, contokahu 
37 tation), a Levite, a man of Cyprus by race, having a 

field, sold it, and brought the money, and laid it at 

the apostles* feet. 
5 But a certain man named Ananias, with Sapphira 
2 his wife, sold a possession, and kept back part of 

the price, his wife also being privy to it, and brought 
8 a certain part, and laid it at the apostles' feet But 

Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thy heart 

to %e to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back p(frt of s or, <i«eMM 

4 the price of the hmd? Whiles it remained, did it not 
remain thine own? and after it was sold, was it not 
in thy power? How is it that thou hast conceived 
this thing in thy heart? thou hast not lied imto men, 

5 but unto God. And Ananias hearing these words 
fell down and gave up the ghost: and great fear 

6 came upon all mat heurd it. And the ^oung men s Gr. yran^. 
arose and wrapped him round, and they carried him 

out and buried him. 

7 And it was about the space of three hours after, 
when his wife, not knowmg what was done, came 

8 in. And Peter answered unto her, Tell me whether 
ye sold the laiid for so much. And she said. Yea, 

9 for so much. But Peter said unto her, How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt the Spirit of 
the Lord? behold, the feet of them which have 
buried thy husband are at the door, and they shall 

10 carrv thee out. And she fell down immediately at 
his feet, and gave up the ghost: and the young men 
came in and found her afead, and they carried her 

11 out and buried her by her husband. And great fear 
came upon the whole church, and upon all that 
heard these things. 

12 And by the hands of the apostles were many signs 
and wonders wrought among the people; and they 

18 were all with one accord in Solomon's porch. But 

of the rest durst no man join himself to them : how- * 25; "2^ SJjj; 

14 belt the people magnified them; %nd believers were added to them, 
the more added to the Lord, multitudes both of SJS*"^ ** **• 

15 men and women; insomuch that they even carried 
out the sick into the streets, and laid them on beds 
and couches, that, as Peter came by, at the least his 

16 shadow might overshadow some one of them. And 
there also came together the multitude from the 
cities round about Jerusalem, bringing i^ck folk, 
and them that were vexed with imclean spirits: and 
they were healed every one. 

17 But the high priest rose up, and all they that were 
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with him (which is the sect of tlie Saddaoees), and 
they were filled with Jealousy, and laid hands on 18 
the apostles, and put them in public ward. But an 10 
angel of the Lord by night opened the prison doors, 
and brought them out, and said, Go ye, and stand 20 
and speak in the temple to the people all the words 
of this Life. And when they heard this, they entered 31 
into the temple about daybreak, and taught But 
the high priest came, and they that were with him, 
and called the council together, and all the senate 
of the children of Israel, and sent to the prison- 
house to have them brought. But the officers that 23 
came found them not in the prison; and they re- 
turned, and told, saying. The prison-house we found 23 
shut in all safety, and the keepers standing at the 
doors: but when we had opened, we found no man 
within. Now when the captain of the temple and 24 
the chief priests heard these words, they were much 
perplexed concerning them whereunto this would 
grow. And there came one and told them. Behold, 25 
the men whom ye put in the prison are in the tem- 
ple standing and teaching the people. Then went 26 
the captain with the officers, and brought them, but 
without violence; for they feared the people, lest 
they should be stoned. And when they had brou^t 27 
them, they set them before the council. And tho 
high priest asked them, saying, We straitlv charged 28 
you not to teach in this name: and behold, ye have 
filled Jerusalem with your teaching, and intend to 
bring this man's blood ui>on us. But Peter and the 29 
apostles answered and said. We must obey Qod 
rather than men. The God of our fathers raised up 30 
Jesus, whom ye slew, hanging him on a tree. Him 31 
1 0r, at did God exalt 'with his right hand to be a Prince 

* thCritr«'Sd*?«*°^ * Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, and 
MiL ^ *" remis^on of sins. And we are witnesses' of these 32 

3 Gr. Mfinff*. ■things ; *and so w the Holy Ghost, whom God hath

mS^ ood katk But they, when they heard this, were cut to the 33 
& *to a^^^^y a^d were minded to slay them. But there 34 
a«t cbejf kirn, stood up one in the council, a Pharisee, named 
Gamaliel, a doctor of the law, had in honour of all 
the people, and commanded to put the men forth a 
little while. And he said unto them. Ye men of 35 
Israel, take heed to yourselves as touching these 
men^ what ye are about to do. For before these 36 
days rose up Theudas, giving himself out to be 
somebody; to whom a number of men, about four 
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hundred, Joined themselvee: who was slam; and 
all, as many as obeyed him, were dispersed, and 

37 came to nought. After this man rose up Judas of 
Galilee in the days of the enrolment, and drew away 
some of the people after him: he also perished; and 
all, as many as obeyed him, were scattered abroad. 

38 And now I say unto you, Eefrain from these men, 
and let them alone: for if this coxmsel or this work 

39 be of men, it will be overthrown : but if it is of €k)d, 
ye will not be able to overthrow t^em; lest haply 

40 ye be f oimd even to be fighting against God. And 
to him they agreed: and when they had called the 
apostles unto them, they beat them and charged 
them not to speak in the name. of Jesus, and let 

41 them go. They therefore departed from the pres- 
ence of the council, rejoicing that they were count- 

43 ed worthy to suffer dishonour for the Name. And 
every day, in the temple and at home, they ceased 
not to teach and to preach Jesus m the Christ. 
Q Now in these days, when the number of the dis- 
ciples was multiplying, there arose a murmuring 
of the 'Grecian Jews against the Hebrews, because i Gr. Heiunid: 
their widows were neglected in the daily ministra- 

2tion. And the twelve called the multitude of the J ®^;^'^2I^ u, 
disciples unto them, and said, It is not 'fit that we tJiJ!^ 
should forsake the word of God, and 'serve tables. '*?h°ritS***°*S 

8 *Look ye out therefore, brethren, from among you j?i, hMtkren^ 
seven men of good report, full of the Spirit and of JsJjJjJS ^"^ 
wisdom, whom we may appoint over tlus business. 

4 But we will continue stedfastly in prayer, and in 

6 the ministry of the word. And the saymg pleased 
the whc^e multitude: and they chose Stephen, a 
man full of faith and of the Holy Spirit, and Philip, 
and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and Timon, and Par- 

Omenas, and Nicolas a proselyte of Antioch: whom 
they set before the apostles: and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increased; and the number 
of the disciples multiplied in Jerusalem exceedingly; 
and a great company of the priests were obedient to 
the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of grace and power, wrought 

9 great wonders and signs among the people. But 
mere arose certain of them that were of the syna- 
gogue called t?ie synagogue of the Libertines, and of 
the Cyrenians, and of the Alexandrians, and of them 

10 of Cilicia and Asia, disputing with Stephen. And 
they were not able to withstand the wisdom and the 
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Spirit by which he spake. Then they suborned men, 11 
wiiich sfidcU We have heard liim speak blasphemous 
words agidnst Moses, and against Qod, And they 12 
stirred up the people, and the elders, and the scribe, 
and came upon him, and seized him, and brought 
him into the council, and set up false witnesses, 13 
which said, This man ceaseth not to speak words 
against this holy place, and the law: for we have 14 
heard him say, tiiat this Jesus of Nazareth shall de- 
stroy this place, and shall change the customs which 
Moses dehvered unto us. And all that sat in the 15 
council, fastening their eyes on him, saw his face as 
it had been tiiie face of an angel. 

And the high priest said. Are these things so? 7 
And he said, 2 

Brethren and fathers, hearken. The God of glory 



appeared unto our father Abraham, when he was in 
Mesopotamia, before he dwelt in Haran, and said 3 
unto him, Gfet thee out of thy land, and from thy 
kindred, and come into the land which I shall shew 
thee. Then came he out of the land of the Chaldee- 4 
ans, and dwelt in Haran : and from thence, when his 
father was dead, Ood removed him into this land, 
wherein ye now dwell: and he gave l^m none in- 5 
heritance in it, no, not so much as to set his foot on: 
and he promised that he would give it to him in 
possession, and to his seed after him, when as yet he 
had no child. And God spake on this wise, tlmt his 6 
seed should sojourn in a strange land, and that they 
should bring them into bond£?e, and entreat them 
evil, four himdred years. And the nation to which 7 
they shall be in bondage will I judge, said God: and 
after that shall they come forth, and serve me in 
this place. And he gave him the covenant of cir- 8 
cimicision: and so AwaHuim begat Isaac, and circum- 
cised him the eighth day; and Isaac hega;t Jacob, 
and Jacob the twelve patriarchs. And the patri- Q 
archs, moved with jealousy against Joseph, sold him 
into Egypt: and God was with him, and delivered 10 
him out of all his afflictions, and gave him favour 
and wisdom before Pharaoh king of Egypt; and he 
made him governor over Egypt and all his house. 
Now there came a famine over all Egypt and Canaan, 11 
and great affliction: and our fathers found no sus- 
tenance. But when Jacob heard that there was 12 
com in Egypt, he sent forth our fathers the first 
time. And at the second time Joseph was made 13 
known to his brethren; and Joseph's race became 
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14 manifest iinto Pharaoh. And Joseph sent, and called 
to him Jacob his father, and all his kindred, three- 

15 score and fifteen souls. And Jacob went down into 

16 Egypt; and he died, himself, and our fathers; and 
they were carried over unto Shechem, and laid in 
the tomb that Abraham bought for a price in silver 

17 of the sons of ^Hamor in Shechem. But as the time i or. Eumor, 
of the promise drew nigh, which God vouchsafed 

unto Abraham, the people grew and multiplied in 

18 Egrpt, till there arose another king over Eg3rpt, 

19 which knew not Josei)h. The same dealt subtilly 
with our race, and evil entreated our fathers, that 
^they should cast out their babes to the end they9 0r,A« 

20 might not "live. At whidi season Moses was bom, s Gr. b* prmrwd 
and was *exceeding fair; and he was nourished three ^ ^^^^ ^^ g^ 

21 months in his father's house : and when he was cast ' 
out, Pharaoh's daughter took him up, and nourished 

22 him for her own son. And Moses was instructed in 
all the wisdom of the Egyptians; and he was mighty 

23 in his words and works. But when he was well- 
nigh forty years old, it came into his heart to visit 

24 his brethren the children of Israel. And seeing one 
of them suffer wrong, he defended him, and avenged 

25 him that was oppressed, smiting the Egyptian: and 
he supposed that his brethren understood how that 

God by his hand was giving them ^deliverance; but s or,«a/«aft<m 

26 they understood not. And the day following he 
appeared unto Uiem as Ihey strove, and would have 
set them at one again, saying. Sirs, ye are brethren; 

27 why do ye wrong one to another? But he that did 
his neighbour wrong thrust him away, saying. Who 

28 made thee a ruler and a judge over us ? Wouldest 
thou kill me, as thou kuledst the Egyptian yester- 

29 day? And Moses fled at this saying, and became a 
sojourner in the land of Midian, where he begat two 

80 sons. And when forty years were fulfilled, an angel 
appeared to him in the wilderness of mount Sinai, 

31 in a flame of fire in a bush. And when Moses saw 
it, he wondered at the sight: and as he drew near to 

82 behold, there came a voice of the Lord, I am the 
God of thy fathers, the God of Abraham, and of 
Isaac, and of Jacob. And Moses trembled, and 

33 durst not behold. And the Lord said unto him. 
Loose the shoes from thy feet : for the place whereon 

84 thou standest is holy ground. I have surely seen 
the aMction of my people which is in Egypt, and 
have heard their groaning, and I am come down to 
deliver them: and now come, I will send thee into 
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^gypt. This Moses whom they refused, saying, 85 
Who made thee a ruler and a Juage? him hath God 
1 Or. fMbMMr. sent to be both a ruler and a 'deliverer with the hand 
of the aneel which appeiu^ to him in the bush. 
This man led them forth, having wrought wonders 36 
and signs in Eg3rpt, and in the Red sea, and in the 
wilderness forty years. This is that Moses, which 87 
said unto the children of Israel, A prophet shall God 
* 5*«I?. ** "**** ™i3e up unto you from among your brethren, "like 
zot.mittngiaim unto me. This is he that was in the *church in 88 
the wildetness with the angel which spake to him 
in the mount Sinai, and wiui our fathers: who re- 
ceived living oracles to give unto us: to whom our 39 
fathers would not be ob^ent, but thrust him from 
them, and turned back in their hearts unto Egypt, 
saying unto Aaron, Make us gods which shall go 40 
before us: for as for this Moses, which led us forth 
out of the land of Egypt, we wot not what is become 
of him. And they made a calf in those days, and 41 
brought a sacrifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the 
works of their hands. But God turned, and gave 43 
them up to serve the host of heaven; as it is written 
in the book of the prophets. 

Did ye offer unto me slain beasts and sacrifices 
Forty years in the wilderness, O house of Israel? 
And ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, 48 
And the star of the god Rephan, 
The figures which ye made to worship them: 
And I will carry you away beyond Babylon. 
Our fathers had the tabernacle of the testimony in 44 
the wilderness, even as he appointed who spake unto 
Moses, that he should make it according to the figure 
that he had seen. Which also our fathers, in tneir 45 
4Gr./«nu^ tum, brought in with ^Joshua when they entered 
on the possession of the nations, which Cfod thrust 
out before the face of our f atiiers, unto the days of 
David; who found favour in the sight of God, and 46 
asked to find a habitation for the God of Jacob. Ary 
But Solomon built him a house. Howbeit the Most jL 
High dwelleth not in hatMes made with hands; as 
saith the prophet. 

The heaven is my throne, 49 

And the earth the footstool of my feet: 
What manner of house will ye buUd me? saith 

the Lord: 
Or what is the place of my rest? 
Did not my hand make aU these things? 50 

Yc stiffnecked and uncircumcised in heart and 51 
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ears, ye do always resist the Holy Ghost : as your f a- 
53 there did, so do ye. Which of the prophets did not 
your fathera pereecute? and they killed them which 
shewed before of the coming of the Righteous One; 
of whom ye have now become betrayera and mur- 1 O'. ««««««* 

53 derere; ye who received the law Hta it was ordidned GJ!'*«5to"*2ii. 
by angels, and kept it not. "^^^ «/«»i^- 

54 Now when they heard these things, they were cut 
to the heart, and they gnashed on him with their 

65 teeth. But he, being f uU of the Holy Ghost, looked 
up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the gloiy of 
God, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God, 

56 and said, Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man standing on the right hand of God. 

57 But they cried out with a loud voice, and stopped 
their eare, and rushed upon him with one accord; 

58 and they cast him out oi tiie cit^r, and stoned Mm: 
and the witnesses laid down their garments at the 

59 feet of a young man named Saul. And they stoned 
Stephen, calling upon tTie Lard, and saying, Lord 

60 Jesus, receive my spirit. And he kneeled down, and 
cried with a loud voice, Lord, lay not this sin to 
their charge. And when he had said this, he fell 

8 asleep. Aad Saul was consenting imto his death. 
And there arose on that day a great persecution 
against the church which was in Jerusalem; and 
they were all scattered abrocbd throughout the re- 
gions of Judfiea and Samaria, except the apostles. 
2 And devout men buried Stephen, and made great 
* 8 lamentation over him. But Saul laid waste the 
church, entering into every house, and haling men 
and women committed them to prison. 

4 They therefore that were scattered abroad went 

5 about preaching the word. And Philip went down 
to the city of Samaria, and proclaimed unto them 

6 the Christ. And the multitudes gave heed with 

one accord unto the things that were spoken by « or, j^br »f«ny o/ 
Philip, when they heard, and saw the signs which iSSt^%pi 

7 he did- 'For from many of those which had im- ^^J^^ 
clean spirits, they came out, crying with a loud /©la*"** ***** 
voice: and many that were palsied, and that were 

8 lame, were healed. And there was much joy in 
that city. 

9 But there was a certain man, Simon by name, 
which beforetime in the city used sorcery, and 
amazed the ^ople of Samaria, giving out that him- s Gr. natum, 

10 self was some great one: to whom they all gave 
heed, from the least to the greatest, saying, This 

14 
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man is that power of Qod which is called Great 
And they save heed to him, because that of long 11 
time he had amazed them with his sorceries. But 13 
when they believed Philip preaching good tidings 
concerning the kingdom of God and the name of 
Jesus Christ, the^ were baptized, both men and 
women. And Smion also nimself belieyed: and 13 
beinff bai)tized, he continued with Philip; and be- 

1 Gr.pMMTf. holdmff signs and great ^miracles wrought, he was 
amazed. 

Now when the apostles which were at Jerusalem 14 
heard that Samaria had received the word of God, 
they sent unto them Peter and John: who, when 15 
they were come down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Holy Ghost: for as yet he was 16 
fallen* upon none of them: only they had been bap 
tized into the name of the Lora Jesus. Then laid 17 
they their hands on them, and they received the 

I Son* ■adnt u- ^® V Ghost. Now wheu Sunon saw that through 18 
ihoritiM omit the hying on of the apostles' hands the 'Holv Ghost 
^^ was given, he offered them money, saying. Give me 19 

also tnis power, that on whomsoever I lay my hands, 
he may receive the Holy Ghost But Peter said unto 20 
him, liiy silver perish with thee, because thou hast 
thought to obtam the ^ft of God with money. 

sGr.Mni. Thou hast neither part nor lot in this "matter: for 21 
thy heart is not ri^ht before God. R^ent there- 22 
fore of this thy wickedness, and pray the Lord, if 

* Ss (S? i^oM Perhaps the thought of thy heart shall be forgiven 
m^ ^^iiitetSm thee. For I see that thou *art in the gsdl of bitter- 23 
fljiju wijr... j^ggg ^^ jjj ^g ^j^^ qI iniquity. And Simon an- 24 

swered and said. Pray ye for me to the Lord, that 
none of the things which ye have spoken come upon 
me. 

They therefore, when they had testified and 25 
spoken the word of the Lord, returned to Jem- 
salem, and preached the gospel to many villages of 
the Samaritans. 

But an angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, say- 26 
5 Or, «( noon. iug, Arisc, and go ^toward the south unto the way 
that goeth down from Jerusalem unto Gaza: the 
same is desert. And he arose and went: and be- 27 
hold, a man of Ethiopia, a eunuch of ^eat authority 
under Candace, queen of the Ethiopians, who was 
over all her treasure, who had come to Jerusalem 
for to worship; and he was returning and sitting in 28 

* For <'he vaa fkllen" read '* it waa fkllen "— Jm. Com. 
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his chariot, and was readhi^ the prophet Isaiah. 
29 And the Spirit said unto Plulip, Go near, and join 
80 thyself to this chariot. And Philip ran to him, and 
heard him reading Isaiah the prophet, and said, Un> 
31 derstandest thou what thou readest? And he said. 
How can I, except some one shall guide me? And 
he besought Philip to come up and sit with liim. 
82 Now the place of the scripture which he was read- 
ing was this. 

He was led as a sheep to the slaughter; 
And as a lamb before his shearer is dumb. 
So he openeth not his mouth: 
88 In lus humiliation his judgement was taken 
away: 
His generation who shall declare? 
For his life is taken from the earth. 
34 And the eunuch answered Philip, and said, I pray 
thee, of whom speaketh the prophet this? of him- 

85 self, or of some other? And Philip opened his 
mouth, and beginning from this scripture, preached 

86 xmto him Jesus. And as they went on the way, 
they came unto a certain water; and the eunuch 
saiUi, Behold, here is water; what doth hinder me to 

88 be baptized?^ And he commanded the chariot to 
stand still : and they both went down into the water, 
both Philip and the eunuch; and he baptized him. 

89 And when they came up out of the water, the Spirit 
of the Lord caught away Philip; and the eunuch 
saw him no more, for he went on his way rejoicing. 

40 But Philip was found at Azotus: and passing 
through he preached the gospel to all the cities, till 
he came to CsBsarea. 

9 But Saul, yet breathing threatening and slaugh- 
ter against the disciples of the Lord, went unto the 

2 high priest, and asked of him letters to Damascus 
unto the synagogues, that if he found any that were 
of the Way, whether men or women, he might bring 

8 them boimd to Jerusalem. And as he journeyed 
it came to pass that he drew nieh unto Damascus: 
and suddenly there i^one round about him a light 

4 out of heaven: and he fell upon tiie earth, and heard 
a voice saying unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 

5 thou me? And ho said. Who art thou. Lord? And 
Che said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest: but 

rise, and enter into the city, and it i^U be told thee 

7 what thou must do. And the men that journeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing the ^roice, but 

8 beholding no man. And Saul arose from the earth; 
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and when his eyes were opened, he saw nothing; 
and they led him by the hand, and brought him 
into Damascus. And he was three days without 9 
si^t, and did neither eat nor drink. 

Ifow there was a certain disciple at Damascus, 10 
named Ananias; and the Lord said unto him in a 
vision, Ananias. And he said. Behold, I am here. 
Lord. And the Lord said unto him, Arise, and fp 11 
to the street which is called Straight, and inquire m 
the house of Judas for one named Saul, a man of 
Tarsus: for behold, he prayeth; and he hath seen a 12 
man named Ananias coming in, and laying his hands 
on him, that he mi^ht receive his sight. But Ana- 13 
nias answered. Lord, I have heard from many of this 
man, how much evU he did to thy saints at Jeru- 
salem: and here he hath authority from the chief 14 
priests to bind all that call upon thy name. But 15 
the Lord said unto him, Gto thy way: for he is a 
'* ^ ^osen vessel unto me, to bear my name before the 

Qentiles and kings, and the children of Israel: for 1 16 
will shew him how many things he must suffer for 
my name's sake. And Ananias departed, and en- 17 
tered into the house; and laying his hands on him 
said, Brother Saul, the Lord, eoen Jesus, who ap> 
peared unto thee in the way which thou camest, 
nath sent me, that thou mayest receive thy sight, 
and be filled with the Holy Ghost. And straight- 18 
way there fell from his eyes as it were scales, and 
he received his sight; and he arose and was bap- 
tized; and he took food and was strengthenckl. 19 

And he was certain days with the disciples which 
were at Damascus. Ana straightway in the syna- 20 
gogucs he proclaimed Jesus, that he is the Son of 
God. And all that heard him were amazed, and 21 
said, Is not this he that in Jerusalem made havock 
of them which called on this name? and he had 
come hither for this intent, that he might bring them 
bound before the chief priests. But Baul increased 22 
the more in strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving that this is the 
Christ. 

And when many days were fulfilled, the Jews 23 
took counsel together to kill him: but their plot be- 24 
came known to Saul. And they watched the gates 
also da^ and night that they might kill him: but 25 
his disciples took him by ni^ht, and let him down 
through the wall, lowering lum in a basket. 

And when he was come to Jerusalem, he assayed 26 
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to join himself to the disciples: and they were all 
afraid of him, not believing that he was a disciple. 
37 But Barnabas took him, and brought him to the 
apostles, and declared unto them how he had seen 
the Lord in the way, and that he had spoken to 
him, and how at Damascus he had preached boldly 

28 in the name of Jesus. And he was witii them go- 

29 ing in and going out at Jerusalem, preaching bmd- 
ly in the name of the Lord: and he spake and dis- 
puted against the Hj^reclan Jews; but they wentiQr.mn«mid$. 

30 about to kiQ him. And when the brethren knew 
it, they brought him down to Csesarea, and sent him 
forth to Tarsus. 

31 So the church throughout all Judsea and Galilee 

and Samaria had peace, being ^edified ; and, walking s or. Mided «p, 
'in the fear of the Lord and 'In the comfort of the 8 0r,6y 
Holy Ghost, was multiplied. 

32 And it came to pass, as Peter went throughout all 
parts, he came down also to the saints which dwelt 

83 at Lydda. And there he found a certain man 
named uEneas, which had kept his bed eight years; 

34 for he was palsied. And Peter said unto him, 
^neas, Jesus Christ healeth thee: arise, and make 

35 thy bed. And straightway he arose. And all that 
dwelt at Lydda and in Sharon saw him, and they 
turned to the Lord. 

36 Now there was at Joppa a certain disciple named 
Tabitha, which by interpretation is called *Dorcas: 4 That u, &««»«. 
this woman was full of good works and almsdeeds 

37 which she did. And it came to pass in those days, 
that she fell sick, and died: and when they had 
washed her, they laid her in an upper chamber. 

38 And as Lydda was nigh unto Joppa, the disciples, 
hearing that Peter was there, sent two men unto 
him, intreating him, Delay not to come on unto us. 

39 And Peter arose and went with them. And when 
he was come, they brought him into the upper 
chamber: and all me widows stood by him weep-- 
ing, and shewing the coats and garments which 

40 Dorcas made, while she was with them. But Peter 
put them all forth, and kneeled down, and prayed; 
and turning to the body, he said, Tabitha, arise. 
And she opened her eyes; and when she saw Peter, 

41 she sat up. And he gave her his hand, and raised 
her up ; and calling the saints and widows, he pre- 

42 sented her alive. And it became known through- 

43 out all Joppa: and many believed on the Lord. Si6. 
it came to pass, that he abode many days in Joppa 
with one Simon a tanner. 
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Now there teas a certain man in Cflssarea, Gome-]^Q 
lius by name, a centurion of the band called the 
\ot,eAoH Italian 'band, a devout man, and one that feared 3 
God with all his honse, who gave much alms to the 
people, and prayed to God alway. He saw in a 8 
vision openly, as it were about the ninth hour of 
the day, an angel of God comine in unto him, and 
saying to him, Cornelius. And he, fastening his 4 
eyes upon him, and being affrighted, said. What is 
it, Lord? And he said unto him. Thy prayers and 
thme alms are gone up for a memorial before God. 
And now send men to Joppa, and fetch one Simon, 6 
who is sumamed Peter: he lodgeth with one Simon 6 
a tanner, whose house is by the sea side. And when 7 
the angel that spake unto him was departed, he 
called two of his household-servants, ana a devout 
soldier of them that waited on him continually; and 8 
having rehearsed all things unto them, he sent them 
to Joppa. 

Now on the morrow, as they were on their jour- 9 
ney, and drew nigh unto the city, Peter went up 
upon the housetop to pray, about the sixth hour: 
and he became hungry, ana desired to eat: but while 10 
they made ready, he fell into a trance; and he be- 11 
holdeth the heaven opened, and a certain vessel de- 
scending, as it were a great sheet, let down by four 
comers upon the earth: wherein were all manner 12 
of f ourf ooted beasts and creeping things of the earth 
and fowls of the heaven. And there came a voice 13 
to him. Rise, Peter; kill and eat. But Peter said, 14 
Not so, Lord; for I have never eaten any thing that 
is common and unclean. And a voice came unto 15 
him again the second time. What God hath cleansed, 
make not thou common. And this was done thrice : 16 
and straightway the vessel was received up into 
heaven. 

Now while Peter was much perplexed in himself 17 
what the vision which he had seen might mean, be- 
hold, the men that were sent by Cornelius, having 
made inquiry for Simon's house, stood before the 
gate, and called and asked whether Simon, which 18 
was surnamed Peter, were lodging there. And while 1 9 
Peter thought on the vision, the Spirit said unto 
him, Behold, three men seek thee. But arise, and 20 
get thee down, and go with them, nothing doubting: 
for I have sent them. And Peter went down to 21 
the men, and said. Behold, I am he whom ye seek: 
what is the cause wherefore ye are come? And 22 
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they said, Cornelius a centurion, a righteous man 
and one that f eareth God, and well reported of by 
all the nation of the Jews, was warned of Ood by a 
holy angel to send for thee into his house, and to 

23 hear words from thee. So he called them in and 
lodged them. 

And on the morrow he arose and went forth with 
them, and certain of the brethren from Joppa ac- 

24 companied him. And on the morrow Hhey entered * SSJtSSlt 
into Csesarea. And Cornelius was waiting for them, 

having called together his kinsmen and his near 

25 f rien£. And when it came to pass that Peter en- 
tered, Cornelius met him, and f eU down at his feet, 

26 and worshipped, him. But Peter raised him up, 

27 saying, Stand u]^; I myself also am a man. And 
as he talked with him, he went in, and findeth 

28 many come together: and he said unto them. Ye jor,««»»iiii«»<«i 
yourselves know "how that it is an unlawful thing *« /«• » ««» 
for a man that is a Jew to join himself or come 

unto one of another nation; and yet xmto me hath 

God shewed that I should not call any man com- 

29mon or unclean: wherefore also I came without 

gainsaying, when I was sent for. I ask therefore 

80 with what intent ye sent for me. And Cornelius 
said, Four days ago, imtil this hour, I was keeping 
the ninth hour of prayer in my house; and behold, 

81 a man stood before me in bright apparel, and saith, 
Cornelius, thy piayer is heard, and thine alms are 

82 had in remembrance in the sight of God. Send 
therefore to Joppa, and call imto thee Simon, who 
is sumamed Peter; he lodgeth in the house of Si- 

83 mon a tanner, by the sea side. Forthwith therefore 
I sent to thee; and thou hast well done that thou 
art come. Now therefore we are all here present 
in the sight of God, to hear all things that have been 

84 commanded thee of the Lord. And Peter opened 
his mouth, and said. 

Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter of 

85 persons: but in every nation he that f eareth him, 

and worketh righteousness, is acceptable to him. sManyaDetentra. 

36 "The word which he sent unto the children of Israel, ^^^^^ 
preaching *good tidings of peace by Jesus Christ ^q^,,^^!* 

87 (he is Lord of all)— that saying ye yourselves know, 
which was published throughout all Judsea, begin- 
ning from Galilee, after the baptism which John 

38 preached; efoen Jesus of Kazareth, how that God 
anointed him with the Holy Ghost and with power: 
who went about doing good, and healing all that 
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were oppressed of the devU; for God was with hun. 
And we are witnesses of all things which he did 39 
both in the country of the Jews, and in Jerusalem; 
whom also they slew, han^g him on a tree. Him 40 
God raised up the third day, and gave him to be 
made manifest, not to all the people, but unto wit- 41 
nesses that were chosen before of God, even to us, 
who did eat and drink with him after he rose from 
the dead. And he charged us to preach unto the 43 
people, and to testify tiSx this is ne which is or- 
dained of Qod iabe ttxe Judge of quick and dead. 
To him b^ all the prophets witness, that through 43 
his name every one that belieycth on him shall re- 
ceive remission of sins. 

While Peter yet spake these words, the Holy Ghost 44 
fell on all them wmch heu:d the word. And they 45 
of the circumcision which believed were amazed, as 
many as came with Peter, because that on the Gen- 
tiles also was poured out the ^t of the Holy Ghost 
For they heard them speak with tongues, and mag- 46 
nifv Qoa, Then answered Peter, Can any man for- 47 
bid the water, that these should not be baptized, 
which have received the Holy Ghost as well as we? 
And he commanded them to be baptized in the 48 
name of Jesus Christ. Then prayed they him to 
tarry certain days. 

ifow the apostles and the brethren that were inl 1 
Judaea heard that the Gentiles also had received the 
word of God. And when Peter was come up to Je- 3 
rusalem, they that were of the circumcision con- 
tended with him, saying, Thou wentest in to men 3 
uncircmncised, and didst eat with them. But Pe- 4 
ter began, and expoimded the matter unto them in 
order, saying, I was in the city of Joppa praying : 5 
and in a trance I saw a vision, a certam vessel de- 
scending, as it were a great sheet let down from 
heaven by four comers ; and it came even unto 
me : upon the which when I had fastened mine 6 
eyes, I considered, and saw the f ourf ooted beasts of 
the earth and wild beasts and creeping things and 
fowls of the heaven. And I heard also a voice say- 7 
ing unto me, Rise, Peter; kill and eat. But I said, 8 
Kot so. Lord: for nothing common or unclean hath 
ever entered into my mouth. But a voice answered 9 
the second time out of heaven, What God hath 
cleansed, make not thou common. And this was 10 
done thrice: and all were drawn up again into heav- 
en. And behold, forthwith three men stood before 11 
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the house in which we were, having been sent from 

12 Offisarea unto me. And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, making no distinction. And these six breth- 
ren ^o accompanied me; and we entered into the 

13 man's house: and he told us how he had seen the 
angel standing in his house, and saying, Said to 
Joppa, and fetch Simon, whose surname is Peter; 

14 who shall speak unto thee words, whereby thou 

15 Shalt be saved, thou and all thy house. And as I 
began to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, even 

16 as on us at the beginning. And I remembered the 
word of the Lord, how that he said, John indeed 
baptized with water; but ye shall be baptized *with i or,«« 

17 the Holy Ghost. K then God gave unto them the 
like gift as he did also unto us, when we believed 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, who was I, that I could 

18 withstand God ? And when they heard these things, 
they held their peace, and glorified (3k)d, saying. 
Then to the Gentiles also hath Gk>d granted repent- 
ance unto life. 

19 They therefore that were scattered abroad upon 
the tribulation that arose about Stephen travelled as 
far as Phoenicia, and Cyprus, and Antioch, speaking 

20 the word to none save only to Jews. But there were 
some of them, men of Cyprus and Cyrene, who, 

when they were come to Antioch, spake unto the 2 M«ny ndent 

21 ''Greeks also, preaching the Lord Jesus. And the wthoritiM read 
hand of the Lord was with them: and a great num- "" 

S2 ber that believed turned unto the Lord. And the 
report concerning them came to the ears of the 
church which was in Jerusalem : and they sent forth 

23 Barnabas as far as Antioch: who, when he wasggo^^gnd^t^. 
come, and had seen the grace of God, was glad; and Jfo'*"* ""J 
he exhorted them all, •that with purpose of heart c^aw ««<?«• 

24 they would cleave unto the Lord: for he was a good ^S^Z^l^ 
man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of faith: and 

25 much people was added unto the Lord. And he 

26 went forth to Tarsus to seek for Saul: and when he 
had found him, he brought him imto Antioch. And 
it came to pass, that even for a whole year they were 
gathered together *with the churcn, and taught 4 Gr. in. 
much people ; and that the disciples were called 
Christians first in Antioch. 

27 Now in these days there came down prophets 

28 from Jerusalem unto Antioch. And there stood up 
one of them named Agabus, and signified by the 

Spirit that there should be a great famine over all ^ ^^ ^^ {^juibtttd 
Hhe world: which came to pass in the days of eaHh, 
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daudins. And the disciples, every man according 29 
lOt.fermimUiry. to hls ability, determined to send 'relief unto the 

brethren that dwelt in Judsea: which also they did, 80 
sending it to the elders by the hand of Barnabas 
and Saul. 

Now about that time Herod the king put forth! 2 
his hands to afflict certain of the church. And he 2 
killed James the brother of John with the sword. 
And when he saw that it pleased the Jews, he pro- 3 
ceeded to seize Peter also. And th&8e were the oays 
of unleayened bread. And when he had taken him, 4 
he put him in prison, and delivered him to four 
quaternions of soldiers to guard him; intending af- 
ter the Passover to bring him forth to the people. 
Peter therefore was kept in the prison: but prayer 5 
was made earnestly of the church unto Qod for 
h^. And when Herod was about to bring him 6 
forth, the same night Peter was sleeping between 
two soldiers, bound with two chains: and guards 
before the door kept the prison. And behold, an 7 
angel of the Lord stood by him, and a light shined 
in the cell: and he smote Peter on the side, and 
awoke him, saying, Rise up quickly. And his 
chains fell off from his hands. And the angel said 8 
unto him, Gird thyself, and bind on thy sandals. 
And he did so. And he saith unto him, Cast thy 
garment about thee, and follow me. And he went 9 
out, and followed; and he wist not that it was true 
for.onmgk whlch was douc 'by the angel, but thought he saw 

a vision. And when they were past the fist and the 10 
second ward, they came unto the iron gate that lead- 
eth into the city; which opened to them of its own 
accord: and they went out, and passed on through 
one street; and straightway the angel departed from 
him. And when Peter was come to himself, he said, 11 
Now I know of a truth, that the Lord hath sent forth 
his angel and delivered me out of the hand of Herod, 
and from all the expectation of the people of the 
Jews. And when he had considered ^ things he 12 
came to the house of Mary the mother of John 
whose surname was Mark; where many were gath- 
ered together and were praying. And when he 13 
knocked at the door of the gate, a maid came to an- 
swer, named Rhoda. And when she knew Peter's 14 
voice, she opened not the gate for joy, but ran in, 
and told that Peter stood before the gate. And 15 
they said unto her, Thou art mad. But she confi- 
dently affirmed that it was even so. And they said, 16 
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It is his angel. But Peter continued knocking : and 
when they had opened, they saw him, and were 

17 amazed. But he, beckoning unto them with the 
hand to hold their peace, declared unto them how 
the Lord had brought him forth out of the prison. 
And he said. Tell these things unto James, and to 
the brethren. And he departed, and went to an- 

18 other place. Now as soon as it was day, there was 
no small stir among the soldiers, what was become 

19 of Peter. And when Herod had sought for him, 
and found him not, he examined the guards, and 
commanded that they should be *put to death. And * ^lit*' ***' " 
he went down from Judsea to Csesarea, and tarried 

there. 

20 Now he was highly displeased with them of Tyre 
and Sidon: and ti^ey came with one accord to hun, 
and, havinff made Blastus the king's chamberlain 
their friend, they asked for peace, because their 

21 country was fed from the km^'s country. And 
upon a set day Herod arrayed himself in royal ap> 

parel, and sat on the 'throne, and made an oration ' ^' ^'«'^* "'«'- 
22Tmto them. And the people shouted, mying, The 

23 voice of a god, and not of a man. And immedi- 
ately an angel of the Lord smote him, because he 
gave not Gk)d the glory : and he was eaten of worms, 
and gave up the ghost. 

24 But the word of God grew and multiplied. mcientun 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned ^rom Jerusa- th?rfti!^ ^"^ 
lem, when they had fulfilled their ministration, tak- •'«■«««»'«»• 

ing with them John whose surname was Mark. 

13 Now there were at Antioch, in the church that 
was tliere, prophets and teachers, Barnabas, and 
Symeon that was called Niger, and Lucius of Gy- 
rene, and Manaen the foster-brother of Herod the 

2 tetrarch, and Saul. And as they ministered to the 
Lord, and fasted, the Holy Ghost said. Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work whereunto I have 

8 called them. Then, when they had fasted and 
prayed and laid their hands on them, they sent 
them away. 

4 So they, being sent forth by the Holy Ghost, 
went down to Seleucia; and from thence they sail- 

5ed to Cyprus. And when they were at Salamis, 
they proclaimed the word of God in the synagogues 
of flie Jews: and they had also John as their at- 

6tendant. And when they had gone through the 
whole island unto Paphos, they found a certain ^ ^^ ^^ ^ ^ ,^ 
*sorcerer, a. false prophet, a Jew, whose name was MktuCi,?,!*. 
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Bar-Jesus; which was with the pToconsul, Serrfua 7 
Paulas, a man of understanding. The same called 

lOf jfajw: M^Mito ^^°^ Bamabas and Saul, and sought to hear 
in'ii«Su.i,T, the word of CkxL But Elymas the "sorcerer (for 8 
'** so is his name by interpretation) withstood them, 

seeking to turn aside the proconsul from the f aitii. 
But Saul, who is also eaUed Paul, filled with the 9 
Holy Ghost, fastened his e^es on him, and said, 10 
full of aU guile and all villany, thou son of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou 
not cease to pervert the risnt ways of the Lord? 
And now, behold, the hand of the Lord is upon 11 
thee, and thou shalt be blind, not seeing the sun 

«or,«ntfu ^or a season. And immediately there fell on him 

a mist and a darkness; and he went about seeking 
some to lead him by the hand. Then the procon- 12 
Bul, when he saw what was done, believed, being 
astonished at the teaching of the Lord. 

Now Paul and his company set sail from Paphos, 13 
and came to Persa in Pamphylia : and John depart- 
ed from them ana returned to Jerusalem. But they, 14 
passing through from Perga, came to Antioch of 
Fisidia; and they went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day, and sat down. And after the reading 15 
of the law and the prophets the rulers of the syna- 
gogue sent unto them, saying, Brethren, if ye have 
any word of exhortation for the people, say on. 
And Paul stood up, and beckoning with the hsmd 10 
said, 

Men of Israel, and ye that fear God, hearken. 
The God of this people Israel chose our fathers, and 17 
exalted the people when they sojourned in the land

&1?I k^tkem <u a out 01 it. And for about the time of forty years 18 

S!"* wiSJSiS! "suffered he their manners* in the wilderness. And 19 

s«e D«it. 1. 31. ' when he had destroyed seven nations in the land of 

Canaan, he gave tliem their land for an inheritance, 

for about four hundred and fifty years: and after 20 

these things he gave them judges imtil Samuel the 

prophet. And afterward they asked for a king: 21 

and God gave unto them Saul the son of Kish, a man 

of the tribe of Benjamin, for the space of forty years. 

And when he had removed him, he raised up David 22 

to be their king; to whom also he bare witness, and 

said, I have found David the son of Jesse, a man

25 ance to all the people of Israel. Aiid as John was 
fulfilling his course, he said, What suppose ye that 
I am? I am not he. But behold, there cometh one 
after me, the shoes of whose feet I am not worthy 

26 to unloose. Brethren, children of the stock of 
Abraham, and those amon^ you that fear God, to us 

27 is the word of this salvation sent forth. For tiiey 
that dwell in Jerusalem, and their rulers, because 
they knew him not, nor the voices of the prophets 
which are read every sabbath, fulfilled them by con- 

28 demning him. And though they found no cause of 
death in him, yet asked they of ftlate that he should 

29 be slain. And when they had fulfilled all things 
that were written of him, they took him down from 

30 the tree, and laid him in a tomb. But God raised 

31 him from the dead: and he was seen for many days 
of them that came up with him from Galilee to Je- 
rusalem, who are now his witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we bring you good tidings of the promise 

33 made imto the fathers, how that God hath fulfilled 
the same unto our ^children, in that he raised up 
Jesus; as also it is written in the second psalm. 
Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised him up from the 
dead, now no more to return to corruption, he hath 
spoken on this wise, I will give you the holy and 

35 sure blemngs of David. Because he saith also in ' ?iS3Ai*'^TB 
another psaim, Thou wilt not give thy Holy One to •"w^ o/ cw, 

36 see corruption. For David, after he had ''m his {SjZAom, 
own generation served the counsel of God, fell on JJ**^"^^ ^^ 
sleej), and was laid imto his fathers, and saw cor- ^Lu!F</ood 

37ruption: but he whom God raised up saw no cor- 

38 ruption. Be it known unto you therefore, brethren, 
that through this man is proclaimed unto you re- 

39 mission of sins: and by him every one that be- 
lieveth is justified from all things, from which ye 

40 could not be justified by the law of Moses. Beware 
therefore, lest that come upon ffou, which is spoken 
in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and ^perish ; 4 or, vaniA awtp 
For I work a work in your days, 

A work which ye shall in no wise believe, if 
one declare it unto you. 
43 And as they went out, Ihey besought that these 
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words might be spoken to them the next sabbath. 
Now when the synagogue broke up, many of the 43 
Jews and of the devout proselytes followed Paul 
and Samabas: who, sp^dong to them, urged them 
to contmue in the grace of God. 
I MuTMKiMitM. -^^ ^6 ^^^ sabbath almost the whole city was 44 
^UMrMui<A« gathered together to hear the word of 'God. But 45 
^^ when the Jews saw the multitudes, they were filled 

with jealousy, and contradicted the things which 
i Or, nutmL woro spokcu by Paul, and 'blasphemed. And Paul 46 
and Barnabas spake out bold^, and said, It was 
necessary that Uie word of God should first be 
spoken to you. Seeing ye thrust it from you, and 
judge yourselves unworthy of eternal life, lo, we 
turn to the Gkntiles. For so hath the Lord com- 47 
manded us, saving, 

I have set thee for a light of the Gentiles, 
That thou shouldest be for salvation unto the 
uttermost part of the earth. 
And as the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and 48 
glorified the word of Hskxl : and as many as were or- 
Gained to eternal life believed. And the word of 49 
the Lord was spread abroad throughout all Uie re- 

fion. But the Jews urged on the devout women of 50 
onourable estate, and the chief men of the city, 
and stirred up a persecution against Paul and Bar- 
nabas, and cast them out of their borders. But 51 
thev shook off the dust of their feet against them, 
and came imto Iconium. And the disciples were 52 
filled with joy and with the Holy Ghost. 

And it came to pass in Icomum, that they en-14 
tered together into the 63magogue of the Jews, and 
BO spake, that a great multitude both of Jews and 
of Greeks believ^. But the Jews that were diso- 2 
bedient stirred up the souls of the Gentiles, and 
made them evil affected against the brethren. Long 3 
time therefore they tarried there speaking boldlv in 
the Lord, which bare witness unto titie word of his 
grace, granting signs and wonders to be done hj 
their hands. But the multitude of the city was di- 4 
vided; and part held with the Jews, and part with 
the apostles. And when there was made an onset 5 
both of the Gentiles and of the Jews with their 
rulers, to entreat them shamefully, and to stone 
them, they became aware of it, and fled unto the 6 
cities of Lvcaonia, Lystra and Derbe, and the re- 
gion roima about: and there they preached the 7 
gospel. 
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8 And at Lystra there sat a certain man, impotent 
in his feet, a cripple from his mother's womb, who 

9 never had walked. The same heard Panl speak- 
ing: who, fastening his eyes upon him, and seeing 

10 that he had faith to be *made whole*, said with a i or, 
loud voice, Stand upright on thy feet. And he 

11 leaped up and walked. And when the multitudes 
saw what Paul had done, they lifted up their voice, 
saying in the speech of Lycaonia, The gods are 

12 come down to us in the likeness of men. And they 
called Barnabas, * Jupiter; and Paul, ''Mercury, ^Q-Hl'^^^ 

13 cause he >vas the chief speaker. And the priest of '* '™**** 
•Jupiter whose temple was before the city, brought 

oxen and garlands unto the gates, and would have 

14 done sacnfice with the multitudes. But when the 
apostles, Barnabas and Paul, heard of it, they rent 
their garments, and sprang forth among the multi- 

15 tude, crying out and saying. Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men of like passions with4 0r,iM<iif« 
you, and bring you good tidings, that ye should 

turn from these vain things unto the living God, 
who made the heaven and me earth and the sea, and 

16 all that in them is: who in the ^nerations gone by 
suffered all the nations to walk m Uieir own ways. 

17 And jet he left not himself without witness, in that 
he did good, and gave you from heaven rains and 
fruitful seasons, filling your hearts with food and 

18 gladness. And with these sayings scarce restrained 
tiiey the multitudes from doing sacrifice imto them. 

19 But there came Jews thither from Antioch and 
Iconium : and having persuaded the multitudes, they 
stoned Paul, and dragged him out of the city, sup- 

20 posing that he was dead. But as the disciples stood 
round about him, he rose up, and entered into the 
city: and on the morrow he went forth with Barnabas 

21 to Derbe. And when they had preached the gospel 
to that city, and had made many disciples, thej re- 
turned to Lvstra, and to Iconium, and to Antioch, 

22 confirming the souls of the disciples, exhorting them 
to continue in the faith, and that through many 
tribulations we must enter into the kingdom of God. 

23 And when they had appointed for them elders in 
every church, and had prayed with fasting, they 
commended them to the Lord, on whom they had 

24 believed. And they passed through Pisidia, and 

25 came to Pamphylia. And when they had spoken 

* " made whole " oinit marg. i—Am. Com. 
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the word in Pcrga, they went down to Attalia; and 26 
thence they sailed to Antioch, from whence they 
had been committed to the grace of God for the 
work which they had fulfilled. And when they 27 
were come, and had ^thered the church together, 
they rehearsed all things that God had done with 
them, and how that he had opened a door of faith 
unto the Gentiles. And they tarried no little time 28 
witii the disciples. 

And certain men came down from Judssa and 16 
taught the brethren, myvrw, Except ye be circmn- 
eis^ after the custom of Moses, ye cannot be saved. 
And when Paul and Barnabas mid no small dissen- 2 
sion and questioning with them,tA« brethren appoint- 
ed that Paul and Bamabas,and certain other of them, 
should go up to Jerusalem imto the apostles and el- 
ders about this question. They therefore, being 3 
brought on their way by the church, passed through 
both Phoenicia and Samaria, declaring the conver- 
sion of the Gentiles : and they caused great joy unto 
all the brethren. And when they were come to Je- 4 
rusalem, they were received of the church and the 
apostles and the elders, and they rehearsed all things 
that God had done with them. But there rose up 5 
certain of the sect of the Pharisees who believed, 
saying, It is needful to circumcise them, and to charge 
them to keep the law of Moses. 

And the apostles and the elders were gathered to- 6 

f ether to consider of this matter. And when there 7 
ad been much questioning, Peter rose up, and said 
unto them, 
* ^Z*^ •*''' Brethren, ye know how that *a good while ago 
God made choice among you, that by my mouth the 
Gentiles should hear the word of the gospel, and be- 
lieve. And God, which knoweth the heart, bare 8 
tiiem witness, giving them the Holy Ghost, even as 
he did unto us; and he made no distinction between 9 
us and them, cleansing their hearts by faith. Now 10 
therefore why tempt ye God, that ye should put a 
yoke upon the neck of the disciples, which neither 
our fathers nor we were able to bear? But we be- 11 
lieve that we shall be saved through the grace of the 
Lord Jesus, in like manner as they. 

And all the multitude kept silence ; and they 12 
hearkened unto Barnabas and Paul rehearsing what 
signs and wonders God had wrought among the Gen- 
tiles by them. And after they had held their peace, 13 
James answered^ saying, 
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14 Brethren, hearken unto me : Symeon hath re- 
hearsed how frst God did visit the Gentiles, to take 

15 out of them a people for his name. And to this 
agree the words of the prophets; as it is written, 

16 After these things I will return, 

And I will build again the tabernacle of David, 

which is fallen; 
And I will build again the ruins thereof, 
And I will set it up: 

17 That the residue of men may seek after the 

Lord, 
And all the Gentiles, upon whom my name is 

called, 1 Or, who doetk tMeae 

18 Saith the Lord, *whomaketh these things known SJSJT**''*''"* 

from the beginning of the world*. 

19 Wherefore my judgement is, that we trouble not 
them which from among the Gentiles turn to God; 

20 but that we 'write imto them, that they abstain from « or, «i^n ikm 
the pollutions of idols, and from fornication, and 

21 from what is strangled, and from blood. For Moses 
from generations of old hath in every city them 
that preach him, being read in the synagogues ev- 
erysabbath. 

22 Then it seemed good to the apostles and the el- 
ders, with the whole church, to choose men out of 
their company, and send them to Antioch with Paul 
and Barnabas; namely , Judas called Barsabbas, and 

23 Silas, chief men among the brethren: and they wrote 
thics by Uiem, The apostles and the elder brethrenf 
imto tne brethren which are of the Gentiles in An- 

24tioch and Syria and Cilicia, greeting: Forasmuch jg^^„,j,„^„, 
as we have heard that certain "which went out from ^^^^ <>"» 
us have troubled you with words, subverting your «*«** •***«*• 

25 souls ; to whom we gave no commandment ; it 
seemed good unto us, having come to one accord, 
to choose out men and send them unto you with 

26 our beloved Barnabas and Paul, men that nave haz- 
arded their lives for the name of our Lord Jesus 

27 Christ. We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, 
who themselves also shall tell you the same things 

28 by word of mouth. For it seemed good to the Holy 
Gfhost, and to us, to lay upon you no greater burden 

29 than these necessary things; that ye abstain from

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thiDgs sacrificed to idols, and from blood, and from 
things strangled, and from fornication; from wluch 
if ye keep yourselves, it shall be well with you. 
Fare ye well. 

So they, when thej were dismissed, came down 90 
to Antioch; and having gathered the multitude to- 
gether, they delivered me epistle. And when they 81 
1 0r, im h i iaH im. had read it, they rejoiced for the 'consolation* And 32 
1 or,M«^««Hi Judas and Silas, bein^ themselves also prophets, Ex- 
horted the brethren with many words, and confirmed 
s Boom ueiMtn. them. Aud after they had n)ent some time tJiere, 88 
SSk*'JLiiSIl2* ^^y ^QTe dismissed in peace nom the brethren imto 
▼w. M AK *!l those that had sent them forth*. But Paul and Bar- 85 
SSr' C*JSi n&^ tarried in Antioch, teaching and preaching' 
<*«•. the word of the Lord, with many others also. 

And after some days Paul said unto Barnabas, 86 
Let us return now and visit the brethren in evenr 
city wherein we proclaimed the word of the Lord. 
and see how they fare. And Barnabas was minded 87 
to take with them John also, who was called Mark. 
But Paul thought not good to take with them him 88 
who withdrew from them from Pamphylia,and went 
not with them to the work. And there arose a sharp 39 
contention, so that Uiey parted asunder one from the 
other, and Barnabas took Mark with him, and sailed 
away unto Cyprus; but Paul chose Silas, and went 40 
forth, being commended by the brethren to the grace 
of the Lord. And he went through Syria and Ci- 41 
licia, confirming the churches. 

And he came also to Derbe and to Lystra: and 16 
behold, a certain disciple was there, named Timothy, 
the son of a Jewess which believed; but his father 
was a Greek. The same was well reported of bythe 2 
brethren that were at Lystra and Iconium. *Him 8 
would Paul have to go forth with him; and he took 
and circumcised him because of the Jews that were 
in those parts: for they all knew that his father was 
a Greek. And as they went on their way through 4 
the cities, they delivered them the decrees for to 
keep, which Iiad been ordained of the apostles and 
elders that were at Jerusalem. So the churches 5 
were strengthened in the faith, and increased in 
number dafly. 

And they went through the region of Phrygia 6 
and Galatia, having been forbidden of the Holy 
Ghost to speak the word in Asia; and when they 7 
were come over against Mysia, they assayed to go 
into Bithynia; and the Spirit of Jesus suffered them 
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8 not ; and passing by Mysia, they came down to Troas. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul in the night; There 
was a man of Macedonia standing, beseeching him, 
and saying, Come over into Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And when he had seen the vision, straightway we 
sought to go forth into Macedonia, concluding that 
God had called us for to preach tiie gospel imto 
them. 

11 Setting sail therefore from Troas, we made a 
straight course to Samothrace, and the day follow- 

13 ing to Neapolis; and from thence to Philippi, which 
is a city of Macedonia, the fiiBt of the mstrict, a 
Boman colony: and we were in this city tarrying 

13 certain days. And on the sabbath day we went 
forth without the gate by a river side, where we 
supposed there was a place of prayer; and we sat 
down, and spake unto the women which were come 

14 together. And a certain woman named Lydia, a 
seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, one that 
worshipped God, heard us: whose heart the Lord 
opened, to give heed unto the things which were 

15 spoken by Paul. And when she was baptized, and 
her household, she besought us, saying. If ye have 
judged me to be faithful to the Lord, come into my 
house, and abide there. And she constrained us. 

16 And it came to pass, as we were going to tiie place 

of prayer, that a certain maid having *a spirit of * ^iaJi ^"'* " 
divmation met us, which brought her masters much 

17 gain by soothsaying. The same following after Paul 

and us cried out, saying, These men are ^servants of ^QT.hondnnanu. 
the Most High God, which proclaim unto you *the 8pr,at«if 

18 way of salvation. And this she did for many days. 
But Paul, being sore troubled, turned and said to the 
spirit, I charge thee in the name of Jesus Christ to 
come out of her. And it came out that very hour. 

19 But when her masters saw that the hope of their 

gain was *gone, they laid hold on Paul and Silas, and 4 Gr. <»m« out. 
dragged them into the marketplace before the rulers, 

30 and when they had brought them unto the «magis- 6Gr./>r«<w». 
trates, they said. These men, being Jews, do exceed- 

31 ingly trouble our city, and set forth customs which 
it IS not lawful for us to receive, or to observe, being 

33 Romans. And the multitude rose up together against 
them: and the Magistrates rent their garments off 

33 them, and commanded to beat them with rods. And 
when they had laid many stripes upon them, they 
cast them into prison, charging the jailor to keep 

34 them safely: who, having received such a charfi:e, 
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cast them into the inner prifion, and made their feet 
fast in the stocks. But about midnight Paul and 85 
Bilas were praying and singing hymns unto God, 
and the prisoners were listening to them ; and sud- 26 
denly there was a great earthquake, so that the foun- 
dations of the prison-house were shaken: and imme- 
diately aD the doors were opened ; and every one's 
hands were loosed. And the jailor being roused out 27 
of sleep, and seeing the prison doors open, drew his 
sword, and was about to kill himself, supposing that 
the prisoners had escaped. But Paul cried with a 28 
loud voice, saying, Do thyself no harm: for we are 
all here. And he called for lights, and sprang in, 29 
and, trembling for fear, fell down before Paul and 
Silas, and brought them out, and said. Sirs, what 30 
must I do to be saved? And they said. Believe on 81 
i8ome«iid«itM.^® Lord Jcsus, and thou shalt be saved, thou and 
thoriUM rwui thy house. And they spake the word of Hhe Lord 32 
unto him, with all that were in his house. And he 83 
took them the same hour of the night, and washed 
their stripes; and was baptized, he and all his, im- 
mediately. And he brought them up into his house, 34 
and set "meat before them, and rejoiced greatly, with 
*^ all his house, "having believed in God. 

But when it was day, the ^magistrates sent the 85 
'Serjeants, saying. Let those men go. And the jailor 36 
reported the words to Paul, saying. The hnagistrates 
have sent to let you go: now therefore come forth, 
and go In peace. But Paul said unto them. They 37 
have beaten us publicly, uncondemned, men that are 
Romans, and have cast us into prison; and do they 
now cast us out privily ? nay verily ; but let them come 
themselves and bring us out. And the 'serjeants re- 38 
ported these words imto the ^magistrates: and they 
feared, when they heard that they were Romans; 
and they came and besought them; and when they 39 
had brought them out, they asked Uiem to go away 
from the city. And they went out of the prison, and 40 
entered into tJie house <?/Lydia: and when they had 
seen the* brethren, they •comforted them, and de- 
parted. 

Now when they had passed through Amphipolis 17 
and ApoUonia, they came to The^alonica, where 
was a synagogue of the Jews: and Paid, as his cus- 2 
tom was, went in unto them, and for three 'sabbath 
days reasoned with them from the scriptures, open- 3 
ing and alleging, that it behoved the Christ to suffer, 
and to rise agam from the dead; and that this Jesus, 
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whom, said he, I proclaim unto you, is the Christ. 

4 And some of them were persuaded, and consorted 

with Paul and Silas; and of the devout Greeks a 

great multitude, and of the chief women not a few. 
ut the Jews, being moved with jealousy, took imto 
them certain vile fellows of the rabble, and gather- 
ing a crowd, set the city on an uproar; and assault- 
ing the house of Jason, they sought to brin^ them 

6 forth to the people. And when they found them 
not, they dragged Jason and certain brethren before 

the rulers of the city, crying, These that have turned . „. ,, . . .., , 

7 Hhe world upside do^lre come hither also; whom ' ^^ '^"^ 
Jason hath received: and these all act contrary to 

the decrees of Csesar, saying that there is another 

8 king, one Jesus. And they troubled the multitude 
and the rulers of the city, when they heard these 

9 things. And when they had taken security from 
Jason and the rest, they let them go. 

10 And the brethren immediately sent away Paul 
and Silas by night unto Beroea: who when they 
were come thither went into the synagogue of the 

11 Jews. Now these were more noble man those in 
Thessalonica, in that they received the word with all 
readiness of mind, examining the scriptures daily, 

13 whether these things were so. Many or them there- 
fore believed; also of the Greek women of honour- 

13 able estate, and of men, not a few. But when the 
Jews of Thessalonica had knowledge that the word 
of God was proclaimed of Paid at Beroea also, they 
came thither likewise, stirring up and troubling the 

14 multitudes. And then immediately the bremren 
sent forth Paul to go as far as to the sea: and Silas 

15 and Timothy abode there still. But they that con- 
ducted Paul brought him as far as Athens: and re- 
ceiving a commandment unto Silas and Timothy 
that they should come-to him with all speed, they 
departed. 

16 Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, his 
spirit was provoked within him, as he beheld the 

17 city full of idols. So he reasoned in the synagogue 
with the Jews and the devout persons, and in the 

18 marketplace every day with them that met him. And 
certain also of the Epicurean and Stoic philosophers 
encountered him. And some said, What would this 
babbler say? other some. He seemeth to be a setter 

forth of strange 'gods: because he preached Jesus 'Or.rfemow. 

19 and the resurrection. And they took hold of him, !?'''*^.y, ^ 
and brought him *unto the *Areopagus, saying, May ian 
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we know what tliis new teaching is, which is spoken 
by thee? For thou bringest certain strange things 20 
to our ears: we would Imow Uierefore what these 
tilings mean. (Now all the Athenians and the stran- 21 

' ^JSluJ'Srs®^ sojourning there ^spent their time in nothing 
else, but either to tell or to hear some new thing.l 
And Paul stood in the midst of the Areopagus, and 2Z 
said, 
Ye men of Athens, in all thines I perceive that ye 

1 Or, rtK^MM. are somewhat 'superstitious*. For as I passed along, 23 

I Or TO TWE^'^^ obscrved the objects of your worship, I found 
v*NKNo iFjtralso an altar with this inscription, "to an ukknown 
^^'^' GOD. What therefore ye worship in ignorance, this 

set I forth imto you. The God that n^Ae the world 24 
and all things therein, he, being Lord of heaven and 

A Or, mm t tm mim earth, dwcUeth uot lu Hemples made with liands; 

neither is he served by men's hands, as though he 25 
needed anything, seeing he himself giveth to all 
Ufe, and breath, and all thinss; and he made of one 26 
every nation of men for to awell on all the face of 
the earth, having determined their appointed sea- 
sons, and the bounds of their habitation; that they 27 
should seek God, if hapl^ they might feel after him, 
and find him, though he is not far from each one of 
us: for in him we uve, and move, and have our be- 28 
ing; as certain even of your own poets have said. 
For we are also his offspring. Being then the off- 29 

' %l^ *• spring of God, we ought not to think that »the God- 
head 18 like unto gold, or silver, or stone, craven by 

• somejmcientMi. art and device of man. The times of ignorance 30 
<i«!Jaf2l 10 i!!!L therefore God overlooked; but now he 'command- 

.iflit^ ^^^ °^®^ *^^* ***®y should all everywhere repent: in- 31 
JfO. * asmuch as he hath appointed a day, in the which he 

8 Gr. in. wiU judgc Hhc world in righteousness "by Hhe man 

9 0r,aMMHi whom hc hath ordained; whereof he hath given as- 

surance unto all men, in that he hath raised him 
from the dead. 

Now when they heard of the resurrection of the 32 
dead, some mocked; but others said. We wiU hear 
thee concerning this yet again. Thus Paul went out 33 
from among mem. But certain men clave unto 34 
him, and beueved: among whom also was Dionysi- 
us the Areopagite, and a woman named Damaris, 
and others with them. 

After these things he departed from Athens, and 18 
■ ■ g* ' 

• For "somewhat superstitious" read "very religious ' and put 
the present text in the marg. — Aia. CSom. 
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2 came to Corinth. And he found a certam Jew named 
Aquila, a man of Pontus by race, lately come from 
Italy, with his wife Priscilla, because Claudius had 
commanded all the Jews to depart from Rome: and 

3 he came unto them ; and because he was of the same 
trade, he abode with them, and they wrought; for 

4 by their trade they were tentmakers. Ana he rea- 
soned in the syiiagogue every sabbath, and 'per- * ^HiiT'*' ^ '^ 
suaded Jews and Greeks. 

5 But when Silas and Timothy came down from 
Macedonia, Paul was constrained by the word, testi- 

6 fying to the Jews that Jesus was the Christ. And 
when they opposed themselves, and "blasphemed, «or,r«iw 
he shook out his raiment, and said unto them, Your 
blood be upon your own heads; I am clean: from 

7 henceforth I will go unto the Gentiles. And he de- 
parted thence, and went into the house of a certain 
man named Titus Justus, one that worshipped God, 

8 whose house joined hard to the synagogue. And 

Crispus, the ruler of the synagogue, "believed in the ' z^^*'*^ *** 
Lord with all his house; and many of the Corin- 

9 thians hearing believed, and were baptized. And the 
Lord said unto Paul in the night by a vision. Be not 

10 afraid, but speak, and hold not thy peace: for I am 
with thee, and no man shall set on thee to harm 

11 thee: for I have much people in this city. And he 
dwelt thsre a year ana six months, teaching the 
word of God among them. 

12 But when GaUio was proconsul of Achaia, the 
Jews with one accord rose up against Paul, and 

13 brought him before the judgement-seat, saying. 
This man persuadeth men to worship Gk)d contrary 

14 to the law. But when Paul was about to open his 
mouth, Gallio said imto the Jews, If indeed it were 
a matter of wrong or of wicked villany, O ye Jews, 

15 reason would that I should bear with you: but if 
they are questions about words and names and your 
own law, look to it yourselves; I am not minded to 

16 be a judge of these matters. And he drave them 

17 from the judgement-seat. And they all laid hold 
on Sosthenes, the ruler of the synagogue, and beat 
him before the judgement-seat. And Gallio cared 
for none of these things. 

18 And Paul, having tarried after this yet many 
days, took lus leave of the brethren, and sailed 
thence for Syria, and with him Priscilla and Aquila; 
having shorn his head in Cenchrese: for he had a 

19 vow. And they came to Ephesus, and he left them 
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there: but he hunself entered into the synagogue, 
and reasoned with the Jews. And when uiey20 
asked him to abide a lon^r time, he consented not; 
but taking his leave of mem, and saying, I will re- 21 
turn again unto you, if God will, he set sail from 
Ephesus. And when he had landed at Csesarea, he 23 
went up and saluted the church, and went down to 
Antioch. And having spent some time therey he de- 28 
parted, and went through the region of Galatia and 
Phrygia in order, stablishing all the disciples. 
Or dboiMirf ^^^ * certain Jew named ApoUos, an Alezan- 24 
Sil*" *^**"^ drian by race, *a learned man, came to Ephesus; 

and he was mighty in the scriptures. This nEian25 
' ^'iSi! *'"""' l»ad been "instructed in the way of the Lord; and 
being fervent in spirit, he i^ake and taught careful- 
ly the things concerning ti esus, knowing onlv the 
baptism of John: and he began to speak boldly in 26 
the sjmagogue. But when Priscilla and Aquila 
heard him, mey took him unto them, and expound- 
ed unto him the way of Gk)d more carefully. And 27 
when he was minded to pass over into Acnaia, the 
» orjArfp«i miuA brethren encouraged him, and wrote to the disciples 
tikiSrUidflSd to receive him: and when he was come, he *helped 
?"!II!i.- -A. them much which had believed through grace: for 28 
35r "^ ^^ powerfully confuted the Jews, *and that public- 
ly, shewing by the scriptures that Jesus was the 
Christ. 

And it came to pass, that, while ApoUos was at 19 

Corinth, Paul having passed through the upper 

country came to Ephesus, and found certain ois- 

ciples: and he said unto them, Did ye receive the 2 

LOrAtHitaBoi ^^^^ Ghost whcu yc believed? And they said unto 

Giiod, **" ' him. Nay, we did not so much as hear whether "the 

Holy Ghost was given. And he said. Into what 8 
then were ye baptized? And they said. Into John*s 
baptism. And Paul said, John baptized with the 4 
baptism of repentance, saying unto the people, that 
they should believe on him which should come 
after him, that is, on Jesus. And when they heard 5 
this, they were baptized into the name of the Lord 
Jesus. And when Paul had laid his hands upon 6 
them, the Holy Ghost came on them; and tJiey 
spake with tongues, and prophesied. And they 7 
were in all about twelve men. 

And he entered into the synagogue, and spake 8 
boldly for the space of three months, reasoning and 
persuading 05 to the things concerning the kin^om 
of G^d. But when some were hardened and disobe- 9 
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dient, Bi)eaking evil of the Way before the multi- 
tude, he departed from them, and separated the 
disciples, reasoning daily in tiie school of Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued for the space of two years; so 
that all they which dwelt in Asia heard the word 

11 of the Lord, both Jews and Greeks. And God 
wrought special ^miracles by the hands of Paul:ior.^o»m. 

12 insomuch that unto the sick were carried away 
from his body handkerchiefs or aprons, and the 
diseases departed from them, and the evil spirits 

13 went out. But certain also of the strolling Jews, 
exorcists, took upon them to name over them which 
had the evil spirits the name of the Lord Jesus, 
saying, I adjure you by Jesus whom Paul preach- 

14 eth. And there were seven sons of one Sceva, a 

15 Jew, a chief priest, which did this. And the evil 

spirit answered and said unto them, Jesus I "know, ior.reeognise 

16 and Paul I know; but who are ye? And the man 
in whom the evil spirit was leaped on them, and 
mastered both of them, and prevailed against them, 
so that they fled out of that house naked and 

17 wounded. And this became known to all, both 
Jews and Greeks, that dwelt at Ephesus; and fear 
fell upon them all, and the name of the Lord Jesus 

18 was magnified. Many also of them that had be- 
lieved came, confessing, and declaring their deeds. 

19 And not a few of them that practised 'curious arts s or, ma^Mt 
brought their books together, and burned them in 

the sight of all: and they counted the price of them, 

20 and found it fifty thousand pieces of silver. So 
mightily grew the word of the Lord and prevwled. 

21 Sow after these things were ended, Paul pur- 
posed in the spirit, when he had passed through 
Macedonia and Achaia, to go to Jsrusalem, saying. 
After I have been there, 1 must also see Rome. 

22 And having sent into Macedonia two of them that 
ministered unto him, Timothy and Erastus, he him- 
self stayed in Asia for a while. 

28 And about that time there arose no small stir con- 

24 ceming the Way. For a certain man named De- 
metrius, a silversmith, which made silver shrines of 
*Diana, brought no little business unto the cmft8-4Gr.^fi«»«. 

25 men; whom he gathered together, with the work- 
men of like occupation, and said. Sirs, ye know that 

26 by this business we have oxrr wealth. And ye see 
and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost 
throughout all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, saying that they be no 
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gods, which are made with hands: and not only is 27 
there danger that this our trade come into dis- 
repute; but also that tlie temple of the great god-

.t. i-i^i^.^ diould even be deposed from her magnificence, 

9 GiMii* imAMud ^Jjqjq q^ ^^^ ^^^ t^Q -^orfd worshippcth. And 28 

when they heard this, they were filled with wrath, 
and cried out, saying. Great is 'Diana of the Ephe- 
sians. And the city was filled with the confusion: 29 
and they rushed with one accord into the theatre, 
having seized Gains and Aristarchus, men of Mace- 
donia, Paul's companions in travel And when Paul 30 
was minded to enter in unto the people, the disciples 

8 Gr. Ariarekt. suffcrcd him uot And certain also of the 'chief 81 
officers of Asia*, being his friends, sent unto him, 
and besought him not to adventure himself into the 
theatre. Some therefore cried one thine, and some 82 
another: for the assembly was in contusion; and 

4 Or, And mM<^ the uiOTe part knew not wherefore they were come 
1t^7!d^*AMm together. *And Uiey brought Alexander out of the 88 
<^ multitude, the Jews putting him forward. And 

Alexander beckoned wiUi the hand, and would have 
made a defence unto the people. But when they 84 
perceived that he was a Jew, all with one voice 
about the space of two hours cried out. Great is 
'Diana of the Ephesians. And when the townclerk 85 
had quieted the multitude, he saith, Ye men of 
Ephesus, what man is there who knoweth not how 
that the city of the Ephesians is temple-keeper of 
the great 'Diana, and of the image which fell down 

6 0r,A«aMii. from 'Jupiter? Seeing then that these things can- 86 
not be gainsaid, ye ought to be quiet, and to do 
nothing rash. For ye have brought hither these 87 
men, which are neither robbers of temples nor blas- 
phemers of our goddess. If therefore Demetrius, 88 

6 Or owffds tare ^^^ *^® craftsmcu that are with him, have a matter 
k^ ^' "" against any man, Hhe courts are open, and there are 

proconsuls: let them accuse one another. But if 89 
ye seek anything about other matters, it shall be 

70r,4Uieu»edofriot Settled iu the regular assembly. For indeed we are 40 
^emin0 tku in danger to be ^accused concerning this day's riot, 
' there being no cause for it: and as touching it we 

shall not be able to give accoimt of this concourse. 
And when he had thus spoken, he dismissed the as- 41 
sembly.

20 ^^^ ft^^ ^6 uproar was ceased, Paul having 

sent for the disciples and exhorted them, took leave 

of them, and departed for to go into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone through those parts, and 
had given them much exhortation, he came into 

8 Greece. And when he had spent three months 
there, and a plot was laid against him by the Jews, 
as he was about to set sail for Syria, he determined 

4 to return through Macedonia. And there accom-iMMiy«ad«it««- 
panied him *as fiu: as Asia Sopater of Beroea, ffie son $5™!!^** ** 
of Pyrrhus; and of the Thessalonians, Aristarchus ""••**■ 
and Secundus; and Gains of Derbe, and Timothy; 

5 and of Asia, Tychicus and Trophimus. But these «»^y»iicient«n. 
*had gone before, and were waiting for us at Troas. eai«"^ ^ 

6 And we sailed away from Philippi after the days •"»'««y- 
of unleavened bread, and came unto them to Troas 

in five days; where we tarried seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, when we 
were gartered together to break bread, Paul dis- 
coursed with them, intendmg to depart on the mor- 
row; and prolonged his speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many liffhts in the upper chamber, 

9 where we were gathered together. And there sat 
in the window a certain young man named Eutj- 
chus, borne down with deep sleep ; and as Paul dis- 
coursed yet longer, being borne down by his sleep 
he fell down from the third story, and was taken up 

10 dead. And Paul went down, and fell on him, and 
embracing him said, Make ye no ado; for his life is 

11 in him. And when he was gone up, and had bro- 
ken the bread, and eaten, and had talked with them 
a long while, even till break of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the lad alive, and were not a lit- 
tle comforted. 

13 But we, goin^ before to the ship, set sail for As- 
SOS, there intending to take in Paul : for so had he 

14 appointed, intending himself to go %y land. And 8 0r,<m/ac«. 
when he met us at Assos, we took him in, and came 

15 to Mitylene. And sailing from thence, we came 

the following day over against Chios; and the next 4 umj udent 
day we touched at Samos; and ♦the day after we SlS^JiJilirS 

16 came to Miletus. For Paul had determined to sail 2v«w«»«»"»- 
past Ephesus, that he might not have to spend time 

in Asia; for he was hastening, if it were possible 
for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 

17 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called 

18 to him the *elders of the church. And when they s or, pnAften. 
were come to him, he said unto them. 
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Te younelves know, from the first day that I Ret 
foot in Asia, after what manner I was with you all 
the time, serving the Lord with all lowliness of 19 
mind, and with tears, and with trials which hefeU 
me by the plots of the Jews: how that I shrank not 20 
from declaring unto you anything that was profita- 
ble, and teachmg you publicly, and from house to 
house, testifying both to Jews and to Greeks repent- 21 
iMuTaKiMtM- ^^^ toward, God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus 
tboritiM omit 'Christ. And now, behold, I go bound in the spirit 23 
^^^' unto Jerusalem, not knowing the things that shall 

befall me there: save that the Holy Ghost testifieth28 
unto me in every city, saying that bonds and afflic- 
sor,m«o«|NirJ«m t^ous abide me. But I hold not my life of any ac- 24 
«f •etampiuhing couut, as dear unto myself, *8o that I may accom- 
Mf oMfw. piish my course, and the ministry which I received 
from the Lord Jesus, to testify the gospel of the 
grace of God. And now, behold, I know that ye 25 
all, amon^ whom I went about preaching. the king- 
dom, shall see my face no more. Wherefore I tes- 26 
tify unto you this day, that I am pure from the 
blood of all men. For I shrank not from declaring 27 
unto you the whole counsel of God. Take heed 28 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock, in the which 
tor.oMTiMr* the Holy Ghost hath made you "bishops, to feed 
* uSSiSlSdSi ^® church of ♦God* which he ^purchased with his 

Lard. owu blood. I kuow that after my departing griev- 29 

i Gr iwyiMiw. qus wolves shall enter in among you, not sparing 

the flock; and from among your own selves shall 30 
men arise, speaking perverse things, to (hraw away 
the disciples after them. Wherefore watch ye, re- 81 
membering that by the space of three years I ceased 
8 soRi* aadcat an- ^^^ ^ admouish cverT one night and day with tears. 
thoritiMrwdo* And now I commend you to *God, and to the word 82 
''***'• of his grace, which is able to build you up, and to 

give you the inheritance among all them that are 
sanctified. I coveted no man's silver, or gold, or 83 
apparel. Ye yourselves know that these hands min- 84 
istered unto my necessities, and to them that were 
with me. In all things I gave you an example, how 85 
that so labouring ye ought to help the weak, and to 
remember the words of the Lord Jesus, how he him- 
self said. It Ib more blessed to give than to receive. 

And when he had thus spoken, he kneeled down, 86 
and prayed with them all. And they all wept sore, 87

Hies, inoluding the two oldest MSS., read Oo6^—Am. Com. 
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38 and fell on Paul's neck, and kissed him, sorrowing 
most of all for the word which he had spoken, that 
they should behold his face no more. And they 
brought him on his way unto the ship. 

21 And when it came to pass that we were parted 
from them, and had set sail, we came with a straight 
course imto Cos, and the next day unto Rhodes, and 

2 from thence unto Patara: and having found a ship 
crossing over unto Phoenicia, we went aboard, and 

3 set sail. And when we had come in sight of Cy- 

Erus, leaving it on the left hand, we sailed unto 
yria, and landed at Tyre: for there the ship was to 

4 unlade her burden. And having found the disci- 
ples, we tarried there seven days: and these said to 
Paul through the Spirit, that he should not set foot 

5 in Jerusalem. And when it came to pass that we had 
accomplished the days, we departed and went on 
our journey; and they all, witii wives and children, 
brought us on our way, till we were out of the city: 

6 and kneeling down on the beach, we prayed, and 
bade each other farewell; and we went on board 
the ship, but they returned home again. 

7 And when we had finished the voyage from Tyre, 
we arrived at Ptolemais; and we saluted the breth- 

8ren, and abode with them one day. And on the 
morrow we departed, and came imto Csesarea: and 
entering into the house of Philip the evangelist, 
who was one of the seven, we abode with him. 

9 Now this man had four daughters, virgins, which 

10 did prophesy. And as we tarried there *many days* i or,i 
there came down from Judsea a certain prophet, 

11 named Agabus. And coming to us, ana taking 
Paul's girale, he bound his own feet and hands, 
and said. Thus saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the 
Jews at Jerusalem bind the man that owneth this 
girdle, and shall deliver him into the hands of the 

12 Gentiles. And when we heard these things, both 
we and they of that place besought him not to so 

13 up to Jerusalem. Then Paul answered, What do 
ye, weeping and brealdng my heart? for I am ready 
not to be round only, but also to die at Jerusalem 

14 for the name of the Lord Jesus. And when he 
would not be persuaded, we ceased, saying, The will 
of the Lord be done. 

15 And after these days we 'took up our bagga^, %or,mader«adp 

16 and went up to Jerusalem. And there went with

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ns also certain of the disciples from CiBsarea, brin^- 
ing with them one Mnason of Cyprus, an early disci- 
ple, with whom we should lodge. 

And when we were come to Jerusalem, the bieih- 17 
ren received us gladly. And the day following Paul 18 
went in with us unto James; and all the elders were 
present. And when he had saluted iheai, he re- 19 
hearsed one by one the things which God had 
wrought among the €kntiles by his ministry. And 20 
they, when they heard it, glorified Qod; and they 
1 Gr. mrimi* said uuto Mm, Thou seest, brother, how many *thoQ- 
sands there are among the Jews of them which have 
believed; and they are all zealous for the law: and 21 
tiiey have been informed concerning thee, that thou 
teachest all the Jews which are among the Qentiles 
to forsake Moses, telling them not to circumcise 
their children, neither to walk after the customs. 
What IB it therefore? they will certainly hear that 22 
thou art come. Do therefore this that we say to 23 
thee: We have four men which have a vow on 
them; these take, and purify thyself with them, and 24 
be at charges for them, that they maj shave their 
heads: ana all shall know that there is no truth in 
Uie Uiings whereof they have been informed con- 
cerning thee; but that thou thyself also walkest or- 
9 Or, m/pJiMi derly, keeping the law. But as touching the Gen- 25 
MthJriti "tUd ^^ which have believed, we •wrote, givmg judge- 
•eiu. ment that they should keep themselves from things 

z Or, look Am mtn sacrificcd to idols, sud from blood, and from what is 
^I^SS^'Si. strangled, and from fornication. Then Paul "took 26 
•^•*«- the men, and the next day purifying himself with 

them went into the temple, declaring the fulfilment 
of the days of purification, until the offering was 
offered for every one of them. 

And when the seven days were almost completed, 27 
the Jews from Asia, when they saw him in the tem- 

Ele, stirred up all the multitude, and laid hands on 
im, crying out, Men of Israel, help: This is the 28 
man, that teacheth all men everywhere against the 
people, and the law, and this place: and moreover 
he brought Greeks also into the temple, and hath 
defiled this holy place. For they had before seen 29 
with him in the city Trophimus the Ephesian, whom 
they supposed that Paul had brought into the tem- 
ple. And all the city was moved, and the people ran 30 
together: and they laid hold on Paul, and dragged 
him out of the temple: and straightway the doors 
were shut. And as they were seeking to kUl him, 31 
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tidings came up to the "chief captain of the "band, * o^i«<»«if*n*- 
32 that all Jerusalem was in confusion. And forth- o^ MUanhi 
with he took soldiers and centurions, and ran down Sf tG.*£3?^* 
upon them: and they, when they saw the chief cap- s or, eokoH 

83 tain and the soldiers, left off beatins Paul. Then 
the chief captain came near, and laid hold on him, 
and commanded him to be bound with two chains; 
and inquired who he was, and what he had done. 

84 And some shouted one thing, some another, among 
the crowd; and when he comd not know the certain- 
ty for the uproar, he commanded him to be brought 

85 into the castle. And when he came upon the stairs, 
so it was, that he was borne of the soldiers for the 

86 violence of the crowd; for the multitude of the peo- 
ple followed after, crying out. Away with him. 

87 And as Paul was about to be brought into the cas- 
tle, he saith unto the chief captain. May I say some- 
thing unto thee? And he said, Dost thou know 

88 Greek? Art thou not then the Egjrptian, which be- 
fore these days stirred up to sedition and led out into 
the wilderness the four thousand men of the Assas- 

89 sins? But Paul said, I am a Jew, of Tarsus in Cilida, 
a citizen of no mean city: and I beseech thee, give 

40 me leave to speak unto the people. And when he 

had given him leave, Paul, standing on the stairs, 

beckoned with the hand unto the people; and when 

there was made a great silence, he spake imto them 

in the Hebrew language, saying, 

22 Brethren and fathers, hear ye the defence which 

I now make unto you. 
2 And when they heard that he spake unto them in 
the Hebrew language, they were the more quiet: 
and he saith, 
8 I am a Jew, bom in Tarsus of Cilicia, but brought 
up in this dty, at the feet of Gamaliel, instructed 
according to the strict manner of the law of our 
fathers, bein^ zealous for God, even as ye all are 

4 this day: ana I persecuted this Way unto the death, 
binding and delivering into prisons both men and 

5 women. As also the high priest doth bear me wit- 
ness, and all the estate of the elders: from whom 
also I received letters unto the brethren, and jour- 
neyed to Damascus, to bring them also which were 
there unto Jerusalem in bonds, for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I made my journey, 
and drew nigh imto Damascus, about noon, sud- 
denly there shone from heaven a great light round 

7 about me. And I fell unto the ground, and heard 
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a Toioe saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why penecutest 
thou me? iUid I answered. Who art thou, Lord? 8 
And he said unto me, I am Jesus of Nazareth, whom 
thou peraecutest. And they that were with me be- 9 
held indeed the light, but they heard not the voice 
of him that spake to me. And I said. What shall 10 
I do. Lord? And the Lord said unto me. Arise, 
and go into Damascus; and there it shall be told 
thee of all things which are appointed for thee to do. 
And when I could not see for the glory of that 11 
light, being led by the hand of them that were with 
me, I came into Damascus. And one Ananias, a 12 
devout man according to the law, well reported of 
by all the Jews that dwelt there, came unto me, and 13 
1 Or riethtd Mf Standing by me said unto me, Brother Saul, receive 
tiflu ud loekS thy sight. And in that very hour I 'looked up on 
mpom um. ^^ ^^^^ j^^ ^^^ rjr^^ q^ ^£ ^^^ f athcrs hath ap- 14 

pointed thee to know his will, and to see the Right- 
eous One, and to hear a voice from his mouth. For 16 
thou Shalt be a witness for him unto all men of what 
thou hast seen and heard. And now why tarriest 16 
thou? arise, and be baptized, and wash away thy 
sins, calling on his name. And it came to pass, 17 
that, when 1 had returned to Jerusalem, and while 
I prayed in the temple, 1 fell into a trance, and saw 18 
him saying unto me, Make haste, and ^et thee quick- 
ly out of Jerusalem: because they will not receive 
of thee testimony concerning me. And I said, 19 
Lord, they themselves know mat 1 imprisoned and 
beat in every synagogue them that believed on thee: 
and when the blood of Stephen thy witness was 20 ' 
shed, 1 also was standing by, and consenting, and 
keeping the garments of them that slew him. And 21 
he said unto me, Depart: for I will send thee forth 
far hence unto the Gentiles. 

And they gave him audience unto tMs word; and 22 
they lifted up their voice, and said, Away with such 
a fellow from the earth: for it is not fit that he 
should live. And as they cried out, and threw off 23 
their garments, and cast dust into the air, the chief 24 
captain commanded him to be brought into the cas- 
tle, bidding that he should be examined by scourg- 
ing, that he might know for what cause they so shout- 
ed against him. And when they had tied him up 25 
sor,yw "with the thongs, Paul said unto the centurion that 

stood by, Is it lawful for you to scourge a man that 
is a Roman, and uncondemned ? And when the cen- 26 
turion heard it, he went to the chief captain, and 
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told him, saying, What art thou about to do? for 

27 this man is a Roman. And the chief captain came, 
and said imto him, Tell me, art thou a Roman? And 

28 he said, Yea. And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this citizenship. And 

29PatQ said, But I am a EoiTian bom. They then 
which were about to examine him straightway de- 
parted from him: and the chief captain also was 
afraid, when he knew that he was a Roman, and 
because he had boimd him. 
30 But on the morrow, desiring to know the certain- 
ty, wherefore he was accused of the Jews, he loosed 
mm, and commanded the chief priests and all the 
council to come together, and brought Paul down, 
and set him before them. 
23 And Paul, looking stedfastly on the council, 
said, Brethren, I have lived before God in all good 
2 conscience imtil this day. And the high priest An- 
anias commanded them that stood by nim to smite 
8 him on the mouth. Then said Paul unto him, God 
shall smite thee, thou whited wall: and sittest thou 
to judge me according to the law, and commandest 
4 me to be smitten contrary to the law? And they 
that stood by said, Revilest thou God's high priest? 

5 And Paul said, I wist not, brethren, that he was 
high priest: for it is written, Thou shalt not speak 

6 evil of a ruler of thy people. But when Paul per- 
ceived that the one part were Sadducees, and the 
other Pharisees, he cried out in the coimcal. Breth- 
ren, I am a Pharisee, a son of Pharisees: touching 
the hope and resurrection of the dead I am called 

7 in question. And when he had so said, there arose 
a dissension between the Pharisees and Sadducees: 

8 and the assembly was divided. For the Sadducees 
say that there is no resurrection, neither angel, nor 

9 spirit: but the Pharisees confess both. And there 
arose a great clamour: and some of the scribes of 
the Pharisees' part stood up, and strove, saying, We 
find no evil in this man: and what if a spirit hath 

10 spoken to him, or an angel? And when there arose 
a great dissension, the chief captain, fearing lest 
Paul should be torn in pieces by them, commanded 
the soldiers to go down and take him by force from 
among them, and bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the Lord stood by him, 
and said. Be of good cheer: for as thou hast testified 
concerning me at Jerusalem, so must thou bear wit- 
ness also at Rome. 

16 
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And when it was day, tbe Jews banded together, 12 
and bound themselves under a curse, sajring that 
they would neither eat nor drink till they had 
killed PauL And they were more than forty which 13 
made this conspiracy. And they came to ue chief 14 
priests and the elders, and said. We have bound our- 
selves under a great curse, to taste nothing until we 
have killed Paul. Now therefore do ye with the 15 
council signify to the chief captain that he bring 
him down tmto you, as though ye would judge of 
his case more exactly : and we, or ever he come near, 
I Or, Amtinf mm« are rcadv to slay him. But Paul's sister's son heard 16 
iL°T JSn? o^ ^^"^ lyuig ua wait, tod he came and entered into 
^ the castle, and told PauL And Paul called unto him 17 

one of the centurions, and said. Bring this yonng 
man unto the chief captain: for he hath something 
to tell hun. So he took him, and brought him to 18 
the chief captain, and saith, Paul the prisoner called 
me tmto hun, and asked me to bring this young 
man unto thee, who hath something to say to thee. 
And the chief captain took him by the hand, and 19 
going aside asked him privately. What is that thou 
hast to tell me? And he said. The Jews have agreed 20 
to ask thee to bring down Paul to-morrow unto the 
council, as though thou wouldest inquire somewhat 
more exactly concerning him. Do not thou there- 21 
fore yield unto them: for there lie in weut for him of 
them more than forty men, which have bound them- 
selves under a curse, neither to eat nor to drink till 
they have slain him: and now are they ready, look- 
ing for the promise from thee. So the chief cap- 2d 
tarn let the young man go, charging him. Tell no 
man that thou hast signified these thin^ to me. 
And he called unto him two of the centurions, and 2S 
said, Make ready two hundred soldiers to go as far 
as CflBsarea, and horsemen threescore and ten, and 
spearmen two hundred, at the third hour of the 
m^ht: and he bade them provide beasts, that they 24 
mi^ht set Paul thereon, and bring him safe unto 
Felix the governor. And he wrote a letter after this 25 
form: 

Claudius Lysiasunto the most excellent governor 26 
Felix, greeting. This man was seized by the Jews, 27 
and was about to be slain of them, when I came 
upon them with the soldiers, and rescued him, 
' SSritSf Jmiw baving learned that he was a Roman. And desiring 28 
irougi^^down to know the cause wherefore they accused him, 'I 
HiT brought him down unto their coimcU: whom 129 
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found to be accused about questions of their law, 
but to have nothing laid to his charge worthy of 

80 death or of bonds. And when it was shewn to me 
that there would be a plot against the man* I sent 

him to thee forthwith, chargmg his accusers also to i Many uudent 
speakagainst him before thee. ^ SSSSS** "^ 

81 So the soldiers, as it was commanded them, took 
*Paul, and brought him by night to Antipatris. 

32 But on the morrow they left the horsemen to go 

88 with him, and returned to the castle: and they, 
when they came to CsBsarea, and delivered the letter 
to the governor, presented Paul also before him. 

84 And when he had read it,he asked of what province he 
was ; and when he understood that he was of Cilicia, 

85 1 will hear thy causef, said he, when tbine accusers 
also are come: and he commanded him to be kept in 
Herod's ^palace. ' ®'- i^^*""*"* 

24 ^^^ ^^^ ^^® ^^y^ ^^6 ^g^ priest Ananias came 

down with certain elders, and with an orator, one 

Tertullus; and they informed the governor against 

2 Paul And when he was called, TertiUlus began to 

accuse him, saying. 

Seeing that by thee we enjoy much peace, and that 

by thy providence evils are corrected for this na- 

8 tion, we accept it in all ways and in all places, most 

4 excellent Felix, with all thankfulness. But, that I 
be not further tedious unto thee, I intreat thee to 

5 hear us of thy clemency a few words. For we have 
found this man a pestilent fellow, and a mover of 
msurrections among all the Jews throughout *the ' Si?* *"*'*^*' 
world, and a ringleader of the sect of the Naza- 4 some andent na- 

6renes: who moreover assayed to profane the tem- JiSSf"'?* iJUi/i 

8 pie: on whom also we laid hold:* irom whom thou iawjudged him 
wilt be able, by examining hun thyself, to take t^'f^J^Z 
knowledge of m these things, whereof we accuse ^■^^*"/;'S 

9 him. And the Jews also joined in the charge, ^JSSUoi^ee 
affirming that these things were so. J?*'^ "'J2S! 

10 And when the governor had beckoned unto him JjJj;;"i*'Sjjj 
to speak, Paul answered, S^S^, ***** 

Forasmuch as I know that thou hast been of many 
years a judge unto this nation, I do cheerfully make 

11 my defence: seeing that l^ou canst take knowledge, 
that it is not more than twelve days since I went up 

12 to worship at Jerusalem: and neither in the temple

Neither can they prove to thee the things whereof 13 
they now accuse me. But this I confess unto thee, 14 

1 ot,imt9 that after the Way which they c^ 'a sect, so serve 
I the Gkxl of our fathers, believing all things which 
are according to the law, and which are written in 
the prophets: having hope toward God, which these 15 

s Or, meev* also themsclves *look for, that there shall be a resur- 
rection both of the just and unjust. Herein do I also 16 
exercise myself to have a conscience void of offence 

sor.wiM toward Qod and men alway. Now after hnany 17 

years* I came to bring alms to my nation, and offer- 

* wiidk**"^**^"*^* *a°"d8^ which they found me purified in the 18 
temple, with no crowd, nor yet with tumult: but 
there were certain Jews from Asia — ^who ought to 19 
have been here before thee, and to make accusation, 
if they had aught against me. Or else let these men 20 
themselves say what wrong-doing they found, when 
I stood before the council, except it be for this one 21 
voice, that I cried standing among them, Touching 
the resurrection of the dead I am called in question 
before you this day. 

But Felix, having more exact knowledge concern- 22 
ing the Way, deferred them, saying, When Lysias 
the chief captain shall come down, I will determine 
your matter. And he ^ve order to the centurion 23 
that he should be kept m charge, and should have 
indulgence; and not to forbid any of his friends to 
minister unto him. 
But after certain days, Felix came with Drusilla, 24 

BGr.iMotMwir*. •his wife, which was a Jewess, and sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith in Christ Jesus. 

t ory»af-contf6i And as he reasoned of righteousness, and *temper-25 
ance, and the judgement to come, Felix was terrified, 
and answered. Go thy way for this time; and when 
I have a convenient season, I will call thee unto me. 
He hoped withal that money would be given him of 26 
Paul: wherefore also he sent for him the oftener, 
and communed with him. But when two years 27 
were fulfilled, Felix was succeeded by Porcius Fes- 
tus; and desiring to gain favour with the Jews, 
Felix left Paul in bonds. 

' S'tJSiTw^JSl Pestus therefore, ^having come into the province, 25 
tftct after three days went up to Jerusalem from Cees- 

area. And the chief priests and the principal men 2 

♦ For " many years" read " some years" — Am. Com, 
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of the Jews informed him agamst Paul; and they 

3 besought him, asking favour against him, that he 
wouldsend for him to Jerusalem ; laying wait* to kill 

4 him on the way. Howbeit Festus answered, that 
Paul was kept in charge at Csesarea, and that he 

5 himself was about to depart thither shortly. Let them 
ttieref ore, saith he, which are of power among you, 
go down with me, and if there is anything amiss in 
Uie man, let them accuse him. 

6 And when he had tarried among them not more 
than eight or ten days, he went down unto Csesarea; 
and on the morrow he sat on the judgement-seat, and 

7 commanded Paul to be brought. Aid when he was 
come, the Jews which had come down from Jerusa- 
lem stood round about him, bringing against him 
many and ffrievous charges, which they could not 

8 prove; whfle Paul said in his defence, Neither 
against the law of the Jews, nor against the temple, 

9 nor against Csesar, have I sinned at all. But Festus, 
desirmg to gain favour with the Jews, answered 
Paul, and said, Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and 

10 there be judged of these things before me? But 
Paul said, I am standing before Caesar's judgement- 
seat, where I ought to be judged : to the Jews have 
I done no wrong, as thou also very well knowest. 

11 If then I am a wrong-doer, and have committed an^ 
thing worthy of death, I refuse not to die: but if 
none of those thin^ is <rt^, whereof these accuse i Gr.^rofK 
me, no man can *give me up unto them. I appeal ^J"*''-,^" 

13 unto Caesar. Then Festus, when he had conferred ''*'• 
with the coimcil, answered, Thou hast appealed unto 
Caesar: unto Caesar shalt thou go. 

13 Now when certain days were passed, Agrippa the 

king and Bemice arrived at Caesarea, ^nd saluted* 2'**^"^ **'"*' 

14 Festus. And as they tarried there many days, Fes- 
tus laid Paul's case before the king, saying, There is 

15 a certain man left a prisoner by Felix : about whom, 
when I was at Jerusalem, the chief priests and the 
elders of the Jews informed me, asking for sentence 

16 against him. To whom I answered, that it is not 
tiie custom of the Romans to give up any man, be- 
fore that the accused have the accusers face to face, 
and have had opportunity to make his defence con- 

17 ceming the matter laid against him. When there- 
fore they were come together here, I made no delay, 
but on the next day sat down on the judgement-seat,

1 or,M|WMiMM had certain questions against him of their own 're- 
ligion, and of one Jesus, who was dead, whom Paul 
amnned to be alive. And I, being perplexed how 20 
to inquire concerning these things, asked whether 
he would go to Jerusalem, and there be judged of 
these matters. But when Paul had appealed to be 21 

s Qr.AtAftiMmt. kept for the decision of *the emperor, 1 commanded 

him to be kept till I should send him to Cssar. And 22 

s Or, MM mMitg Agrippa scud unto Festus, I also V^uld wish to hear 
the man myself. To-morrow, saith he, thou shalt 
hear him. 

So on the morrow, when Amppa was come, and 28 
Bemice, with great pomp, and they were entered 
into the place of hearing, with the chief captains, 
and the principal men of the city, at the command 
of Festus Paul was brought in. And Festus saith, 24 
King Agrippa, and all men which are here present 
with us, ye l^hold this man, about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews made suit to me, both at Je- 
rusalem and here, crying that he ought not to live 
any longer. But 1 found that he had committed 25 
nothing worthy of death : and as he himself appealed 
to *the emperor I determined to send him. Of whom 26 
I have no certain thing to write unto my lord. 
Wherefore I have brought him forth before you, 
and specially before thee, king Agrippa, that, after 
examination had, I may have somewhat to write. 
For it seemeth to me unreasonable, in sending a 27 
prisoner, not withal to signify the charges agamst 
him. 

And Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art permitted 26 
to speak for Uiyself . Then Paul stretched forth his 
hand, and made his defence: 
I think myself happy, king Agrippa, that I am to 2 

1 Or, beeaute Hum make my dcf cnce before thee this day touching all 
mtetpeeiaUif «a»- thc thlugs whcrcof I am accused by the Jews: *e8- 3 
''*'^' pecially because thou art expert in all customs and 

questions which are among the Jews: wherefore I 
beseech thee to hear me patiently. My manner of 4 
life then from my youth up, which was from the 
beginning among mine own nation, and at Jerusa- 
lem, know all the Jews; having knowledge of me 5 
from the first, if tJiey be willing to testify, how that 
after the straitest sect of our religion I lived a Phar- 
isee. And now I stand ?i&re to be judged for the 6 
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hope of the promise made of God unto our fathers; 

7 unto which promise our twelve tribes, earnestly serv- 
ing God night and day, hope to attain. And con- 
cerning this hope I am accused by the Jews, O kingl 

8 Why is it judged incredible with you, if God doth 

9 raise the dead? 1 verily thought with myself, that 
I ought to do many things contrary to the name of 

10 Jesus of Nazareth. And this 1 also did in Jerusa- 
lem: and I both shut up many of the saints in pris- 
ons, having received authority from the chief priests, 
and when they were put to death, I gave my vote 

11 against them. And punishing them oftendmes in 
s& the synagogues, I strove to make them bla^heme ; 
and bemg exceedingly mad against them, 1 perse- 

12 cuted them even unto foreign cities. ^Whereupon * ^^ "^^ *^ 
as I journeyed to Damascus with the authority and 

13 commission of the chief priests, at midday, O king, 
I saw on the way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shining roimd about me and • 

14 them that journeyed with me. And when we were 
all fallen to the earth, I heard a voice saying unto 
me in the Hebrew language, Saul, Saul, why perse- 
cutest thou me? it is hard for thee to kick against 

15 *the goad. And I said, Who art thou. Lord? And «Gr.jw«b. 
the Lord said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest 

16 But arise, and stand upon thy feet: for to this end 

have I appeared unto thee, to appoint thee a minis- s umj asetoni 
ter and a witness both of the thmgs ^wherein thou S^To!! ^ 
y hast seen me, and of the things wherein I wHl ap- ««• 

17 pear unto thee; delivering thee from the people, and 

18 from the Gentiles, unto whom 1 send thee, to open 

their eyes, Hhat they may turn from darkness to*or,t»tfir»tk*m 
light, and from the power of Satan unto God, that 
they may receive remission of sins and an inherit- 
ance among them that are sanctified by faith in me. 

19 Wherefore, O king Agrippa, I was not disobedient 
•20 unto the heavenly vision: but declared both to them 

of Damascus first, and at Jerusalem, and throughout 
all the country of Judsea, and also to the Gentiles, 
that they should repent and turn to God, doing 

21 works worthy of *repentance. For this cause the * 2i^' '^'"^ 
Jews seized me in the temple, and assayed to kill 

22 me. Having therefore obtained the help that is 
from God, I stand unto this day testifying both to 
small and great, saying nothing but what the proph- 

23ets and Moses did say should come; 'how that the^SJigj^^*- 
Christ ^must suffer, and *how that he first by the 7 or u w^Mt u 
resurrection of the dead should proclaim light both «ir«"' - 
to the people and to the Gentiles. 
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And as he thus made his defence, Festus saith 24 
with a loud voice, Paul, thou art mad; thy much 
learning doth turn thee to madness. But Paul saith, 25 
I am not mad, most excellent Festus; but speak 
forth words of truth and soberness. For the king 26 
knoweth of these things, unto whom also I speak 
freely: for I am persuaded that none of these thin^ 
is hidden from hmi; for this hath not been done m 
a comer. King Agrippa, heUevest thou the prophets? 27 
I know that thou believest. And Agrippa said unto 28 
Paul, With but* little persuasion thou wouldest fain 
make me a Christian. And Paul said, I would to 2i^ 
Qod, that whether with littlef or with much, not thou 
only, but also all that hear me this day, might be- 
come such as 1 am, except these bonds. 

And the king rose up, and the governor, and Ber- 30 
nice, and they that sat with them: and when they 31 
had withdrawn, they spake one to another, saying, 
p This man doeth nothing worthy of death or of 

bonds. And Agrippa said unto Festus, This man 32 
might have been set at liberty, if he had not appealed 
unto Ceesar. 

And when it was determined that we should sail 27 
for Italy, they delivered Paul and certain other 
prisoners to a centurion named Julius, of the Angus- 
1 or,«iM<. tan 'band. And embarking in a ship of Adramyt- 2 
tium, which was about to sail unto the places on me 
coast of Asia, we put to sea, Aristarchus, a Macedo- 
nian of Thessalonica, being with us. And the next By 
day we touched at Sidon: and Julius treated Paul 
kindly, and gave him leave to go unto his friends 
* gJir**''* ■***■ and Tefresh himself. And putting to sea from 4 
thence, we sailed under the lee of Cyprus, because 
the winds were contrary. And when we had sailed 5 
across the sea whic^ is off Cilicia and Pamphylia, 
we came to Myra, a dtiy of Lycia. And there the 6 
centurion found a ship of Alexandria sailing for 
Italy; and he put us therein. And when we had 7 
sailed slowly many days, and were come with diffl- 
'^'S^r*^**** ^^^1 ov^r against Cnidus, the wind not »further suf-' 
fering us, we sailed under the lee of Crete, over 
against Salmone; and with difficulty coasting along 8 
it we came unto a certain place called Fair Havens; 
nigh whereunto was the city of Lasea. 

And when much time was spent, and the voyage 9

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was now dangerous, because the Fast was now al- 
io ready gone by, Paul admonished them, and said unto 
them, Sirs, I perceive that the voyage will be with 
injury and much loss, not only of tiie lading and the 

11 ship, but also of our lives. But the centurion gave 
more heed to the master and to the owner of the 
ship, than to those things which were spoken by 

12 Paul. And because the haven was not commodious 
to winter in, the more part advised to put to sea &om 
thence, if by any means they could reach Phoenix, 

and winter tJiere; which is a haven of Crete, looking i or. down tk« 
IS *north-east and south-east. And when the south JiJ?'J2J»'"32 
wind blew softly, supposing that they had obtained ««<*-««< »•«<*. 
their purpose, they weired anchor and sailed along 

14 Crete, close in shore. But after no long time tiiere 
beat down from it a tempestuous wind, which is 

15 called Euraquilo: and when the ship was caught, 
and could not face the wind, we gave way to it, and 

16 were driven. And running under the lee of a small 

island called "Cauda, we were able, with diflftculty, «nSJritii"*rSd 

17 to secure the boat : and when they had hoisted it up, <^««««' 
they used helps, under-girding the ship; and, fearing 

lest they should be cast upon the Syrtis, they low- 

18 ered the gear, and so were driven. And as we la- 
boured exceedingly with the storm, the next day 

19 they began to 'throw the freight overboard; and the 
third day they cast out with their own hands the 

20 tackling of the ship. And when neither sun nor a or, /umUur* 
stars shone upon tts for many days, and no small 
tempest lay on iis, all hope that we should be saved 

21 was now taken away. And when they had been 
long without food, then Paul stood forth in the 
midst of them, and said. Sirs, ye should have heark- 
ened unto me, and not have set sail from Crete, and 

22 have gotten this injury and loss. And now I exhort 
you to be of good cheer: for there shall be no loss 

23 of life among you, but only of the ship. For there 
stood by me this night an angel of the God whose I 

24 am, whom also I serve, saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must stand before Csesar: and lo, God hath granted 

25 thee all them that sail with thee. Wherefore, sirs, 
be of good cheer: for I believe God, that it shall be 

26 even so as it hath been spoken unto me. Howbeit 
we must be cast upon a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was come, as we 
were driven to and fro in the sea of Adria, about 
midnight the sailors surmised that they were draw- 

28ing near to some country; and they sounded, and 
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found twenty fathoms: and after a little space, they 
sounded agam, and found fifteen fathoms. And 29 
f earinff lest haply we should he cast ashore on rocky 
grouna, they let go four anchors from the stem, and 
1 or.prmfai 'wishcd for the &y. And as the sailors were seek- 30 
ing to flee out of the ship, and had lowered the boat 
into the sea, under colour as though they would lay 
out anchors firom the f oreship, Paul said to the cen- 81 
turion and to the soldiers. Except these abide in the 
ship, ye cannot be saved. Then the soldiers cut 32 
away the ropes of the boat, and let her fall off. 
And while Uie day was coming on, Paul besought 33 
them all to take some food, saying, This day is the 
fourteenth day that ye wait and continue fasting, 
having taken nothing. Wherefore I beseech you to 84 
take some food: for this is for your safety: for 
there shall not a hab perish from the head of any 
of you. And when he had said this, and had taken 85 
br^ul, he gave thanks to God in the presence of all: 
and he brake it, and began to eat. Then were th^ 86 
> soiM «B«i«Bj all of good cheer, and themselves also took food. 
^ cir««»r« And we were in all in the ship *two hundred three- 87 
i*ii.« •*'**• score and sixteen souls. And when they had eaten 88 
enough, they lightened the ship, throwm^ out the 
wheat into the sea. And when it was oay, they 89 
knew not the land: but they perceived a certain 

3 Some ueient bay wlth a bcach, and they took counsel whether 
wv ''S? 2^ ^ey cotdd 'drive the ship upon it And castmg off 40 
«a/« 10 tkor*. the anchors, they left them in the sea, at the same 

time loosing the bands of the rudders; and hoisting 
up the foresail to the wind, they made for the beach. 
But lighting upon a place where two seas met, they 41 
ran the vessel aground; and the foreship struck and 
remained unmoveable, but the stem began to break 
up by the violence of the waves. And the soldiers' 43 
counsel was to kill the prisoners, lest any of them 
should swim out, and escape. But the centurion, 48 
desiring to save Paul, stay^ them from their pur- 
pose; and conunanded that they which could swim 
should cast themselves overboard, and get first to 
the land: and the rest, some on planks, and some 44 
on other things from the ship. And so it came to 
pass, that they all escaped safe to the huid. 

4 Some ancient ^^^ whcu we wcrc cscaped, thcu we knew that 28 
aathoritiee tomi the islaud was called ^MeUta. And the barbarians 2 
Mthten: flhcwed US uo common kindness: for they kindled a 

* Omit inarg.s — ^m. Cfm^ 
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fire, and received us all, because of the present rain, 

3 and because of the cold. But when Paul had gath- 
ered a bundle of sticks, and laid them on the fire, a 

viper came out *by reason of the heat, and fastened i or,/fw»rt« h^t 

4 on his hand. And when the barbarians saw the 
beast han^inff from his hand, they said one to 
another, iSo doubt this man is a murderer, whom, 
though he hath escaped from the sea, yet Justice 

5 hath not suffered to live. Howbeit he shook off the 

6 beast into the fire, and took no harm. But they ex- 
pected tiiat he would have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly: but when they were long in expecta- 
tion, and beheld nothing amiss come to him, they 
changed their minds, ana said that he was a god. 

7 Now in the neighbourhood of that place were lands 
belonging to the chief man of the island, named Pub- 
lius; who received us, and entertained us three days 

8 courteously. And it was so, that the father of Pub- 
lius lay sick of fever and dysentery: unto whom 
Paul entered in, and prayed, and laying his hands 

9 on him healed Mm. And when this was done, the 
rest also which had diseases in the island came, and 

10 were cured: who also honoured us with many hon- 
ours ; and when we sailed, they put on board such 
things as we needed. 

11 And after three months we set sail in a ship of 
Alexandria, which had wintered in the island, whose 

12 sign was ^The Twin Brothers. And touching atsor.DJoKuw. 

13 Syracuse, we tarried there three days. And from , _

thence we "made a circmt, and arrived at Rhegium: aathoritiea read

And from 
thence the brethren, when they heard of us, came to

16 And when we entered into Rome. *Paul was kw IS?^ 
suffered to abide by himself with the soldier that f^» «?,«*« «»/>-

17 And it came to pass, that after three days he called 

together "those that were the chief of the Jews: and * o?<w«2?iI!r* 
when they were come together, he said imto them, 
I, brethren, though I had done nothing against the 
people, or the customs of our fathers, yet was de- 
nvered prisoner from Jerusalem into the hands of 

18 the Romans: who, when they had examined me, 
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desired to set me at liberty, because there was no 
cause of death in me. But when the Jews spake 19 
against it, I was constrained to appeal unto Csesar; 
not that I had aught to accuse my nation of. For 20 
this cause therefore did I 'intreat you to see and to 
speak with me : for because of the hope of Israel I 
am bound with this chain. And they said unto him, 21 
We neither received letters from Judsea concerning 
Uiee, nor did any of the brethren come hither ana 
report or speak any harm of thee. But we desire to 22 
hear of thee what thou thinkest: for as concerning 
tiiis sect, it is known to us that everywhere it is 
spoken against. 

And when they had appNointed him a day, they 23 
came to him into his lodging in great number; to 
whom he expounded the matter, testifying the king- 
dom of God, and persuading them concerning Jesus, 
both from the law of Moses and from the prophets, 
from morning till evening. And some believed the 24 
things which were spoken, and some disbelieved.

Sters? Know ye not that we £all judge angels? 
How much more, things that pertain to this life? 

4 If then ye have'to judge tilings pertaining to this Sr«72r'^' 
life, Mo ye set them to judge who are of no account s or, «« <««i» . . . 

5 in the cnurch? I say this to move you to shame. **•***• 
Is it so, that there cannot be found among you one 
wise man, who shall be able to decide between his 

6 brethren, but brother goeth to law with brother, and 

7 that before unbelievers? Nay, already it is alto- 
gether *a defect in you, that ye have lawsuits one4 0r,afo«to|oi» 
with another. Why not rather take wrong ? why 

8 not rather be defrauded? Nay, but ye yourselves 

9 do wrong, and defraud, and that y&wr brethren. Or 
know ye not that tiie imrighteous shall not inherit 
the kingdom of God? Be not deceived : neither for- 
nicators, nor idokiters, nor adulterers, nor effemi- 

10 nate, nor abusers of themselves with men, nor thieves, 
nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor- 

11 tioners, shfdl inherit the kingdom of God. And 

such were some of you: but ye •were washed, but ' SJi^T^*^ '"**' 
ye were sanctified, but ye were justified in the name 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and in the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful for me; but not all things 
are expedient. All things are lawful for me; but I 

13 will not be brought under the power of any. Meats 
for the belly, and the belly for meats : but God shall 

. brin^ to nought both it and them. But the body is 

not fi)r fornication, but for the Lord; and the Lord 

14 for the body: and Gk)d both raised the Lord, and 

15 will raise up us through his power. Know ye not 
that your bodies are members of Christ? shall I 
then take away the members of Christ, and make 

16 them members of a harlot? God forbid. Or know 
ye not that he that is joined to a harlot is one body? 

17 for, The twain, saith he, shall become one fiesh. But 

18 he that is joined unto the Lord is one spirit. Flee 
fornication. Every sin that a man doeth is without 
the body; but he tliat committeth fornication sinneth 

19 against his own body. Or know ye not that your 

body is a 'temple of the "'Holy Ghost wJiich is in you, • otyaawtwi^ 
which ye have from God? and ye are not your own; ' ot*^«h^rii 

20 for ye were bought with a price: glorify God there- 
fore in your body. 

7 Now concerning the things whereof ye wrote: It 
2'is good for a man not to touch a woman. But, be- 
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cause of fornications, let each man have his own 
wife, and let each woman have her own husband. 
Let the husband render unto the wife her due: and 3 
likewise also the wife unto the husband. The wife 4 
halh not power over her own body, but the husband : 
and likewise also the husband hath not power over 
his own body, but the wife. Defraud ye not one 5 
the other, except it be by consent for a season, that 
ye may give yourselves unto prayer, and may be to- 
gether again, Uiat Satan tempt you not because of 
your incontinency. But this I say by way of per- 6 
' ^SSL^^^fS^. mission*, not of commandment. Hfet I would that 7 
' all men were even as I mvself . Howbeit each man 
hath his own gift from Gfod, one after this manner, 
and another alter that. 
But I say to the unmarried and to widows. It is 8 

food for them if they abide even as I. But if they 9 
ave not continency, let them marry: for it is bet- 
ter to marry than to bum. But unto the married 1 10 
give change, yea not I, but the Lord, That the wife 
epart not from her husband (but and if she depart, 11 
let her remain unmarried, or else be reconciled to 
her husband); and that the husband leave not his 
wife. But to the rest say I, not the Lord: If any 13 
brother hath an unbelieving wife, and she is content 
to dwell with him, let him not leave her. And the 13 
woman which hath an unbelieving husband, and 
he is content to dwell with her, let her not leave her 
husband. For the imbdieving husband is sancti- 14 
fled in the wife, and the unbelieving wife is sancti- 
fied in the brother: else were your children undean; 
but now are they holy. Yet if the unbelieving de- 15 
I)arteth, let him depart: the brother or tiie sister is 
»*M .^. °o^ under bondage in such c<Mes: but €k>d hath call- 
^a!^t£^J^ ed 'us in peace. For how knowest thou, O wife, 16 
whether thou shalt save thy husband? or how know- 
est thou, O husband, whether thou shalt save thv 
wife? Only, as the Lord hath distributed to eacmlT 
man, as God hath called each, so let him walk. And 
so ordain I in all the churdies. Waaany man called 18 
being circumcised? let him not become uncircum- 
cisea. Hath any been called in imcircumcision? let 
him not be circumcised. Circumcision is nothing, 19 
and uncircumcision is nothing; but the keeping of 
the commandments of €k>d. Let each man abide SO 
in that calling wherein he was called. Wast thou 21

For though there be that are called 5 
gods, whether in heaven or on earth; as there are 
eods many, and lords many; yet to us there is one 6 
God, the Father, of whom are all things, and we 
unto him ; and one Lord, Jesus Christ, through 
whom are all things, and we through him.

Wherefore, if meat maketh my brother to stumble, 13

For we which live 11 
are alway delivered unto death for Jesus' sake, that 
the life also of Jesus may be manifested in our mor- 
tal flesh. So then death worketh in us, but life in 12 
Sou. But having the same spirit of faith, accord- 18 
ig to that which is written, I believed, and there- 
fore did I speak ; we also believe, and therefore

Wherefore we faint not; but though our outward 16 
man is decaying, yet our inward man is renewed 
day by day. For our light affliction^ which is fori? 
the moment, worketh for us more and more exceed- 
ingly an eternal weight of glory; while we look not 18 
at the things which are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen: for the things which are seen are tem- 
poral ; but the things whidi are not seen are eternal. 

8 or,hodUfA«m4 For wc kuow that if the earthly house of our ^tab- O 
emacle be dissolved, we have a building from Gk)d, 
a house not made with hands, eternal, m the heav- 
ens. For veril^r in this we groan, longing to be 2 
clothed upon with our habitation whidi Is from 
heaven: if so be that being clothed we shall not be 8 

' SJ*^*^rtJ*'^ found naked. For indeed we that are in this Haber- 4 
JSlM'SftfJiltnacle do groan, *being burdened; not for that we 
ii'Sj^Sr" would be unclothed, but that we would be clothed 
upon, that what is mortal may be swallowed up of 
life. Now he that wrought us for this very thing 5 
is God, who gave unto us the earnest of the Spirit. 
Being therefore always of good courage, and know- 6 
ing that, whilst we are at home in the body, we are 
absent from the Lord (for we walk by f aim, not by 7 

10 Or. apptaranet, ^^sight) ; wc are of gooQ couragc, I say, and are will- 8 
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ing rather to be absent from the body, and to be at 
9 home with the Lord.

corruptea no man, we took advantage of no man. I 3 
say it not to condemn ^oui for I luive said before, 
that ye are in our hearts to die together and live to- 
gether. Great is my boldness of speech toward you, 4 
great is nw glorying on your behalf : I am filled with 
comfort, I overflow with joy in all our afSiction. 

For even when we were come into Macedonia, our 5 
flesh had no relief, but toe v)ere afflicted on every 
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6 side ; without ^Mre fightings, within were fears. Nev- 
ertheless he that comforteth the lowly, even God, 

7 comforted us by the ^coming of Titus; and not by i Gr.prnmM, 
his 'coming only, but also by the comfort wherewith 

he was comforted in you, while he told us your long- 
ing, your mourning, your zeal for me; so that I re- 

8 joiced yet more. For though I made you sorry with 

my epistle, I do not re^et it, though* I did regret ; , ^^ ^^, ^_ 
Hot I see that that ^istle made you sorry, though thoriti« omit 

9 but for a season. Now I rejoice, not that ye were ■^"'* 
made sorry, but that ye were made sorry unto re- 
pentance : for ye were made sony ^ter a godly 

10 sort, that ye might suffer loss by us m nothing. For 

godly sorrow worketh repentance *unto salvation, ' ^"Sui SS^I 
a repentance which bringeth no regret: but the sor- ««*"««y»^ 

11 row of the world worketh death. For behold, this 
selfsame thing, that ye were made sorry after a god- 
ly sort, what earnest care it wrought in you, yea, 
what clearing of yourselves, yea, \niat indignation, 
yea, what fear, yea, what longing, yea, what zeal, yea, 
what avenging 1 In every thing ye approved your- 

12 selves to be pure in the matter. So although I wrote 
unto joUyltorote not for his cause that did the wrong, 
nor for his cause that suffered the wrong, but that 
your earnest care for us might be made manifest 

13 unto you hi the sight of God. Therefore we have 
been comforted: and in our comfort we joyed the 
more exceedingly for the joy of Titus, because his 

14 spirit hath been refreshed by you all. For if in any 
thing I have gloried to him on your behalf, I was 
not put to shame; but as we spake all things to you 
in truth, so our glorying also, which I made before 

15 Titus, was foimd to be truth. And his inward af- 
fection is more abundantly toward you, whilst he re- 
membereth the obedience of you all, how with fear 

16 and trembling ye received him. I rejoice that in 
every thing I am of good courage concerning you. 

o Moreover, brethren, we make known to you the 
grace of Gk)d which hath been given in the churches 

2 of Macedonia; how that in much proof of affliction 
the abundance of their joy and their deep poverty 

3 abounded unto the riches of their ^Mberality. Yor^Gr.tingienm, 
according to their power, I bear witness, yea and be- 
yond their power, they gam of their own accord, be- 

4 seeching us with much intreaty in regard of this

though I did regret it (for I see that that epistle made you sorry, 
though bat for a season), I now rejoice " et&^Xm. Com. 
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grace and tlie f ellowahip in the ministering to the 
saints: and th*», not as we had hoped, bat mst they 5 
gave their own selves to the Lord, and to ns by the 
will of Gkni Insomuch that we eidiorted Titus, that 6 
as he had made a beginning before, so he would also 
complete in you this pace also. But as ye abound 7 
in every thing, in faith, and utterance, and Imowl- 
' tSrittl!l!!i ^ edge* <uid in lul earnestness, and m >your love to ua^ 
fawtefMk M0 that ye abound in this grace also. Ispoiknotby 8 
way of commandment, but as iMPOving thiough me 
earnestness of others the sincerity also of your love. 
For ye know the grace of our jLord Jesus Christ, 9 
that, though he was rich, yet for your sakes he be- 
came poor, that ve through his poverty might be- 
come rich. And. herein I give my 1uc(gement: for 10 
this is expedient for you, who were the mist to make 
a beginning a year ago, not onlv to do, but also to 
wilL But now complete the doinff also; that as 11 
there teas the readiness to will, so were may be the 
completion also out of your ability. For if the read- 12 
iness is there, it is acceptable according as a man 
hath, not according as he hath not. For / aay not 13 
thiSf that others may be eased, and ye distressed : but 14 
by equality; your abundance being a eupplp at this 
present time for their want, that their abundance 
also may become a supply for your want; that there 
may be equality: as it is written. He tbs.% gathered 16 
much had nothing over; and he that gathered little 
had no lack. 

But thanks be to God, which putteth the same 16 
earnest care for you into tiie heart of Titus. For in- 17 
deed he accepted our exhortation; but bein^ him- 
self very earnest, he went forth unto you of his own 
accord. And we have sent together with him the 18 
brother whose praise in the gospel is spread through 
all the churches; and not omy so, but who was ako 10 
appointed hy the churches to travel with us in ^. 
matter of this grace, which is ministered by us to the 
^lory 01 the Lord, and to shew our readiness: avoid- 20 
mg this, that any man should blame us in ^ mat- 
ter of this bounty which is ministered by us : for we 21 
take thought for things honourable, not only in the 
sight of the Lord, but also in the sight of men. And 22 
we have sent with them our brother, whom we have 
many times proved earnest in many things, but now 
much more earnest, by reason of the great confidence 
which he Tiath in you. Whether any inquire about 23 
Titus, he is my partner and my fellow-worker to you- 
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ward; or our brethren, fhey ofre the ^messengers of i Qr.apoi«M.

9 For as touching the ministering to the saints, it is 

2 superfluous for me to write to you : for I know your 
readiness, of which I glory on your behalf to them of 
Macedonia, that Acnaia hath been prepared for a s or, •mutanam of 
year past; and ^our zeal hath stirred up *very many r* 

8 of them. But I have sent the brethren, that our *^- <**"««■« ^'*- 
glorying on your behalf may not be made void in 
this respect ; that, even as I said, ye may be prepared :

6 But this I say, He that soweth sparingly shall reap 

also sparingly; and he that soweth ''bountifully shall i Gr. mikihmngt. 

7 reap also 'bountifully. Let each man do according 

as he hath purposed in his heart; not ^grudgingly, 8 Gr. ^wrrow. 
or of necessity: for God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace abound unto you; 
that ye, having always aU sifllciency in everything, 

9 may abound unto every good work: as it is written. 

He hath scattered abroad, he hath given to the 

poor; 
His righteousness abideth for ever. 

10 And he that supplieth seed to the sower and bread 
for food, shall supply and miiltiply your seed for 
sowing, and increase the fruits of your righteous- 

11 ness: ye being enriched in everything unto all ^lib-9Gr.»iv2ra«M. 
erality, which worketh through us thanksgiving to 

13 Gk)d. For the ministration of this service not only 
filleth up the measure of the wants of the saints, 
but aboundeth also through many tiianksgivings 

13tmto God; seeing that through the proving of you 
by this ministration they glorify God for the obe- 
dience of your confession unto tne gospel of Christ, 
and for the ^liberality of yov/r contribution unto them 

14 and unto all; while they themselves also, with sup- 
plication on your behalf, long after you by reason of 

15 the exceeding grace of Gk)d in you. Thanks be to 
God for his unspeakable gift. 
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Now I Paul myself intreat you by the meekness 10 
and gentleness of Christ, I who in your presence 
am lowly among you, but being absent am of good 
courage toward you: yea, I beseech you, that I may 2 
not when present shew courage with the confidence 
wherewith I count to be bola against some, which 
coimt of us as if we walked according to the flesh. 
For though we walk in the flesh, we do not war ac- 3 
cording to the flesh (for the weapons of our warfare 4 
are not of the flesh, but mighty before Gk)d to the 
1 Or, rttmmingt castlug dowu of stroug holds); castiug down 4mag- 5 
inations, and every birthing that is exalted against 
the knowledge of God, and bringing every thou^t 
into captivity to the obedience of Christ; and bemg 6 
in reacuness to avenge all disobedience, when your 

* %!^ !»*»*••• obedience shall be fiflfllled. 'Ye look at the things 7 

that are before your face. If an^ man trusteth m 
himself that he is Christ's, let him consider this 
again with himself, that, even as he is Christ's, so 
also are we. For though I should glory somewhat 8 
abundantly concerning our authority (which the 
Lord gave for building you up, and not for casting 
you down), I shall not be put to shame: that I may 9 
not seem as if I would terrify you by my letters. 
For, His letters, they say, are weighty and strong; 10 
but his bodily presence is weak, and his speech of 
no account. I^t such a one reckon this, that, what 11 
we are in word by letters when we are absent, such 
8 Gr. to fudf owr- o/Te tM slso in dccd when we are present. For we 13 
tajSd^H'SmiiZ «r6 not bold *to number or compare ourselves with 
**^ certain of them that commend themselves: but they 

themselves, measuring themselves by themselves, and 
comparing themselves with themselves, are without 
understanding. But we will not glory beyond our 13 

* SSwiwro/'' ™6asure, but according to the measure of &ie*prov- 

ince which God apportioned to us as a measure, to 
reach even imto you. For we stretdi not ourselves 14 
overmuch, as though we reached not imto you: for 

* ^iiHHr "^^ *came even as far as unto you in the gospel of 

Christ: not glorying beyond our measure, tJiat is, in 15 
other men's labours; but having hope that, as your 
faith groweth, we shall be magnified in you accord- 
ing to our*province imto fuHher abundance, so as 16 
to preach the gospel even unto the parts beyond 
you, and not to glory in another's ^province in re- 
gard of thin^ ready to our hand. But he that 17 
glorieth, let hun glory in the Lord. For not he that 18 
commendeth himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 
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1 1 Would that ye cx>uld bear with me in a little fool- ^ q^^ j^ |„^,^ 

2 ishness: ^nay indeed bear with me. For I am jeal- do'uarwitkm*.

you to one husband, tliat I might present you a8 

3 a pure virgin to Christ But I fear, lest by any 
means, as the serpent beguiled Eve in his craftings, 

your ^minds shomd be corrupted from the simplicity s Qt,ikmgkta. 

4 and the purity that is toward Christ. For if he that 
Cometh preacheth another Jesus, whom we did not 

§ reach, or tf ye receive a different spirit, which ye 
id not receive, or a different gospel, which ye did 

5 not accept, ye do well to bear with Mm. For I reck- 
on that I am not a whit behind *the very chief est * ^SJtjifir'**' 

6 apostles. But tliough I be rude in speech, yet am I 
not in knowledge ; nav, in every thing we have made 

7 it manifest among all men to you- ward. Or did I 
commit a sin in abasing myself that ye mi^t be 
exalted, because I preached to you the gospel of Qod 

8 for nought? I robbed other cnurches, takmg wages 

9 of th^n that I might minister imto you; and when I 
was present with you and was in want, I was not a 
burden on any man; for the brethren, when they 
came from Macedonia, supplied the measure of my 
want; and in every thing i kept mvself from being 

10 burdensome unto you, and io will I keep myself. As 
the truth of Christ is in me, no man shall stop me of 

11 this glorying in the regions of Achaia. Wherefore? 

12 because 1 love you not? Qod knoweth. But what 

I do, that I will do, that I may cut off ^occasion from * rtiSr********^ 
them which desire an occasion; Uiat wherein they 

13 glonr, they may be f oimd even as we. For such men 
are false apostles, deceitful worker8,f ashioning them- 

14 selves into apostles of Christ. And no marvel; for 
even Satan f a^ioneth himself into an angel of light 

15 It is no great thing therefore if his ministers also 
fashion £emselves as ministers of righteousness; 
whose end shall be according to their works. 

16 I say again. Let no man think me foolish; but if 
ye do, yet as foolish receive me, that I also may 

17 glory a little. That which I speak, I speak not after 
Sie Lord, but as in foolishness, in this confidence of 

18 glorying. Seeing that many ^lory after the flesh, I 

19 will glory also. For ye bear with the foolish gladlj^, 

20 being wise yaursehea. For ye bear with a man, if

so am I. Are they ministers of Christ? (I speak as 23 
one beside himself) I more; in labours more abun- 
dantly, in prisons more abundantly, in stripes abo^e 
measure, in deaths oft. Of the Jews five times re- 24 
ceived I forty stripes save one. Thrice was I beaten 25 
with rods, once was I stoned, thrice I suffered ship* 
wreck, a night and a day have I been in the deep ; m 26 
loumeyings often, in perils of rivers, in perils of rob* 

1 or.MMiw bers, in perils from my ^countrymen, in perils from 

the Gentiles, in perils in the city, in i)erils in the wil- 
derness, in perils in the sea, in perils among false 
brethren; in labour and travail, in watchings often, 27 

>or, £MMi«^a«in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
mS* Or, BttiiU nakeducss. ^Beside those things that are without, 28 
S!u!ilr?j»i!i? ^ore is that which presseth upon me daily, anxiety 

for all the churches. Who is weak, and I am not 29 
weak? who is made to stumble, and I bum not? If 30 
I must needs glory, I will glory of the things that 
concern my weakness. The God and Father of the 31 

sar.tMtoOtflfM. Lord Jesus, he who is blessed *for evermore, know- 

eth that I Ue not. In Damascus the governor un- 32 
der Aretas the king guarded the city of the Dama- 
scenes, in order to take me: and through a window 33 
was I let down in a basket by the wall, and escaped

t^^i/S. *I must needs ^ory, though it is not expedient; 12 
ptSent^ I Witt but I will come to visions and revelations of the Lord. 

I know a man in Christ, fourteen years ago (whether ^ 
in the body, I know not ; or whether out of the body, 
I know not; God knoweth), such a one caught up 
even to the third heaven. And I know such a man 3 
(whether in the body, or apart from the body, I know 
not; Gk)d knoweth), how that he was cau^t up into 4 
Paradise, and heard unspeakable words, which it is 
not lawful for a man to utter. On behalf of such a d 
one will I ^lory : but on mine own behalf I will not 
glory, save in 97»^ weaknesses. For if I should desire 6 
to glory, I shall not be foolish; for I shall speak the 
truth : but I forbear, lest any man should account of 
me above that which he seeth me to be, or heareth 
from me. And by reason of the exceeding greatness 7 
of the revelations — ^wherefore*, that I should not be

God, which was committed to my trust. ^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^ 

12 I thank him that 'enabled me, even Christ Jesus tii^tS4!!d^

13ing me to his service; though I was before a blas- 
phemer, and a persecutor, and injurious: howbelt I 
obtained mercy, because I did it ignorantly in unbe-

Deacons in like mann^ must be 
grave, not doubletongued, not given to much wine,

10 the mth m a pure conscience. Aiid let these also 
first be proved; then let them serve as deacons, if 

11 they be blameless. Women in like manner must 
be grave, not slanderers, temperate, faithful in all 

12 things. Let deacons be husbands of one wife, rul- 
18 ing their children and their own houses well. For 

they that have served weU as deacons gain to them- 
selves a good standing, and great boldness in the 
faith which is in Christ Jesus.

every creature of God is good, and nothkig Ib to be 
rejected, if it be received with thanksgiving: for it 5 
is sanctified through the word of God and prater. 

If thou put the brethren in mind of these things, 6 
thou Shalt be a good minister of Christ Jesus, nour- 
ished in the woras of the faith, and of the good doc- 
trine which thou hast followed untU now: but re- 7 
fuse profane and old wives' fables. And exercise 
thvself unto godliness: for bodily exercise is profit- 8 
ior,/oriiuu able *for a little; but godliness is profitable for all 
things, having promise of the life which now is, and 
of that which is to come. Faithful is the saying, 9 
and worthy of all acceptation. For to this end we 10 
labour and strive, because we have our hope set on 
the living God, who is the Saviour of all men, spe- 
cially of them that believe. These things command 11 
and teach. Let no man despise thy youth; but be 12 
thou an ensample to them that beheve, in word, in 
manner of life, in love, in faith, in purity. Till 1 13 
come, give heed to reading, to exhortation, to teach- 
ing. Neglect not the gift that is in thee, which was 14 
nven thee by prophecy, with the lading on of the 
hands of the presbyteiy. Be diligent in these 15 
things; give thyself wholly to them; that thy prog- 
ress may be manifest unto all. Take heed to thy- 16 
self, and to thy teaching. Continue in these things; 
for in doing this thou shalt save both thyself and 
them that hear thee. 

Rebuke not an elder, but exhort him as a father; 6 
the vounger men as brethren: the elder women as 2 
mothers; the younger as sisters, in all purity. Hon- 3 
our widows Uiat are widows indeed. But if any 4 
widow hath children or grandchildren, let them learn 
first to shew piety towaids their own family, and to 
requite their parents: for this is acceptable in the 
signt of God. Now she that is a widow indeed, and 5 
desolate, hath her hope set on God, and continueth 
in supplications and prayers night and day. But 6 
she that giveth herself to pleasure is dead while she 
liveth. These things also command, that they may 7 
be without reproach. But if any provideth not for 8 
his own, and specially his own household, he hath 
denied the f aiUi, and is worse than an unbeliever. 
Let none be enrolled as a widow under threescore 9 
years old, having been the wife of one man, well re- 10 
ported of for good works ; if she hath brought up 
children, if she hath used hospitality to strangers, if 
she hath washed the saints' feet, if she hath relieved 
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the afflicted, if she hath diligently followed every 

11 good work. But younger widows refuse: for when 
mey have waxed wanton against Christ, they desire 

12 to marry ; having condemnation, because they have 
18 rejected their first faith*. And withal they learn 

also to he idle, going about from house to house; and 
not only idle, but tattlers also and busvbodies, speak- 

14 ing things which they ought not. I desire therefore 

that the younger ^vndows marry, bear children, rule i or, wonMn 
the household, give none occasion to the adversary 

15 for reviling: for already some are turned aside after 

16 Satan. If any woman that believeth hath widows, 
let her relieve them, and let not the church be bur- 
dened ; that it may relieve them that are widows 
indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be coimted worthy of 
double honour, especially those who labour in the 

18 word and in teaching. For the scripture saith, 
Thou Shalt not muzzle the ox when he treadeth out 
the corn. And, The labourer is worthy of his hire. 

19 Against an elder receive not an accusation, except at 

20 the rrwuth of two or three witnesses. Them that sin 
reprove in the sight of all, that the rest also may be 

31 in fear. I charge tliee in the sight of God, and Christ 
Jesus, and the elect angels, that thou observe these 
things without 'prejudice, doing nothing by partial- 8 0r,j>r^«-*«<j« 

22 ity. Lay hands hastily on no man, neither be par- 

23 taker of other men's sins: keep thyself pure. Be no 
longer a drinker of water, but use a little wine for 
thy stomach's sake and thine often infirmities. 

24 Some men's sins are evident, going before unto 
judgment; and some men also they follow after, sor. a* work* 

25 In like manner also there are good works that are 2;^^ *^ •« 
evident; and such as are otherwise cannot be hid. 

6 Let as many as are ^rvants under the jdk& AQt.bondMrtanu. 
coimt their own masters worthy of all honour, that 
the name of Gk>d and the doctrine be not blasphemed.

9 the Lord knoweth how to deliver the godly out of

10 ishment unto the day of judgement ; but chiefly 
them that walk after the flesh in the lust of defile- 
ment, and despise dominion. Daring, self willed, they 

11 tremble not to rail at 'dignities: whereas angels, sGr.^/mai. 
though greater in might and power, bring not a rail- 

12 ing judgement against them before the Lord. But 
th^, as creatures without reason, bom Hnere ani-sor.iuftmrf.

14 ^ove-feasts* while they feast with you; having eyes suthoritiea md 
full of ^adultery, and that cannot cease from sin; , 0^*^"*^,^^,- 
enticing unstedfast souls; having a heart exercised «•• 

15in covetousness; children of cursing; forsaking the 

right w^, they went astray, havmg followed tiie 3 „ ^^^, 
way of Balaam the son of ^Beor,who loved the hire mtiicvitiM nud 

16 of wrong-doing; but he was rebuked for his own **^' 
transgression: a dumb ass spake with man's voice 

17 and stayed the madness of the prophet. These are 
springs without water, and mists driven bv a storm; 
for whom the blackness of darkness hath been re- 

18 served. For, uttering great swelling toords of vanity, 
they entice in the lusts of the flesh, by lascivious- 
ness, those who are just escaping &om them that 

19 live in error; promising them liberty, while they 
themselves are bondservants of corruption; for of

20 brought into bondage. For if, after they have es-

iQr.pn»tnc$. Say lug. Where is the promise of his "coming? for, 
from the day that the fathers fell asleep, all things 
continue as they were from the beginning of the 
creation. For this they wilfully forget, that there 5

pentance. But the dav of the Lord will come as a 10 
thief; in the which the heavens shall pass away with

cmmoetancieat ^^^^ fcrvcut hcat, and the earth and the works that 
mana«crmta««d aTc therciu shall be *bumed up. Seeing that these 11 
dueevered. thiugs arc thus all to be dissolved, what manner of 
persons ought ye to be in o^ holy living and godli- 

ior,hadminf ncss, lookiug for and ^earnestly desiring the *com-12 
ing of the day of God, by reason of which the heav- 
ens being on fire shall be dissolved, and the *ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat? But, according 13 
to his promise, we look for new heavens and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye look for these 14 
things, give diligence that ye may be found in peace, 
without spot and blameless in his sight. And ac- 15 
count that the longsuffering of our Lord is salva- 
tion; even as our beloved brother Paul also, ac- 
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cording to the wisdom given to him, wrote unto 
16 you; as also in all 7m epistles, speaking in them of 
these things; wherein are some things hard to be 
understood, which the ignorant and unstedf ast wrest, 
as they do also the other scriptures, unto titieir own 

17 destruction. Ye therefore, beloved, knowing ths^e 
things beforehand, beware lest, being calirieaaway 
with the error of the wicked, ye fall from your own 

18 stedfastness. But grow in the grace and knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. To 

him be the glory both now and ^or ever. Amen. ^ p',!S!ut^ t*'

That which was from the beemning, that which 1 
we have heurd, that wliich we have seen with our 
eyes, that which we beheld, and our hands handled, 

1 Or, word ooncemine the *Word of life (and the life was mani- 3 

fested, and we have seen, and bear witness, and de- 
clare unto you the life, the eternal fo/6, which was 
with the Father, and was manifested unto us); that 8 
which we have seen and heard declare we unto you 
also, that ye also may have fellowship with us : yea, 
and our fellowship is with the Father, and with his 

s Maay aiidcDt ®^^ Jcsus Christ: and these things we write, that 4 
•nthoritfw tcmi 'our joy may be fulfilled. 

'^' And this is the message which we have heard 5 

from him, and announce unto you, that God is light, 
and in him is no darkness at an. If we say that we 6 
haye fellowship with him, and walk in the darkness, 
we lie, and do not the truUi: but if we walk in the 7 
li^ht, as he is in the lis^ht, we haye f eUowship one 
with another, and the blood of Jesus his Son cleans- 
eth us from all sin. If we say that we haye no sin, 8 
we deceiye ourselyes, and the truth is not in us. If 9 
we confess our sins, he is faithful and righteous to 
f orgiye us our sins, and to cleanse us from all un- 
righteousness. If we say that we haye not sinned, 10 
we make him a liar, and his word is not in us. 
My little children, these things write I unto you, 2 

or\B^!r an 'Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the 
or.AroeMc. rfghteous: and he is the propitiation for our sins; 2 
and not for ours only, but also for tiie whole world. 
And hereby know we that we know him, if we keep 3 
his commandments. He that saith, I know him, 4 
and keepeth not his commandments, is a liar, and 
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5 the truth is not in him : but whoso keepeth his word, 
in him verily hath the love of God been perfected. 

6 Hereby know we that we are in him: he thatisaith 
he abideth in him ought himself also to walk even 
as he walked. 

7 Beloved, no new commandment write I unto you, 
but an old commandment which ye had from the 
beginning: the old commandment is the word which 

8 ye neard. Again, a new commandment write I unto 
you, which thing is true in him and in you; because 
the darkness is passing awav, and the-true light al- 

9 ready shineth. He that saith he is in the light, and 
hateth his brother, is in the darkness even until now. 

10 He that lovetii his brother abideth in the light, and 

11 there is none occasion ot stumbling in hinL But he 
that hateUi his brother is in the darkness, and walk- 
eth in the darkness, and knoweth not whither he 
goeth, because the darkness hath blinded his eyes. 

12 I write unto you, my little children, because your 

13 sins are forgiven you for his name's sake. I write 
unto you, fathers, because ye know him which is 
from the beginning. I write unto ^rou, youne; men, 
because ye nave overcome the evil one. u hAYeiOt,iwnit 
written unto you, little children, because ye know 

14 the Father. *I have written unto you, fathers, be- 
cause ye know him which is from the beginning.

*^ the life eternal. These things have I written unto 26 

you concerning them that would lead you astray. 
And as for you, the anointing which ye received of 27 
him abideth in you, and ye need not that any one 
teach you; but as his anointing teacheth you con- 
mk"it m^kT; ceming all things, ^d is true, and is no lie, and 
a*dt9*%o»^. even as it taught you, "ye abide in him. And now, 28 
3 Or, «&»<•,« ^y ^^^^ children, abide in him; that, if he shall 
be muufested, we may have boldness, and not be 
4Gr./f«»A«». ashamed *bef ore him at his 'coming. If ye know 29 
sGr.prwmM. that he is righteous, •ye know that every one also 

6 Or, AiKw y« ^^^ docth rightcousness is begotten of him. 

Behold what manner of love the Father hath be- 3 
stowed upon us, that we should be called cMldren 
of God : and «wcA we are. For this cause the world 
knoweth us not, because it knew him not. Beloved, 2 
now are we children of God, and it is not yet made 

7 0r,»i manifest what we shall be. We know that, if 'he 

shall be manifested, we shall be like him; for we 
shall see him even as he is. And every one that 3 
hath this hope %eit on him purifleth himself, even as 
he is pure. Everjr one that doeth sin doeth also 4 
lawlessness: and sm is lawlessness. And ye know 5

him is no sin. Whosoever abideth in him sinneth 6 
not: whosoever sinneth hath not seen him, neither 

%ot,hdkhnmm *knoweth him. My little children, let no man lead 7 
you astray: he that doeth righteoiisness is righteous, 
even as he is righteous : he that doeth sin is of the 8 
devil; for the devil sinneth from the beginning. To 
this end was the son of God manifested, that he 
might destroy the works of the devil. Whosoever 9 
is begotten of God doeth no sin, because his seed 
abideth in him: and he cannot sin, because he is be- 
gotten of God. In this the children of God are 10 
manifest, and the children of the devil : whosoever 
doeth not righteousness is not of God, neither he 
that loveth not his brother. For this is the message 11 
which ye heard from the beginning, that we shomd 
love one another: not as Cain was of the evil one,and 12

Beloved, if our 
heart condemn us not, we have boldness toward 

22 God; and whatsoever we ask, we receive of him, 
because we keep his commandments, and do the 

23 things that are pleasing in his sight. And this is 

his commandment, that we should ^believe in the ' J^J;,,**'***^ ** 
name of his Son Jesus Christ, and love one another, 

24 even as he gave us commandment. And he that 
keepeth his commandments abideth in him, and he 
in him. And hereby we know that he* abideth in 
us, by the Spirit which he gave us. 

4 Beloved, believe not every spirit, but prove the 
spirits, whether they are of God: because many 

2 false prophets are gone out into the world. Here- 
by know ye the Spirit of God: every spirit which 
confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is 3 gome ancient an- 

3 of God: and every spirit which ^confesseth not thoruiMreadaa- 
Jesus is not of God: and this is the s/pivit of the *"***'^«««*- 
antichrist, whereof ye have heard that it cometh; 

4 and now it is in the world already. Ye are of God, 
my little children, and have overcome them: be- 
cause greater is he that is in you than he that is in 

6 the world. They are of the world: therefore speak 
they as of the world, and the world heareth them. 

6 We are of God: he that knoweth God heareth us; 
he who is not of God heareth us not. By this we 
know the spirit of truth, and the spirit of error.

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Beloved, let us love one another: for love Is of 7 
God; and every one that loveth is begotten of €k)d, 
and knoweth Qod. He that loveth not knowetii 8 
not God; for God is love. Herein was the love of 9 

1 0r,foMir «Mt God manifested Hn ns, that God hath sent his only 
begotten Son into the world, that we might live 
tiirough him. Herein is love, not that we loved 10 
God, but that he loved ns, and sent his Son to be the 
propitiation for our sins. Beloved, if Gk>d so loved 11 
us, we also ought to love one another. No man 12 
hath beheld G^ at any time: if we love (me an- 
other, God abideth in us, and his love is perfected 
in us: hereby know we that we abide in him, and 13 
he in us, because he hath given us of his Spirit 
And we have beheld and bear witness that the Fa- 14 
ther hath sent the Son to he ihe Saviour of the 
world.

We know t or, Mmm^t 
that we are of God, and the whole world lieth in the 

20 evil one. And we know that the Son of God is 
come, and hath ^ven us an understanding, that we 
know him that is true, and we are in him that is 
true, even in his Son Jesus Christ. This is the true 

21 Gk>d, and eternal life. My little children, guard 
yourselves from idols.

' oiSi'fiS^IS! ^Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, 
and honour, and power, and might, be unto our God 
* ^'a!!%^ "^ 'for ever and ever. Amen. And one of the elders 13 
answered, saying unto me, These which are arrayed 
in the white robes, who are they, and whence came 
t Gr. AoM taid. they? And I "say unto him. My lord, thou knowest. 14 
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And he said to me, These are they which come 
out of the great tribulation, and they washed their 
robes, and made them white in the blood of the 

15 Lamb. Therefore are they before the throne of 
God; and they serve him day and night in his tem- 
ple: and he that sitteth on the throne shall spread 

16 his tabernacle over them. They shall hunger no 
more, neither thirst any more; neither shall the sun 

17 strike upon them, nor any heat : for the Lamb which 
is in the midst of the throne* shall be their shepherd, 
and shall guide them imto fountains of waters of 
life: and God shall wipe away every tear from their 
eyes. 

8 And when he opened the seventh seal, there fol- 
lowed a silence in heaven about the space of half an 

2 hour. And I saw the seven angels which stand be- 
fore God; and there were given unto them seven 
trumpets. 

8 And another angel came and stood 'over the al- 1 or,<K 
tar, having a golden censer; and there was given 
unto him mucn incense, that he should ^d it unto * or.ywt. 
the prayers of all the saints upon the golden altar 

4 which was before the throne. And the smoke of 

the incense, 'with the prayers of the saints, went up s or,/of 

5 before God out of the angeVs hand. And the angel 

^taketh the censer; and he filled it with the fire of 4 Qr.kaAtatiu, 
the altar, and cast it ^pon the earth : and there fol- 6 or,;*^ 
lowed thunders, and voices, and lightnings, and an 
earthquake. 

6 And the seven angels which had the seven trump- 
ets prepared themselves to sound. 

7 And the first sounded, and there followed hail and 
fire, mingled with blood, and they were cast *upon 
the earth: and the jthird part of the ecuth was burnt 
up, and the third part of the trees was burnt up, and 
all green grass was burnt up. 

8 Ajid the second angel sounded, and as it were a 
great mountain burning with fire was cast into the 
sea: and the third part of the sea became blood; 

9 and there died the third part of the creatures which 
were in ^e sea, even they that had life ; and the third 
part of the ships was destroyed. 

10 And the third angel sounded, and there fell from 
heaven a great star, burning as a torch, and it fell 
upon the third part of the rivers, and upon the f oun- 

11 tains of the waters ; and the name of the star is called 

♦ "of tho throne " add marg. Or, before (see iv. 6)— Am. Com, 
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Wonnwood : and the third part of the waters became 
wormwood; and many men died of the waters, be- 
cause they were made bitter. 

.Ajid the fourth angel sounded, and the third jtaxi 13 
of the sun was smitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and the third part of the stars; that the third 
part of them should be darkened, and the day should 
not f^ine for the third part of it, and the night in 
like manner. 

iQr.emnafU. And I saw, and I heard *an eagle, flying in mid 13 
heaven, saying with a great voice, Woe, woe, woe, 
for them that dwell on the earth, by reason of the 
other voices of the trumpet of the three angels, who 
are yet to soimd. 

Aji4 the fifth angel sounded, and I saw a star from 9 
heaven fallen unto the earth: and there was given to 
him the key of the pit of the abyss. And he opened 2 
the pit of tne abyss; and there went up a smoke out 
of the pit, as the smoke of a great furnace; and the 
sun and the air were darkened by reason of the 
smoke of the pit. And out of the smoke came forth 3 
locusts upon the earth; and power was given them, 
as the scorpions of the earth have power. And it 4 
was said unto them that they should not hurt the 
grass of the earth, neither any green thing, neither 
any tree, but only such men as have not the seal of 
God on tiieir foreheads. And it was given them that 5 
they should not kill them, but that they should be 
tormented five months : and their torment was as 
the torment of a scorpion, when it striketh a man. 
And in those dajs men shall seek death, and shall 6 
in no wise find it; and they shall desire to die, and 

f Gr. litetuam, dcath flecth f rom them. Ajid the Shapes of the lo- 7 

ousts were like imto horses prepared for war; and 

upon their heads as it were crowns like unto gold, 

and their faces were as men's faces. And they had 8 

hair as the hair of women, and their teeth were as 

the teeth of lions. And they had breastplates, as it 9 

were breastplates of iron; and the sound of their 

wings was as the sound of chariots, of many horses 

rushing to war. And they have tails like imto scor- 10 

pions, and stings; and in their tails is their power 

to hurt men five months. They have over them as 11 

king the angel of the abyss: his name in Hebrew is 

Abaddon, and in the Greek tongiie he hath the name 
t That iB, ikdrov sApoUyon. 

The first Woe is past: behold, there come yet two 12 
Woes hereafter. 
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13 And the sixth angel sounded, and I heard 'a voice i cr. mm 
from the homs of the golden altar which is before 

14 God, one saying to the sixth angel, which had the 
trumpet, Loose the four angels which are bound at 

15 the great riyer Euphrates. And the four angels 
were loosed, which had been prepared for the hour 
and day and month and year, that they should kill 

16 the third part of men. And the number of the armies 
of the horsemen was twice ten thousand times ten 

17 thousand: I heard the number of them. And thus 
I saw the horses in the vision, and them that sat on 
them, having breastplates as of fire and of hyacinth 
and of brimstone: and the heads of the horses aro 
as the heads of lions; and out of their mouths pro- 

ISceedeth fire and smoke and brimstone. By these 
three plagues was the third part of men killed, by 
the fire and the smoke and the brimstone, which 

19 proceeded out of their mouths. For the power of 
the horses is in their mouth, and in their tails: for 
their tails are like unto serpents, and have heads; 

20 and with them they do hurt. And the rest of man- 
kind, which were not killed with these plagues, re- 
pented not of the works of their hands, that Uiey 
should not worship Mevils, and the idols of gola, sGr.<;emoM. 
and of silver, and of brass, and of stone, and of 
wood; which can neither see, nor hear, nor walk: 

21 and they repented not of their murders, nor of their 

sorceries, nor of their fornication, nor of their thefts. 

10 And I saw another strong angel coming down out 

of heaven, arrayed with a cloud; and the rainbow 

was upon his head, and his face was as the sun, and 

2 his feet as pillars of fire; and he had in his hand a 
little book open: and he set his right foot upon the 

3 sea, and his left upon the earth; and he cried with 
a great voice, as a lion roareth: and when he cried, 

4 the seven thunders uttered their voices. And when 
the seven thunders uttered thevr wkes, I was about 
to write: and I heard a voice from heaven saying, 
Seal up the things which the seven thunders uttered, 

5 and write them not. And the angel which I saw 
standing upon the sea and upon the earth lifted up 

6 his right lumd to heaven, and sware by him that iJ'tS^u^ ""^ 
liveth for ever and ever, who created the heaven 4 some andent 
and the things that are therein, and the earth and ;^^Sl""a'!SU 
the things that are therein, *and the sea and the a^tngt that are 
things that are therein, that there shall be Hime* no ^ ^^ 2"

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longer: but In the days of the voice of the fleventh 7 
angel, when he is about to sound, then is finished 
the mystery of God, according to the good tidings 
which he declared to his servants the prophets. 
And the voice which I heard from heaven, / heard 8 
it again speaking with me, and saying, Ck>, take 
the book which is open in the hand oi the angel 
that standeth upon the sea and upon the earth. 
And I went unto the angel, saying unto htm that 9 
he should give me the little book. And he saith 
unto me, Take it, and eat it up; and it shall make 
thy belly bitter, but in thy mouth it shall be sweet 
as honey. And I took the little book out of the an- 10 
gel's hand, and ate it up; and it was in my mouth 
sweet as honey: and when I had eaten it, my belly 
was nuuie bitter. And they say unto me, Thou 11

tions and tongues and kings. 
And there was given me a reed like imto a rod: 1 1 

9 Qr. tofing. 'aud ouc Said, Rise, and measure the t«mple of God, 

and the altar, and them that worship therein. And 2 

sQr.taMmOout, thc court which is without the temple 'leave with- 
out, and measure it not; for it hath been given imto 
the nations : and the holy city shall they tread under 
foot forty and two months. And I will give unto 3 
my two witnesses, and they shall prophesy a thou- 
sand two hundred and threescore days, clothed in 
sackcloth. These are the two olive trees and the 4 

4 Gr. lampiandt. two ^caudlcsticks, Standing before the Lord of the 

earth. And if any man desireth to hurt them, fire 5 
procecdeth out of their mouth, and devoureth their 
enemies: and if any man shall desire to hurt them, 
in this manner must he be killed. These have the 6 
power to. shut the heaven, that it rain not during 
the days of their prophecy: and they have power 
over tne waters to turn them into blood, and to 
smite the earth with every plague, as often as they 
shall desire. And when they shall have finished 7 
their testimony, the beast that c*ometh up out of the 
abyss shall make war with them, and overcome 

B Gr. eartau. them, and kill them. And their *dead bodies ^ in 8 
the street of the great city, which spiritually is called 
Sodom and Egypt, where also their Lord was cruci- 
fied. And from among the peoples and tribes and 9 
tonnes and nations do men look upon their *dead 
bodies three days and a half, and suffer not their 
dead bodies to be laid in a tomb. And they that 10 
dwell on the earth rejoice over them, and make 
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merry; and they shall send gifts one to another; be- 
cause these two prophets tormented them that dwell 

11 on the earth. And after the three days and a half 
the breath of life from God entered into them, and 
they stood upon their feet; and great fear fell upon 

12 them which beheld them. And they heard a great 
voice from heayen saying unto them. Come up hith- 
er. And they went up into heaven in the doud; 

13 and their enemies beheld them. And in that hour 
there was a great earthquake, and the tenth part of 
the city fell; and there were killed in the earthquake 

"seven thousand persons: and the rest were affright- ^^ii^SJi^iir' 
ed, and gave glory to the Gk>d of heaven. 

14 The second m>e is past: behold, the third Woo 
cometh quickly. 

15 And the seventh angel sounded; and there fol- 
lowed great voices in heaven, and they said, The 
kingdom of the world is become the kingdom of our 

Lora, and of his Christ: and he shall reign 'for ever ' p'tSaH^." "^ 

16 and ever. And the four and twenty elders, which 
sit before God on their thrones, f eU upon their faces, 

17 and worshipped Gk)d, saying. We give thee thanks, 
O Lord God, the Almightv, which art and which 
wast; because thou hast taken thy great power, and 

18 didst reign. And the nations were wrotJi, and thy 
wrath came, and the time of the dead to be judged, 
and the time to give Uieir reward to thy servants 
the prophets, and to the saints, and to them that fear 
thy name, the small and the great; and to destroy 
them that destroy the earth. 

19 And there was opened the temple of God that is in 
heaven ; and there was seen in his temple the ark of his 
"covenant ; and there followed lightnings, and voices, a or, Mtmum, 

and thunders, and an earthquake, and great hail. 
12 And a great sign was seen in heaven; a woman 
arrayed with the sun, and the moon under her feet, 

2 and upon her head a crown of twelve stars; and 
she was with child: and she crieth out, travailing in 

3 birth, and in pain to be delivered. And there was 
seen another si^ in heaven; and behold, a great 
red dragon, havmg seven heads and ten horns, and 

4 upon his heads seven diadems. And his tail draw- 
eth the third part of the stars of heaven, and did 
cast Uiem to the earth : and the dragon stood before 
the woman which was about to be delivered, that 
when she was delivered, he might* devour her child.

And there was war in heaven: Michael and his 7 
angels going forth to war with the dragon; and the 
dragon wimfed and his angels; and they prevailed 8 
not, neither was their place found any more in 
heaven. And tiie great dra^n was cast down, the 9 
old serpent, he that is called the Devil and Satan, 
1 or^ MMud ^Q deceiver of the whole *world; he was cast down 
t Or, jviM <• ciu to the earth, and his angels were cast down with 
'''""^iHd'ai *^*^' -^^ ^ heard a great voice in heaven, saying, 10 
£^^», &MtMiM 'Now is come the salvation, and the power, and the 
Sir ^!fuj*i kingdom of our God^and the authority of his Christ: 
^con» *•• for the accuser of our brethren is cast down, which 
^^* accuseth them before our God day and night. And 11 

they overcame him because of the blood of the 
Lamb, and because of the word of their testimony; 
and Uiey loved not their life even unto dcam. 
zQt.uAtnuuie. Thcreforc rejoice, O heavens, and ye that 'dwell in 13 
them. Woe for the earth and for the sea: because 
the devil is gone down unto you, having great 
wrath, knowing that he hath but a short time. 

And when the dragon saw that he was cast down 13 
to the earth, he persecuted the woman which 
brought forth the man child. And there were giv- 14 
en to the woman the two wings of the great eagle, 
that she might fly into the wilderness unto her 
place, where she is nourished for a time, and times, 
and half a time, from the face of the serpent. And 15 
the serpent cast out of his mouth after the woman 
water as a river, that he might cause her to be car- 
ried away by the stream. And the earth helped 16 
the woman, and the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed up the river whiett the dragon cast out 
of his mouth. And the dragon waxed wroth with 17 
the woman, and went away to make war with the 
rest of her seed, which keep the commandments of 
God, and hold the testimony of Jesus: and he 13 
stood* upon the sand of the sea. 
And I saw a beast coming up out of the sea, hav-

And / 
saw one of his heads as though it had been 'smitten i Gr.^ 
unto death; and his death-stroke was healed: and 

4 the whole earth wondered after the beast; and they 
worshipped the dragon, because he gave his author- 
ity unto the beast; and they worshipped the beast, 
saying, Who is like unto the beast? and who is able 

5 to war with him? and there was given to him a 

mouth speaking great things and bmsphemies; and 2 or, to do bh

must he be killed. Here is the patience and the faith captivity 

of the saints. 

11 And I saw another beast coming up out of the 
earth; and he had two horns like unto a lamb, and 

12 he spake as a dragon. And he exerciseth all the 
authority of the &st beast in his sight. And he 
maketh the earth and them that dwell therein to 
worship the first beast, whose death-stroke waa 

13 healed. And he doeth great signs, that he should 
even make fire to copie down out of heaven upon 

14 the earth in the sight of men. And he deceiveth 
them that dwell on the earth by reason of the signs 
which it was given him to do in the sight of the 
beast; saying to them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the beast, who hath 

15 the stroke of the sword, and lived. And it was 
given unto him to give breath to it, even to the image

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And I saw, and behold, the Lamb standing on the 14 
mount Zion, and with him a hundred and forty and 
four thousand, having his name, and the name of 
his Father, written on their foreheads. And I heard 2 
a voice from heaven, as the voice of many waters, 
and as the voice of a great thunder: and the voice 
which I heard was as the voice of harpers harping 
with their harps: and they sing as it were a new 8 
song before the tlirone, and before the four living 
creatures and the elders: and no man could learn 
the sonff save the hundred and forty and four 
thousand, even they that had been purchased out of 
the earth.

' tiie cup of his anger ; and he shall be tormented with 
fire and brimstone in the presence of the holy angels, 

11 and in the presence of the Lamb: and the smoke of 

their torment goeth up for ever and ever; and they ' £^**** "^ '^ 
have no rest day and night, they that worship the 
beast and his image, and whoso receiveth the mark 

12 of his name. Here is the patience of the saints, they 
that keep the commandments of God, and the faith 
of Jesus. 

13 And I heard a voice from heaven saying, Write, 8 or,i« At zard. 
Blessed are the dead which die >m the Lord from ^iSS^"!}; 
henceforth: yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest ^»* 
from their labours; for their works follow with 

them. 

14 And I saw, and behold, a white cloud; and on the 

cloud I saw one sitting like unto *a son of man, 4 0r,ae8(m 
having on his head a golden crown, and in his hand 

15 a sharp sickle. And another angel came out from 
the temple, crying with a great voice to him that sat 
on the cloud. Send forth thy sickle, and reap: for 
the hour to reap is come; for the harvest of the 

16 earth is *over-ripe*. And he that sat on the cloud ior.drud up. 
cast his sickle upon the earth; and the earth was 
reaped. 

17 And another angel came out from the temple 
which is in heaven, he also having a sharp sickle. 

18 And another angel came out from the altar, he that 
hath power over fire; and he called with a great 
voice to him that had the sharp sickle, saying, Send 
forth thy sharp sickle, and gather the clusters of the 
vine of the earth; for her grapes are fully ripe. 

19 And the angel cast his sicMe into the earth, and 
gathered the "^vintage of the earth, and cast it intoecr.wiM. 
the winepress, the great mnepresSy of the wrath of 

20 God. Aid the winepress was trodden without the 
city, and there came out blood from the winepress, 
even unto the bridles of the horses, as far as a thou- 

sand and six hundred furlong. 
15 And I saw another sign in heaven, great and 
marvellous, seven angels having seven plagues, 
wTiich are the last, for in them is finished the wrath 
of God.

And they smg the song of Moses ue servant 3 
of God, and the song of the Lamb, saying, Great 
and marvellous are thy works, O Lord God, the

and glorify thy name? for thou only art holy; for 
all the nations shall come and worship before thee;

And after these thmgs I saw, and the temple of 5 
tiic tabernacle of the testimony in heaven was 
opened: and there came out from the temple the 6

four living creatures gave unto the seven angels 
seven golden bowls full of the wrath of God, who 
o/i*;'S«!* *^ liveth *for ever and ever. And the temple was 8 
filled with smoke from the glory of Gk)d, and from 
his power; and none was able to enter into the 
temple, till the seven plagues of the seven angels 
should be finished.

12 And the sixth poured out his bowl upon the great 
river, the rwer Euphrates; and the water thereof 
was dried up, that the way might be made ready 

13 for the kings that eome from the sunrising. And I 
saw comiiig out of the mouth of the dragon, and out 
of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of 
the false prophet, three unclean spirits, as it were 

14 frogs: for they are spirits of "devils, working signs; «Q«"- <*«»«»•• 
which go forth 'unto the kings of the whole *world, ' ^'' *^ . .^^ 
to gather them together unto the war of the great ^hk. * 

15 day of God, the Almighty. (Behold, I come as a 
thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth
